Many 
of these ordinances are never enforced because inap- 
plicable to present condition; the city has outgrown 
others by the establishment of health, fire and police 
boards, while others are of doubtful legality. The 
contracts between the Hudson County Gas Company: 
The Hackensack Water Company and the Hoboken 
Laud and Improvement Company it was thought 
advisable to append as useful for purposes of publie 
information to the citizen and of ready reference to 
the officials.

AN ORDINANCE 


To provide for the adoption of a General Assessment 
Map of the City of Hoboken, and a Uniform Sys- 
tem of Designating Property, for the Purpose of 
Making out Bills for Taxes, Water Rents ad 
Assessments in the Various Departments of the 
City. 

The Mayor and Councilof the City of Hoboken 
do ordain as follows: 


Section 1. That the map entitled ‘‘ Assessment 
Map of the City of Hoboken, Hudson County, N. J., 
made from joint surveys by Messrs Charles B. Brush 
and Beyer & Mc‘ ann, City Surveyors, 1891,” be and 
the same is hereby constituted the official map of the 
city, for the purposes for which the same was made. 

Src. 2. That it shall be the duty of the City Clerk, 
Water Registrar, Assessor, Collector and City Sur- 
veyors and other officials in making out bills for taxes, 
water rents and assessments to conform to the method 
of designating property and numbering blocks, lots 
and houses by using the system laid down on said 
map. 

Src. 3. That all buildings erected or to be erected 
in the city of Hoboken, shall be numbered hereafter 
to correspond with the numbers shown on said map. 

Src. 4. That ail ordinances and parts of ordinances 
inconsistent with the provisions of this ordinance be 
and they are hereby repealed.

Notice of Assessment. 
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CITY ORDINANCES. ny 


AN ORDINANCE 


To provide for the giving notice of any proposed as 
sessment to the person or persons against whom, 
and upon whose property such assessment will be 
made. : 


The Mayor and Council of the City « of Hoboken 
do ordain as follows: 


SECTION 1. That when the commissioners of assess- 
ments of the city of Hoboken shall have determined 
upon any assessment for any improvement, and shall 
have made a table or statement, showing each lot or 
parcel of land which may be assessed, and the amount 
to be assessed thereon, and the name ot the person or 
persons to whom such parcels will be respectively 
assessed, they shall before reporting such assessment 
to the council, give a written or printed notice to each 
person proposed to be assessed which notice shall be 
served personally upon the owner of each parcel or 
lot so to be assessed, if such owner can be found in 
the city, and if such owner cannot be found in the 
eity, then such notice shall be mailed to him or her, 
if his or her post office address can be ascertained, 
postage prepaid, and if such address cannot be found, 
then such notice shall be posted on the property to 
be assessed ten days before the time of hearing ob- 
jections, hereinafter mentioned, which notice shall 
inform the person to be assessed, of the property 
which will be assessed, and of the amount of such as- 
sessment, and what the same is for, and shall inform 
such owner of the time and place when and where any 
objections to said proposed assessment will be heard 

Src. 2. That at such time and place said commis- 
sioners shall hear and consider any objections pre- 
sented, and having considered the same. they shall 
correct said proposed assessment if they shall determ- 
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ine any corrections to be necessary. and shall there- 
upon report such assessment to the council, and in 
case no one shall appear to object, such assessment 
shall forthwith be reported to the council. and any 
report shall state what objections were made, if any, 
and what corrections were made. if any. 

Sec. 3. That said commissioners shall determine 
the proper expense to be incurred in each case for 
the giving of the said notices, and shall include the 
said expense as part of the incidental cost of such 
improvement, and shall assess the same according to 
law. 

Src. 4. That all ordinances and parts of ordinances 
inconsistent herewith, be and they are hereby re 
pealed.

No person or minor shall at any time 
swim or bathe in any of the waters in or surrounding 
the city of Hoboken, at any place within its corporate » 
limits, exposed to view between the hours of six 
o'clock .A. M. and eight o’clock P. M., under the pen, 
alty of one dollar for each and every offence. 

Src. 2.. No person or minor shall expose his person 
in an indecent manner in the streets or public grounds 
or on the wharves or piers. or on board of any vessel 
within the corporate limits of the city of Hoboken, 
under the penalty of five dollars for each and every 


_ -oftence.

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AN ORDINANCE 
Providing for the appointment of a public bath 
keeper. | 
The Mayor and Couneil of the City of Hoboken do 
ordain as follows: 


Section 1. That hereafter the council shall ap- 
point a suitable and competent person to take charge 
of the public bath of the city, who shall be known as 
the public bath keeper, who shall hold office from the 
first day of June until the last day of September. 

Src. 2. That the said officer shall receive for his 
services the sum of one hundred dollars per month 
during the season that he shall be in actual service, 
commencing on the first day of June and terminating 
on the last day of September in each year. 

Src. 3. That the said officer shall have the general. 
superintendence and control of the public bath, and 
shall keep the same in good and proper order, for the 
convenient use and safety of the citizens and shall 
not receive any extra compensation for assistants or 
help employed on the said bath, and shall be subject 
to such rules and regulations in his management and 
conduct of said bath and its use by citizens as the 
Couneil may prescribe by ordinance, and shall always 
be removable by the Council for cause deemed suffi- 
cient. |

AN ORDINANCE 
‘To provide for the licensing of bill posters. 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 


dain as follows: 


Srorion 1. That the Mayor of the City of Hobo- 
ken for the time being shall from time to time issue 
licence under his hand and seal, attested by the 
City Clerk, and the seal of the city, to as many per- 
sons, residents of the city of Hoboken, as he may 
think proper, to follow the business of bill posting 
for the period of one year from the granting of such 
license. 

Src. 2. Every person licensed as aforesaid shall 
pay to the City Clerk at the granting of such license, 
a license of ten dollars for the use of the city. 

Sec. 3. Every person who shall follow the business 
of bill posting in the city of Hoboken, without being 
licensed as aforesaid, shall be hable to a penalty of 
five dollars for every pill he or she may post on con- 
viction thereof before the Recorder of the city.

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AN ORDINANCE 


Regulating the erection of fences, ete., for posting 
bills and advertising purposes. 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 


dain as follows: 


Srcrion 1. That hereafter no person or persons 
shall erect or cause to be erected any bill boards, 
fenees or other structures for the purpose of exhibit- 
ing thereon advertisements, pictures, cuts, show bills | 
or show cards painted or pasted thereon, without first 
having obtained written permission or licence from 
the owner of the premises on which or before which 
the said fence or bill board may be erected and also 
subsequently the license of the city, through the 
Mayor and Council designating and locating the said 
place or places as suitable for such purposes. 

Src. 2. That the said last mentioned licence shall 
be granted by the Council on application to them, 
only in such cases where in their opinion the erection 
of such bill boards and fences for the purposes afore. 
said shall not be detrimental or injurious to the health 
or good morals of the community. 

Sec. 8. That all ordinances and parts thereof in. 
- consistent herewith be and they are hereby repealed-

CITY ORDINANCES. 23 


AN ORDINANCE 


To prevent cattle from encumbering or stopping upon 
the streets of Hoboken. 


Lhe Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 


dain as follows: 


Section 1. Thatif any person or persons’ shall 
drive or cause to be drove in or upon any sidewalk in 
said city any cattle, horses, sheep. swine or other 
animals, or if any person driving or havingin charge 
any cattle or other animals aforesaid shall permit, 
suffer or allow the same or any of them to go upon 
any sidewalk in said city, every person or persons so 
offending in the premises shall be liable to pay a fine 
of five dollars for every head of cattle, horses, or other 
animals aforesaid, which shall be so drove or per- 
mitted to go upon any such sidewalk. 

Sec. 2. Thatif any person driving or having in 
charge any cattle, sheep cr swine shall suffer, permit 
or allow any such cattle, sheep or swine to stop, stand 
still or lodge in «r upon any street or sidewalk in said 
city, every person so offending in the premises shall 
be hable to pay a fine of ten dollars for every such 
offense.

AN ORDINANCE 


To prevent the slaughtering of cattle or animals with- 
in the limits of the city of Hoboken. 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 
dain as follows: 


Section 1. That no person or persons shall ‘keep 
or maintain.a slaughter house within the limits of the 
city of Hoboken, under a penalty of fifty dollars for 
every day the same shall be kept and maintained for 
the purpose of slaughtering animals therein. 

SEo. 2. That no person or persons shall slaughter 
or in any way assist in slaughtering any cattle, animal 
or animals within the city limits of the city of Hobo- 
ken, under a penalty of fifty dollars for each offense. 

Sec. 3. That all ordinances and parts of ordinances, 
inconsistent with the provisions of this ordinance be 
and they are hereby repealed.

Chimneys and Smoke Stacks. 


CITY ORDINANCES. 29) 


AN ORDINANCE 


To provide for the removal or rendering safe of 
dangerous walls, buildings, stacks and chimneys. 
in the city of Hoboken. 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken doors 
dain as follows: 


SEecrTion 1. Whenever written complaint shall be 
made to the street commissioner of the city of Hobo- 
ken, that any wall, building, stack or chimney is liable 
to fall or dangerous to human life, it shall be the duty 
of said street commissioner to immediately examine 
into the facts alleged in such complaint, and if he 
shall be satisfied of their truth he shall at once serve 
a copy of such complaint and a notice to remove such 
wall, building, stack or chimney, or make the same 
safe, upon the owner, agent or person having control 
thereof, if such owner, agent or person having control 
thereof can be found; and it shall be the duty of such 
owner, agent or person having control to comply with 
such notice within five days at his or her own cost and 
expense. 

Src. 2. If such owner, agent or person having con- 
trol cannot be found, it shall be the duty of said street 
commissioner to remove or render safe any such wall, 
building, stack or chimney at the cost and expense of 
such owner, agent or person having control, which 
cost and expense shall be paid by the city and recov- 
ered by suit inthe name of the city against any such 
owner, agent or person having control in any proper 
court. 

Src 3. If any owner, agent or person having con- 
trol shall fail or refuse to comply with the provisions 
of this ordinance within the time aforesaid, he or she 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding fifty dollars 
for each and every day such violation shall continue. 
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Src. 4. That all ordinances or parts of ordinances 
inconsistent herewith be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed.

AN ORDINANCE 


‘To provide for the protection of chimneys and smoke 
‘ stacks. 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Llob: ken do or- 
dain as follows: 


SEecTion 1. The owner or owners of any factory or 
factories shall cause the smoke stack or chimneys con- 
nected with their said factory or factories to be covered. 
and protected by a covering of wire or other materia} 
so that sparks and embers cannot issue therefrom to 
the injury and damage of surrounding property. 

Sec. 2. Any owner or owners not covering and pro- 
tecting his said chimneys as aforesaid shall upon be- 
ing notified by the chief of police to so cover and pro- 
tect the same, and if he fail so to do within one week 
from the receipt of said notice he or they shall be 
liable to a fine not to exceed twenty-five dollars.

_ To fix and regulate the hours in which city officials 
shall be in attendance in their respective offices.

Section 1. That from and after the passage of 
this ordinance the offices of all city officials in the 
City Hall shall be opened for business at nine o’clock 
in the morning and eontinue open until four o’clock 
in the afternoon, excepting during such times or ocea- 
sions as the Council shall by resolution otherwise di- 
rect. 

Sec. 2. Thatall ordinances and pee of ordinances 
inconsistent herewith be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed.

CITY ORDINANCES. 39 


AN ORDINANCE 


Relating to assessors. 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 
dain as follows; 


Section 1. That the assesors in said city shall re 
ceive the following sums per annum which said 
amoun s shall be in full for their services, charges 
and expenses of every kind whatsoever: To the as- 
sessors of the first ward the sum of three hundred 
dollars; to the assessors of the second ward two hun- 
died and fifty dollars; to the assessors of the third 
ward three hundred dollars. 

Sec. 2. That each assessor in said city shall imme- 
diately after he has made the assessment as provided 
by law serve a notice on each party assessed, if living 
in said city, and said notice shall state the valuation 
made of the real and personal property of the party 
named therein, and any assessor failing so to do shall 
forfeit and pay a penalty of ten dollars for each and 
every failure so to do.

CITY ORDINANCES. 43: 


_ AN ORDINANCE | 
Defining and prescribing the duties of the City Clerk. 


Tne Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 
dain as follows; | 


Section 1. The city clerk by virtue of his office is 
clerk of the Council and of the commissioners of ap. 
peals, and it shall be his duty to attend the meetings 
of the Council and keep correct journals and minutes 
of the proceedings thereof, to record the same in books 
to be kept in his office and to file all reports made by 
any committees of the Council, and all bills presented 
to the said Council. 


Sec. 2. He shall have the custody and charge of 
the city seal and shall cause it to be affixed to such 
instruments and writings as he may be authorized to 
do by any ordinance or resolution of the Council, or 
as may be necessary to exemplify any document or 
record in his office, or to certify any act or paper 
which from the records in his office shall appear to 
have been a public act of this corporation or a public 
document. He shall not affix the said seal or 
cause or permit it to be affixed to any instrument or 
writing or other paper except as in this section pro- 
vided, unless required to be so by some statute of the 
State. 3 


Src. 3. He shall have the custody and charge of, 
and shall safely keep all records. documents, papers 
and maps in proper fi'es in his office, except such as 
shall pertain to the business of any other department 
or office, or to be transferred thereto by order of the 
Council. 7 

Sec. 4. He shall cause all resolutions and ordi- 
nances passed by the Council to be carefully and 
fairly engrossed in books to be provided for the pur- 
pose, within ten days of the passing thereof, respect- 
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ively, together with all assessments referred to the 
Council for confirmation and adoption, and shall re- 
cord at length in a book provided for that purpose all 
official bonds. 

Srec.5 He shall, upon the final passage of any 
ordinance prepare a copy of such as require a publi- 
cation under the city charter or by the provisions of 
such ordinance, and cause the same, properly attested, 
to be published in the corporation newspaper, and 
shall procure and file in his office the requisite proofs 
of such publication. 

Sec. 6. He shall, without delay present to the 
Mayor for his approval every ordinance or resolution ~ 
passed by the Council duly certified. and as soon as 
practicable after final action shall be had in the pas- 
sage of any special ordinance or resolution notify the 
department or officer of the city to whom such ordi- 
nance or resolution may refer of the passage of the 
same. and he shall deliver to all committees such reso 
lutions and communications as may be referred to 
them by the Council. He shall issue notices to the 
respective members of the different committees of the 
Council and to all persons whose attendance may be 
required upon such committee, when requested so to 
do by the chairman thereof, to be served by the 
- Sergeant-at-arms of the Council 

Sec. 7. He shall countersign all licenses granted 
by the Mayor and Council under the charter and ordi- 
nances of the city, and shall receive all mouies paid 
for the same. He shall keep an account of all licenses 
in a book provided for that purpose, which shall be 
styled and known as the ‘“‘ License Book.” He shall 
deliver no licenses to the person to whom itis granted 
ur til such person pays to him the fees required by 
the Council for such license, and signs a receipt for 
such license in said license book. 
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Src. 8. He shall enter ina book to be provided 
for that purpose the names of all persons from whom 
he may receive monies for the city, the time when re- 
ceived, the amounts so received and the objects there- 
of, and shall render a faithful and distinct account of 
all such monies to the council at their next stated 
meeting after receiving the same, which monies he 
shall pay over to the city treasurer immediately upon 
receiving the same, taking his receipt therefor. He 
shall keep in his office a book known as the “ledger’’ 
in which he shall open an account with every appro- 
priation properly indexed, voted for by the people, 
and kept by the treasurer, and shall charge every 
warrant or improvement certificate issued by the city 
immediately after the same has been signed by the 
Mayor, to the appropriation or fund on which it is 
drawn. with the number of the warrant or certificate. 
the date, to whose order it is drawn and the amount of 
the same. He shall immediately after receiving a 
certified statement from the collector of arrears of 
taxes or any other official of monies paid by them to 
the treasurer, credit the same to the different funds as 
specified in said statement, and immediately there- 
after file the same in his office. Heshallchargetothe - 
appropriate accounts all interest paid on warrants or 
certificates paid by the treasurer whenever the same 
shall be reported to him by said officer. He shall 
render to the council, whenever required to do so by 
resolution, a statement showing the true condition of 
every account kept in said ledger. 

Src. 9. He shall keep the city clerk’s office open 
daily, and be there in attendance from the hours of 
eight o’clock till twelve o’clock in the morning and 
six to nine in the evening, during which hours he shall 
allow any person or persons to examine all books and 
papers belonging to the council without any expense, 
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unless copies thereof be required, for which copies he 
shall be entitled to receive from the person demand- 
ing the same the sum of ten cents per folio. 

Sec. 10. He shall attend the meetings of the com- 
missioners of appeals in cases of taxation, shal! keep 
correct records of the proceedings thereof, and file the 
same in his office; he shallalso file in his office all 
affidavits presented to the said commissioners of ap- 
peals. He shall report to the council at their first 
stated meeting after the said commissioners shall have 
finished their duties, a statement of all taxes dimin- 
ished or increased by them, showing the name of each 
person against whom such increase or diminution shall 
_have been made, together with each separate amount 
so increased or diminished.

“To appoint an assistant city clerk of the city of Ho- 
boken, and to prescribe his duties. 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Huboken do or- 
duin as follows: 


Section 1. That the council shall have power by 
resolution to appoint an assistant city clerk of the 
-eity of Hoboken. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be the duty of the assistant 
‘eity clerk to attend the city clerk’s office from eight 
-o’cloek in the forenoon to four o’clock in the after- 
noon, and that during that time he shall do and_per- 
form such work in said office as shall be assigned to 
-him by the city clerk or by the council. 

Sec. 3. That the assistant city clerk shall also 
attend all council and committee meetings of said 
council, unless excused from such attendance by the 
-chairman of the council | 

Seo.4. That the assistant city clerk shall be re- 
quired to give bond with two sufficient sureties to be 
approved by the Mayor and Council of the city of 
Hoboken in the sum of two thousand dollars condi- 
tioned for the due and faithful performance of the du- 
‘ties of his office; and that he shall not enter upon the 
duties of his office until the said bond is filed and ap- 
provea as aforesaid. 

Sec. 5. That the assistant city clerk shall receive a 
salary of one thousand dollars per annum to be paid 
in equal monthly payments.

AN ORDINANCE 
Providing for the appointment of a city physician 
and defining his duties. 


Phe Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do 


ordain as follows: 


Section 1. There shall be appointed by the coun- 
cil an officer to be called city physician. No person 
shall be appointed city physician who has not been a 
resident and physician in regular practice within the 
limits of the city of Hoboken at least twelve months 
next preceding such appointment. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the city physician 
to visit and render the necessary professional aid and 
skill, and furnish all medicines required, to all indi- 
gent persons and paupers residing in the city of Ho- 
boken, as may call upon him for that purpose, or such 


_as the overseer of the poor under the direction of the 
committee on alms may direct. 


Src. 3. When the city physician shall be called 
upon to attend an indigent person, and shall deem it 
necessary to have such person removed to the poor 
house, or such other place as may be established by 
law for the reception of paupers, he shall notify the 
overseer of the poor, in writing, stating the reason for 
such removal, and the overseer of the poor shall im- 
mediately investigate the case, and if found necessary, 
with the approval of the committee, he shall cause 


‘such indigent person to be removed to the poor house, 


or other place established by law for the reception of 
paupers. | 
Suc. 4. It shall be the duty of the city physician 


to render to the council, quarterly, on the first days 


of May, August, November and February (the first 
regular meeting thereafter), in each year, a statement 
containing the name, age, condition, married or single, 
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residence, nativity, whether citizen or alien, disease 
and termination of the disease, of each pauper or 
indigent person attended during the last preceding 
quarter. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the city physician 
to attend the meetings of the committee on alms, 
whenever notified to attend by the chairman of said 
committee, and to render to said committee such in- 
formation and assi:tance as may be required, if not 
inconsistent with the duties of city physician. 

Sec. 6. The city physician shall receive for his 
services and expenses, the sum of one hundred and 
forty dollars per annum, which shall cover all exp nses 
for medicines and medical attendance furnished the 
poor of this city. 

Seo. 7. The city physician may be removed by 
the council, for mal-practice or neglect of duty, or 
for any just cause, and shall hold his office until the 
first Monday in May next, after his appointment, or 
until a successor shall be appointed in his stead and 
sworn into office, unless sooner removed as aforesaid.

every city surveyor so appointed as aforesaid shall, 
before entering upon the duties of his office, execute a 
bond with approved sureties to the mayor and council 


of the city of Hoboken. their successors or assigns, in 


the penal sum of twenty thousand dollars conditioned 
for the faithful performance of the duties of his office 

Src. 2. That the said surveyors shall by virtue of 
this ordinance, be appointed by resolution of said 


council. 


Src. 3. That one of said surveyors shall! be selected 
by the council after his appointment and be designated 
the street surveyor, whose duty it shall be, in addition 
to the duties hereinafter enumerated to be performed 
by the city surveyors, to examine the site of every 
building about to be erected within the limits of the 


city of Hoboken, when requested so to do by the 


owner or builder thereof, and to locate and mark the 
street line, and also to ascertain and mark the grade 
of the street line in front of the lot on which such 
building is about to be erected. and to give such owner 
or builder a certificate in writing that such lines are 
the street line and grade line of the said lot and said 
street, of which certificate a record shall be made and 
kept in the office of said surveyor, which record shall 
be open to the inspection of any city officer, for which 
service the said surveyor shall be entitled to charge 
and receive a fee of five dollars ($5.00), to be paid by 
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the person at whose request said services were per- 
formed. 

Sec.4 That if any building which was not before 
located by the street surveyor shall project into the 
street beyond the line or range of the street or avenue 
whereon the same may front or be bounded, it shall 
be the duty of the street surveyor, by resolution of 
the council, to notify the owner or builder thereof to 
cause the said building to be removed to the line or 
range of said street or avenue within six months after 
service of such notice, and in case the directions of 
said notice shall remain uncomplied with the owner 
or builder shall, jointly or severally, forfeit and pay 
the sum of twenty dollars, and a further penalty of 
five dollars for every twenty-four hours during which 
after the first conviction such directions shall remain 
uncomplhed with. 

Src. 5. What it shall be the duty of such of the 
city surveyors as may be requested by the appropri- 
ate committee of the council to find and work out the 
line or lines of all avenues. streets, lanes, alleys, 
wharves and piers, and public lands or parks, and the 
proper grades. to fix monuments for such lines and 
grades, find and make the lines of all improvements 
to be made, and perform such other duties as may be 
required of them, and to suggest to the commissioners 
of assessments such matters as they may deem ad- 
visable in any of said improvements and aid them on 


all such occasions with their professional knowledge 
or skill. : 


Src. 6. It shall be the duty of one of the city sur- 
veyors who shall be designated by the council for 
that purpose, to superintend any street improvements; 
in such case he shall first make a preliminary survey 
of such street, and shall make a profile map of the 
centre line of such street, showing the actual grade or 
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surface line of the street as it is at the time of making 
said survey. and also showing the true established 
grade line to which the street is to be brought, and he 
shall also estimate the approximate amount of exca- 
vation and filling necessary for each improvement, 
and enter the same in figures on said map, which said 
profile maps shall be filed in the city clerk’s office be- 
fore advertising for proposals of contractors for such 
improvements, and the said profile map shall be a 
public record. 

Sec. 7. ‘The said surveyor shall make an accurate 
cross-section in front of every lot, the elevations to be 
taken at every irregularity of the ground, and he shall 
make full and complete notes and memoranda thereof, 
which said notes and memorauda shall be filed with 
the profile map in the office of the clerk f the city 
and at the same time, and shall be in a like manner a 
public record. 

Sec 8. The said surveyor shall draw specifications 
stating fully the manner in which the work shall be 
‘done, and the quality of the materials to be used in 
and for such improvements, and file the same in the 
city clerk’s office at the same time of filing the profile 
map mentioned in section six, which shall also be a 
public record. 

Srv. 9. It shall be the duty of the city surveyor | 
Superintending any street improvement, at the request 
of the proper committee or inspector of such work, to 
ascertain and mark with stakes, all lines and grades 
necessary to be known, in order to carry on and com- 
plete said improvement according to specifications 
and contract, and furnish to the contractor or contract- 
ors a true copy of the specifications for such work on 
each improvement or contract. 


Sec. 10. That the fees of the city surveyors for 
anv labors performed within the limits of said city, 
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shall be as follows: ‘hat is to say, for surveying 
lands, running lines grades, etc. per day of ten hours, 
for surveyor or engineer with instruments, nine dol- 
lars; for first assistant, three dollars and fifty cents; 
for each additional assistant, two dollars and _ fifty 
cents; for draughtsman, five dollars. For locating 
lots in Hoboken: for one lot, seven dollars; for two. 
lots adjoming each other, ten dollars; for three lots 
adjoining each other, twelve dollars; for four lots ad- 
joining each other, fifteen dollars; for each additional 
adjoining lot, one dollar; for giving grade-for one lot, 
five dollars, for giving grade for two lots, six dollars;

The treasurer shall receive, safely keep 
and disburse, under the direction of the council, all 
monies belonging to the city, he shall keep an accur- 
ate account of all receipts and payments, and make a 
return thereof to the council at their first regular meet- 
ing in each month, and shall receive such compensa- 
tion for his services as shall be fixed by the ordinance 
providing for the payment of salaries. 

Sec 2. Before entering upon the duties of his office 
the treasurer shall execute a bond to the. mayor and 
council of the city of Hoboken with two sufficient sure- 
ties, to be approved by the said council in the penal 
sum of ten thousand dollars, conditioned for the faith- 
ful performance of the duties of his office and for the 
safe keeping of the money. 

Src. 8. He shall keep a cash book in which he 
_ shall enter under the appropriate heads an accurate 
account of all receipts and expenditures, and shall 
furnish for the use of the council and finance commit- 
tee a duplicate of the same on the first meeting of 
each month. 

Sec. 4.. The treasurer shall forthwith deposit all 
monies which he may from time to time receive in 
such one or more banks as the council may direct, and 
if no such direction be given, th2n in such bank as he 
shall select.

‘To determine the compensation of the commissioners 
of assessments. 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 


dain as follows: 


SecTIon 1. The compensation to be paid to the 
-commissioners of assessments shall be a per centage 
-on the tota] amount of contractors’ bills for each im 
provement for which assessment is made, which per 
‘centage shall be equally divided among the said com- 
missioners. 

Sec. 2. That the per centage to be paia to said 
commissioners shall be as follows, to wit: On all im- 
provements the contract cost of which does not exceed 
five thousand dollars ($5,000), one and one-half (1 1-2) 
per centum on such cost. On such costs over five 
thousand dollars and not exceeding fifteen thousand 
dollars ($15,000), eight-tenths (8-10) of one per cen- 
tum. On such costs over fifteen thousand dollars and 
not exceeding twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000), 
five-tenths (5-10) of one per centum. On such costs 
over twenty-five thousand dollars and not exceeding 
fifty thousand dollars ($50,000), three-tenths (8-10) of 
one per centum. On such cost over fiftythousand dol- 
lars and not exceeding one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000) two-tenths (2-10) of one per centum, and on 
such costs over and above one hundred thousand dol- 
lars, one-tenth (1-10) of one per centum. 

Src. 3. Thatin case a re-assessment of any im- 
provement previously assessed by said commissioners 
shall be directed by the council, the said commission- 
ers shall not be entitled to extra compensation. 

Src. 4. That the compensation to which said com- 
missioners are entitled to under this ordinance shall 
be added to and included in the cost of the improve- 
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ment on which the compensation is payable, and shall 
be assessed in the same manner as other costs ofsaid 
improvements.

AN ORDINANCE 


Creating the office of comptroller in the city of Hobo- 
ken and prescribing the duties of the same. . 
The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do'or- 
dain as follows: 


Section 1. .There shall be appointed by the coun- 
cil a competent person who shall be known as the 
comptroller of the city of Hoboken, and shall hold 
his office for the term of three years after his appoint- 
ment. 

Src. 2. The said comptroller before entering upon 
the duties of his office shall take and subscribe before 
any officer authorized to administer oaths and affirma- 
tions in this State, an oath or affirmation faithfully to 
execute the duties of his office to the best of his know- 
ledge, skill and ability. 

Src. 8. The said comptroller shall also before en- 
tering upon the duties of his office execute to the 
mayor and council of the city of Hoboken a bond in 
the penal sum of five thousand dollars with two or 
more sufficient sureties, which said bond shall be ap- 
proved by the council conditioned for the faithful per- 
formance of the duties of his office. | 

Sec 4. The said comptroller shall receive a salary 
of fifteen hundred dollars per annum to be paid in 
equal quarterly payments. } 

Sec. 5 It shall be the duty of the said comptroller 
to sign all warrants on the city treasurer; to superin- 
tend all fiscal concerns of the city, and to report there- 
on at the first regular meeting of the council in each 
and every month. He shall also keep accounts of all 
appropriations made to each and every department of 
the city government, and to require all warrants on 
the treasurer to state particularly agaivst which ap- 
propriation the said warrant is drawn. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the said comptrol- 
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ler upon receiving a bill or warrant to examine the 
same, and if it be for any purpose for which there is 
no appropriation, or appropriation for which is ex- 
hausted, or to which for any other cause he cannot 
give his approval, he shall report the fact to the 
council, and the warrant in such case shall not be 
signed except by special authority or direction of the 
council. 


Src. 7. It shall be the duty of the said comptroller 
upon the death, resignation, removal or expiration of 
the term of office of any officer or person who by law 
may be authorized to receive or disburse monies of the 
city, and as often as the council by resolution may re- 
quire, to audit and examine the accounts of said offi- 
cer or person and report the condition of his business 
to the council. | 


Src. 8 It shall be the duty of the said comptroller 
before the payment of any claim against the city to 
first audit the bill containing or making up said claim 
with a view to ascertain whether the supplies charged 
to the city, or services alleged to have been rendered, 
have been furnished and rendered as stated, and 
whether the sum or sums demanded therefor are 
proper, and after so auditing shall return said bill to 
_ the department having control of the appropriation 
against which said claim is made and against which 
appropriation the warrant is to be drawn. 

Src. 9. It shall be the duty of the said comptroller 
as often as he may deem necessary, or as the council 
shall require, suggest plans to the council for the im- 
provement, advantage and better management of the 
city finances; and he shall have control of the fiscal 
concerns of all departments, bureaux and officers of 
the city, and may require at any time from any or all 
of the said departments, bureaux and officers a full 
exhibit of their business and a statement in writing of 


——— 
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any and al) monies or property of the said city within 
the control or in the hands of the said departments, 
bureaux and officers. . 

Sec. 10. Itshallbe the duty of the said comptroller, — 
in case of any default, delinquency or official miscon- 
duct, to immediately report the same to the council, 
and in order that he may fulfill his duties and make. 
complete audits of accounts, he shall have power 
whenever he may see fit, to examine all books, papers 
and vouchers pertaining to any and all departments 
of the city’s business and shall have free and unre- 
strained access to them for the purpose aforesaid. 

Sec. 11. Itshall be the duty of the said comptroller, 
whenever in his judgment the interest of the city shall 
require, to examine under oath any person presenting 
a bill or claim against the city for the payment of 
monies, and also to examine witnesses and to investi- 
gate by other evidence and inquiry all the facts re- 
lating to said claim, which, in his opinion, are neces- 
sary to establish the accuracy and good faith of said 
claim and to ascertain the city’s liability therefor.

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AN ORDINANCE 
Defining the duties of the Comptroller. 


Phe Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do 


ordain as fillows: 


Section 1. Before entering upon the duties of his 
office the comptroller shall execute a bond to the 
mayor and council of the city of Hoboken, with two 
sureties to be approved by them. in the penal sum of 
£5,000, for the faithful performance of the duties of 
his office. 

Sec. 2. He shall keep a regular set of books by 
double entry, in which shall be opened and kept as. 
many accounts, under appropriate titles, as may be 
necessary to show distinctly and separately all the- 
receips and expenditures of the corporation. and all 
debts due it from others, and all record debts, and 
shall keep said books promptly written and posted 
up, Which books shall at all times be open for inspec- 
tion by the mayor and each member of the council 
or any citizen of Hoboken. 

Sec. 3. He shall keep and file in his office all 
deeds, leases and m: rtgages and assurances of title, 
and all evidences of debt contracts, bonds of indem- 
nity, and all official bonds except such as the council 
shall direct to be deposited elsewhere. 

Src. 4. It shall be the duty of the comptroller to 
obtain from the city treasurer, as soon after pay- 
ment or cancellation as convenient, all bonds and in- 
terest. payments on same, improvement certificates. 
and coupons, for the purpose of keeping a correct: 
record of the same. 

Sec. 5. The comptroller shall countersign all re- 
ceipts for money paid into any city department or to 
any officer of the citv, and no receipt or vouchers for 
money paid to the city or of any of its departments. 
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or officers shall be considered sufficient or binding 
upon the city intil signed by the officer receiving. 
such money and countersigned by said comptroller 
who shall thereupon enter upon his book for that pur- 
pose the date of said receipt, the name of the person 
paying said money, the amount thereof, the officer to 
whom paid and the purpose for which the same was 
paid. 

Sec. 6. He shall examine and adjust all accounts 
whatsoever that may be referred to him by the coun- 
cil or any committee of the council, in which the city 
shall be concerned either as creditor or debtor, and 
shall report to the council as soon asconvenient there- 
after, the facts relating thereto with his opinion when 
required. 

Sec. 7. He shall countersign all certificates, war- 
rants and bonds drawn on the treasurer and signed by 
the mayor and clerk if considered correct and charge 
them under their appropriate heads. | 

Sec. 8 He shall supervise the fiscal concerns of 
all departments and officers of the city, and for that. 
purpose shall have ful and complete access to all | 
books, papers, documents and records in every 
department or office, and may require at any time 
from such departments or officers an account in 
writing of all monies or property of the city in their 
possession or under their control, and shall also ap- 
portion to the different funds all monies collected by 
the collector of revenue, and by said collector paid to 
the city treasurer. 

Src. 9. He shall report to the council immediately 
on discovery any default, sho tage or delinquency in 
any of the departments or offices in respect to the 
matters mentioned in the preceding section. 


Src. 1C. He shall compare quarterly the accounts 
of the treasurer and all city officers, with the vouchers 
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to the same, with the books of his department, and 
report the result of such comparison with such infor-. 
mation as may be proper to the council at its next 
meeting thereafter. 

Src. 11. He shall report to the council within 
thirty days after its organization in each year a state- 
ment of all contracts (excepting street and sewer con- 
tracts) made by the city aud not performed or com- 
pleted. or upon which any moneys may remain un- 
paid with the amount remaining unpaid on each. 

Src. 12. He shall advise the council from time to: 
time as to the condition of all accounts for which ap- 
propriations have been made. and accompany such. 
statement with an account of the monies which have 
been drawn on such appropriations, the purpose for 
which they were drawn and apphed and the cause 
of any deficiency should it exist, and an estimate of 
the amount necessary to complete the object of the 
appropriation. 

Sec. 138. He shall compile for publication in pamph- 
let form within thirty days at least from the first 
Monday in May in each year for the information of 
the citizens of Hoboken a full and detailed statement 
showing: 

1. The receipts and expenditures of the corpora- 
tion during the preceding fiscal year, the different 
sources of the city revenue and the amount received 
from each source. 

2. The several appropriations made by the tax 
commissioners, the object for which they were made 
and the amount expended out of each appropriation. 

3. The amount of city debt, both funded and. tem- 
porary, with the rate of interest payable in each case. 
Sec, 14. The office hours of the comptroller shall 
be from nine o’clock in the morning until twelve 
o'clock M, and from one o’clock until four o’clock 
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P M., but from the tenth day of December until the 
twentieth day thereof, and on such other occasions 
as the council may direct, his office hours shall be so 
co-extensive with those of the collector of revenue. 

Sec.15. That the salary of the said comptroller 
shall be fifteen hundred dollars per year payable 
monthly. 

Src. 16. All ordinances and parts of ordinances in 
so far as they conflict with the*provisions hereof are 
hereby repealed.

The state- 
ment for each ward shall be kept separate from the 
others in said book, and said collector shall add to- 
gether the sums contained in each column and place 
such aggregate sum at the foot of each column through 
every page. | 

Src. 2. The said collector shall keep a delinquent 
book which shall contain the names of the delinquents, 
their residence, the number of their bills, and the 
amount thereof, and the amount deducted by the com- 
missioners of appeal. The delinquents in each ward 


shall be placed together and kept separate from those 


in the other wards, and the said collector shall add 
together the sums contained in each column and place 
such aggregate sum at the foot of each column through 
every page. 

Sro. 3. Tne said collector shall, as soonas he re- 
ceives the assessor’s books, ascertain from the city 
clerk the several deductions and alterations made in 
the assessment by the commissioners of appeal and 
shall note the same on the assessor’s books in the 
proper column opposite each bill, and he shall also

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add together the amounts in each column of taxes 
paid, taxes in arrears, and also the deductions made 
by the commissioners of appeal and place the same 
at the foot of each column in the assessor’s books. 

Sec. 4. That the said collector, whenever the 
amount of taxes collected by him shall amount to the 
sum of ten thousand dollars, shall immediately pay 
over the same to the officer entitled to receive the 
same. 

Src. 5. Thatthe said collector shall, whenever a 
tax bill is paid, mark upon it the date when the same 
is paid. 

Src. 6. That for a neglect, or failure or refusal to 
perform any of the duties imposed on him by this 
ordinance, he shall forfeit and pay the penalty of fifty 
dollars for each and every such neglect, failure or re- 
fusal.

Prescribing the duties of the collector of revenue. 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 


dain as follows: 


Srectionl. That the collector of revenue of the city 
of Hoboken shall, before entering upon the duties of 
his office, give bond to the city in its corporate name 
in the sum of seventy thousand dollars, and with such 
freehold security as the mayor and council may ap- 
prove, conditioned for the true and faithful perform- 
ance of the duties of said office of collector of revenue 
of the city of Hoboken, and sha)l also, before entering 
upon the duties of his said office take and subscribe 
an oath of office in the manner and to the effect as in 
and by the charter of said city required before the 
person in said charter mentioned, and in default there- 
of within the time hmited by said charter for that 
purpose his said office shall thereby become vacant as. 
by said charter prescribed. 

Src 2. That it shall be the duty of the collector 
of revenue to receive from the city assessor the tran- 
script or duplicate of the assessment within ten days 
after the same shall be made out according to law and 
the ordinance of the mayor and council, and he shall 
annually on or before the first day of November in 
each year give notice by advertisement, to be published 
in the same papers in which the proceedings of the 
council are published, for at least one week, and to 
be set up in at least four of the most public places in 
the city of Hoboken of the said tax, and that if it be 
not paid on or before the twentieth day of December, 
the names of delinquents and unpaid taxes will be re- 
turned to the city clerk, to be by him laid before the 
council at their next meeting thereafter. 

Src. 8. The collector of revenue shall within sixty

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days after the receipt of the transcript or duplicate 
of the said assessment demand payment of the tax or 
sum assessed on each individual in the city, in person 
or by notice left at his or her place of residence, and 
also at the same time give notice of the time and place 
of the meeting of the commissioners of appeal. 


Sec. 4. The collector of revenue shall be required 
to make out two returns of delinquent tax payers, one 
of which shall be called a duplicate, which shall be 
filed by the city clerk in his office; said-returns to be 
entered in books properly bound and ruled, which 
books and the statements therein contained shall be 
verified by the oath or affirmation of said collector of 
revenue. — 

Src. 5. That it shall be the duty of the collector 
of revenue to receive the book of delinquent taxpayers, 
when ordered to be returned to him by the council, 
and to proceed to collect the same according to law. 

Src. 6. That whenever the collector of revenue pays 
over to the city treasurer any monies it shall be his 
duty to deliver to said treasurer a statement showing 
the fund or appropriation to which the said monies 
should be credited. He shall also on the first Mon- 
day of each month deliver to the city clerk a certified 
statement of all monies belonging to the city, the 
county of Hudson, or the State of New Jersey, received 
by him during the preceding month, which statement 
shall contain the amounts so received, and the respec- 
tive funds to which the same should be credited. 

Sec. 7. That in addition to his other duties it shall 
be the duty of the collector of revenue to countersign 
all warrants for the payment of money issued by the 
mayor and council of the city of Hoboken, and to keep 
an account book to be provided for that purpose 
wherein each warrant shall be charged to the particu- 
lar fund upon which it is drawn, and on the first 
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Monday of each month he shall send to the council a 
report in writing, showing the amount of appropria- 
tion and the amount of actual cash in the hands of 
the city treasurer belonging to each particular fund, 
and also the total amount of warrants that have been 
drawn on each particular fund, and also the balance 
of each particular fund remaining unappropriated. 


Src. 8. The collector of revenue shall keep a cash 
book containing the amounts collected, from whom re- 
ceived, the date of the receipts, the number of each 
bill paid, where the party resides, the various purposes 
for which said taxes were assessed, and the amount of 
each item, the amount deducted by the commissioners 
of appeal in cases of taxation, the statement for each 
ward shall be kept separate from the others in said 
book, and said collector shall add together the sums 
contained in each column and place such aggregate 
sum at the foot of each column through every page. 
The said collector shall keep a delinquent book which 
shall contain the names of the delinquents, their resi- 
dence, the number of their bills, and the amount 
thereof, and the amount deducted by the commission- 
ers of appeal The delinquents in each ward shall 
be placed together and kept separate from those in 
the other wards, and the said collector shall add _ to- 
gether the sums contained in each column through 
every page. 

Src. 9. The said collector shall. as soon as he re- | 
ceives the assessor’s books. ascertain from the city 
clerk the several deductions and alterations made in 
the assessment by the commissioners .of appeal in 
cases of taxation, and shall note the same on the as- 
sessor’s books in the proper column opposite each 
bill, and he shall also add together the amounts in 
each column of taxes paid in arrears, and also the de- 
ductions made by the commissioners of appeal, and 
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place the same at the foot of each column in the as- 
sessor’s books. 


Src. 10. That the said collector of revenue shall, 
whenever the amount of taxes collected by him shall 
amount to the sum of ten thousand dollars, immedi- 
ately pay over the same to the officer entitled to re- 
ceive the same. 


Src. 11. That the said collector of revenue shall, 
whenever a tax bill is paid, mark upon it when the 
same is paid. 

Src. 12. It shall be the duty of the collector of 

revenue to receive from the council the list and account 
of the unpaid water rents, and proceed to collect the 
same according to law; and he shall charge interest 
thereon at the rate of twelve per cent. per annum from 
the twentieth day of December next, preceding the 
time the same comes to his hands, and also five per 
centum for collections, and the amount of such arrears 
of water rents and interest thereon when collected, he 
shall pay forthwith to the treasurer of the board of 
water commissioners, and shall take a voucher for the 
payment thereof, which he shall forthwith exhibit to 
the city clerk. and shall at the same time leave with 
the city clerk a duplicate thereof, to be filed, and the 
said five per cent. for collection, when collected by the 
collector of revenue, he shall pay over to the city 
treasurer, to be placed to the salary on contingent 
fund. 
Sec. 13. It shall be the duty of the collector of 
revenue on the first day of May, succeeding the time 
when the certified list of the water rents and penalties 
remaining unpaid shall have been delivered to him, to 
make out and deliver to the city clerk a certified copy 
of all water rents and penalties remaining unpaid at 
that date. : 

Src. 14. The collector of revenue shall be further 
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charged with the duty of collecting all assessments. 
which may be made and duly confirmed by the coun- 
cil, according to the provisions of the city charter for 
opening, altering, widening, filling up, grading, alter- 
ing the grade of, refilling, guttering, flagging and paving 
streets, filling sunken lots, and for all and every public 
improvement made in the manner provided by law. 


Sec. 15. That immediately after any assessment is 
confirmed by the mayor and council the said assess- 
ment shall be placed by the city clerk in the hands of 
the said collector of revenue, who shall forthwith de. 
mand the payment of the sums due thereon from the 
persons who are by law required to pay the same and 
shall open an account with the same in books to be 


provided for that purpose, he shall also prepare a con-. 


densed recapitulation of the same and cause to be 
transcribed into a book, to be called the Record of 


Assessment, containing the name of the street on which - 


each lot is situated, with the street and assessment, 
number of each lot, the name of the person to whom it 
is assessed, the dimensions of each lot. the amount of 
assesment to each lot, and the total thereof, and the 
time of confirmation; said book shall also contain 
marginal blanks opposite each name for date of pay- 
ment of principal and interest, to be filled in when 
collected; he shall within sixty days from the date of 
receiving the said assessment cause a duplicate of the 
said condensed recapitulation to be made containing 
the amounts which he may have received, together 
with the name of the delinquents and the amounts due 
from them respectively, to which shall be attached an 
affidavit that the items therein named are true, and 
that payment thereof had been duly demanded as. 
hereinbefore directed, and deliver the same to the city 
clerk. All monies by him collected on any assess- 
ment so placed in his hands shall be paid over by 
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him to the city treasurer. 

Sec. 16. It shall be the duty of the collector of 
revenue in case any assessment named in the fifteenth 
section of this ordinance, shall remain unpaid for 
thirty days after confirmation thereof by the council, 
and the parties owing the same shall be willing to 
make the payment thereof at any time before the real 
estate shall be advertised for sale, to collect in addi- 
tion to the amount of such assessment, interest to be 
computed at the rate of twelve per cent. per annum, 
from the time of confirmation of such assessment until 
the same be paid. 

Src. 17. That it shall be the duty of the collector 
of revenue to prepare lists of arrearages of taxes, 
assessments for opening or improving streets, assess- 
ments for sewers and water rents, for advertisement in 
the corporation newspaper of the sales of real estate, 
and also to prepare the schedule necessary to a sale 
of any of the lands, tenements and real estate of any 
of the delinquents, and place the same in the hands 
of the city clerk at least three days before the time 
appointed for sale, and that the said list in this sec- 
tion first above named shall contain an accurate de- 
scription of such lands, tenements and real estate, as. 
the same are assessed to each of the owner thereof, 
with the name of the person to whom it is assessed 
and the name of the reputed owner, the number of the 
lot and block, the name of the street on which said 
lots fronts or along which the same may extend, the 
size of the lot and the amount of tax assessment or 
water rent for which the same may be ordered sold. 

Sec. 18. That in case all the amounts shall not be 
paid on any assessment for taxes, assessment for im- 
provements, services, or water rents above mentioned, 
and the same shall be advertised as the city charter 
requires, it shall be the duty of the said collector of 
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revenue, and he is hereby authorized to collect the un- 
paid assessments on the property advertised by adding 
interest at the rate of twelve per centum per annum, 
and costs incurred, and to enter such collection in the 
records of assessments in the manner provided by this 
ordinance until within six days of every such sale. 

Src. 19. That it shall be the duty of the collector 
of revenue, in addition to the requirements hereinbe- 
fore set forth, to answer and obey all and singular the 
direction of any resolution of the mayor and council 
to him directed in relation to the revenue of the city, 
or papers or copies of papers which may be or remain 
in his custody, 

Src. 20. The said collector shall occupy such office 
for the transaction of his business as may be from 
time to time assigned to him by the mayor and coun- 
cil, and his said office shall be kept open from ten 
o’clock to twelve o’clock in the forenoon, and from 
two o’clock to four o’clock in the afternoon of each 
day during which time he shall attend here, in order 
to transact the duties pertaining to his said office; pro- 
vided the last mentioned clause shall not be held to 
apply to the month of November, during which time 
he shall be engaged serving notices, as required by 
the third section of this ordinance; and provided 
further, that from the tenth day of December to the 
twentieth day of the same month in every year, his 
said office shall be kept open from nine o’clock in the 
morning until nine o clock in the evening of each day, 
for to receive such monies as may be offered in pay- 
ment of taxes. 

Src. 21. That for neglect or failure or refusal to 
perform any of the duties imposed upon him by this 
ordinance, the collector of revenue shall forfeit and 


pay a penalty of fifty dollars for each and every neg- 
lect, failure or refusal. 
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Src. 22. That said collector of revenue shall at 
least once every week and as much oftener as may be 
necessary, to comply with the eleventh section of this 
ordinance, pay over all monies by him collected to the 
officer entitled to receive the same.

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AN ORDINANCE 
To prescribe the duties of the corporation attorney. 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 
dain as follows: 


Section 1. The corporation attorney shall have 
the charge of and conduct the law business of the cor- 
poration and all other law business in which the city 
shall be interested, when ‘so ordered by the council, 
and shall have the charge of and conduct the legal 
proceedings necessary in opening, widening or altering 
streets, and draw the leases, deeds, contracts and 
other papers connected with the affairs of the city. 

Sec. 2. He shall from time to time, when required, 
advise the mayor and council and their committees 
and officers respectively, upon all matters which may 
be submitted to him for his opinion. 

Seo. 3. He shall draw such ordinances as may be 
required of him by the council or any committee 
thereof. 

Sec. 4. He shall, when required by the council, 
prepare the draft of any bills to be presented by ae 
corporation of the city, to the legislature, for passage, 
with a proper memorial for the passage thereof. 

Szc. 5. He shall prosecute and defend as the at- 
torney and counsel of the corporation, all actions 
which may be brought by or against it, or any officer 
thereof, for or by reason of any matter or duty con- 
nected with or growing out of their respective offices, 
or in which the corporation is interested in any court 
in this state, including actions for violations of the 
ordinances of the council, or arising under the charter 
of the city, or under the laws of this state, in which 
the city is interested. 

Sec. 6. Heshall, on the first regular meeting of the 
council, in the months of November and May in each 
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year, report to the council the titles of all actions in 
his hands, prosecuted or defended by him, and then 
pending and undetermined, with such other informa- 
tion in respect thereto, as he may deem necessary or 
proper. 

Src. 7. He shall keep in proper books, to be pro- 
vided by the council for that purpose, a register of all 
actions prosecuted or defended by him, and of all pro- 
ceedings had therein. 

Src. 8. The salary to be paid to the attorney to 
the corporation, shall be a full compensation as be- 
tween him and the corporation, for all the service he 
may be required to render by this ordinance; he shall 
nevertheless be entitled to receive the taxable costs, 
in all actions and proceedings which may be conducted, 
prosecuted or defended by him as such attorney. 

Src. 9. Upon the expiration of his term of office, 
or his resignation thereof, or removal therefrom, the 
attorney to the corporation shall forthwith on demand 
deliver to his successor in office all deeds, leases, con- 
tracts and other papers in his hands belonging to the 
corporation or any of its officers, and all papers in 
actions prosecuted or defended by him, then pending 
and undetermined, together with his register thereof, 
and of the proceedings therein, and written consent of 
substitution of his successor in all such actions then 
pending and undetermined. 

Src. 10. He shall institute an action in any of the 
cases in this ordinance mentioned, when instructed to 
do so by the council or any committee thereof, or upon 
the complaint of any other person, when in his judg- 
ment the public interest requires that the same shail 
be prosecuted. 

Src. 11. He may by and with the consent of the 
mayor, or the committee on laws and ordinances, com- 
promise with the party complained of, either before 
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or after an action shall have been brought, for any 
violation of an ordinance of the council, when the pen- 
alty does not exceed twenty dollars, and when in his 
judgment the public interest does not require that an 
action shall be prosecuted therefor. 

Sec. 12. Inall actions which he is required to 
prosecute, he shall appear as the attorney and counsel 
of the corporation. 

Sec. 13. He shall not bring an appeal in any ac- 
tion in which judgment shall have been given against 
the corporation, except by direction of the council. 


Sec. 14. He shall on the first Monday in the 
months of November and May in each year, report to 
the treasurer a statement under oath, of the actions 
instituted by him and settled before judgment, of the 
complaints compromised by him in which no action 
shall have been commenced, and of all actions prose- 
cuted to judgment with the result thereof, whether for 
or against the corporation and whether an execution 
has been issued thereon, and if so, whether it has been 
collected, and shallinclude therein a particular account; 
item by item, of all penalties or other monies, which 
he may have received for the corporation, and from 
whom they are received, ‘respectively, and on what 
~ account, and when paid, he shall also state therein, 
item by item, an account of officers or court fees paid 
by him, and on what account and when they were re- 
spectively paid, and shall exhibit at the foot of the 
account the balance thereof, whether for or against 
the corporation. 


Src. 15. If the account shall exhibit a balance in 
his hands, in favor of the corporation, he shall forth- 
with pay over such balance to the treasurer, and shall 
thereupon receive from the treasurer, a voucher for 
the payment thereof, which he shall forthwith exhibit 
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to the city clerk, and shall at the same time leave with 
him a copy thereof. 

Sec. 16. If the account exhibit a balance against 
‘the corporation, the council upon being satisfied of 
the correctness thereof, shall certify the same, which 
shall authorize a warrant to be drawn, according to 
the form of the charter, for the amount of such bal- 
ance. . } 

Src. 17. Every officer employed by the corporation 
attorney to serve process in an action brought by bim 
in the name of the corporation, shall pay to the 
corporation attorney all monies which he may receive, 
both for penalties and costs upon a judgment, and the 
corporation attorney shall at least, once in every 
month, pay every officer so employed by him, his 
legal fees and costs. 

Src..18. The corporation attorney shall, before 
entering upon the duties of his office, execute a bond 
to the corporation, with sureties to be approved by 
the council in the penal sum of one thousand dollars 
conditioned for the faithful performance of his office. 

Src. 19. That the corporation attorney shall be 
appointed by the council] as provided for in the 
amendments to the city charter.

Creating the office of Health Warden and to prescribe 
his duties.” 


The Mayor and Council. Ye the City of Hoboken do or- 
dain as follows: 


Section 1. That there shall hereafter be a health 
warden in the city of Hoboken, who shall hold his 
office until the first Monday 1 in May following his ap- 
pointment, unless he is sooner removed by the said 
council. | 

Src. 2. The health warden, before entering upon 
the duties of his office, shall execute a bond to the cor- 
poration, with two good sureties, to be approved by 
the council and filed in the office of the city clerk, in 
the penal sum of one thousand ‘dollars, conditioned 
for the faithful performance of the duties of his office. 

Src. 3. It shall be the duty of the health warden 
to take all necessary measures to ascertain every nuis- 
ance which may exist in the city, and to examine or 
cause such nuisance to be examined and forthwith to 
be removed. : 

Src. 4. He may direct by an order, in writing, any 
nuisance or offensive or unwholesome matter or sub- 
stance to be removed, corrected or abated within and 
before a certain time therein to be expressed, and he 
may also designate therein, if necessary, the manner 
of correcting, removing, abating or altering the same, 
and the place to which the same shall be removed, a 
copy of which order shall be served personally, upon 
the pers: n in possession or some person of mature 
years in the occupation thereof, or in case of vacancy,

' as well as all ordinances regulating sanitary matters, are practically ob- 


solete since the creation of the Board of Health, the rules and ordinances 
of which body practically repeal existing ordinances on the sime sub- 
jects. 
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by posting the same in some conspicuous place on the 
premises; and it shall be the duty of the owner of said 
premises, and the person in possession thereof, to re- 
move, correct or abate the same. 

Src. 5. Any person refusing or neglecting to obey 
the said directions or order as mentioned in the last 
preceding section, at or before the expiration of the 
time mentioned in the said order, or neglecting or re- 
fusing to obey any or either of the directions of said 
order, shall forfeit and pay for every such offence, the 
sum of twenty-five dollars. 

Sec. 6. In case of the neglect or refusal of any 
person to comply with the order so given, as mentioned 
in the third section, the said health warden may cause 
the nuisance or matter or substance therein mentioned 
to be forthwith remaved or abated, and the person or 
persons whose duty it was to remove the same shall 
be chargeable severally and respectively with the ex— 
pense of such removal as a further penalty, in addition 
to the penalty before mentioned. 

Src. 7. The health warden shall and may, upon 
the complaint of any person or persons, when he has 
reason to think that there may be any nuisance exist- 
ing in any place in said city, from time to time enter 
into and upon any premises between sunrise and sun- 
- set of any day, and examine any building, cellar, lot 
of ground, alley, sink, vault, cesspool or privy, within 
the limits of said city, and if he finds in any building, 
cellar, lot of ground, alley or vault, any nuisance or 
unwholesome matter or substance, it shall be his duty 
to notify in writing the owner or occupant of said 
premises, to remove or abate the same within twenty- 
four hours from the service of said notice; and if he 
finds that any sink, cesspool or privy requires to be 
emptied and cleaned, it shall be his duty to notify, in 
writing, the owner or occupant of said premises, to 
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have the same emptied and cleaned within five days 
from the service of the notice; in case of the neglect 
or refusal of any person to comply within the time 
specified with the order so given, the said health war- 
den may cause the nuisance or matter or substance 
therein mentioned, to be forthwith removed, abated or 
emptied, and the person or persons whose duty it was 
to remove or empty the same, shall be chargeable 
severally and respectively with the expenses of such 
removal, as a further penalty in addition to the pen- 
alties mentioned in section three of this ordinance. 


Suc. 8. The said health warden shall have power, 
and it shall be his duty to stop, detain, examine and 
by order to direct to be stopped, detained and exam, 
ined for the purpose of preventing the entrance of 
any pestilence or infectious disease in the city, every 
person coming from any place infected or believed to 
be infeeted with such disease, and if he deems it neces- 
sary for the health of said city, he may prevent such 
person entering or coming into said city, and if said 
person is already in said city, he may remove the said 
person without the limits of said city, or place him in 
such hospital or other sanitary institution as he may 
deem best for the health of said city. He may cause 
any person who shall be suspected, by any practicing 
physician in said city, of being infected with any such 
disease, to be removed to such hospital or institution 
as aforesaid. He shall remove from said city, or 
cause to be disinfected or destroyed, any furniture, 
wearing apparel, goods, wares or merchandise, or ar- 
ticle of property of any kind, landed or stored in said 

-city, which shall be suspected by him of being tainted 
or infected with pestilence, or which shall be, or be 
likely to pass into such state as to generate or propa- 
gate disease. Every person who shall be served by 
said health warden with a notice requiring him or her

and who shall therefore neglect or refuse to obey or 
to comply with the same, shall forfeit and pay for 
each and every offense twenty-five dollars.

Prescribing the duties of the pound-keeper. 


The Mayor ant Council of the City of Hoboken 
do ordain as follows: 


Section 1. The keeper of the public pound shall 
have charge of the same, and shall keep a register of 
all animals impounded and an account of all fees re- 
ceived by him, and shall make quarterly returns of 
the same to the city clerk. 

Src. 2. All swine, horses, goats and neat cattle 
(except milch cows), between sunrise and sunset, run- 
ning at large in this city, may be taken by any person 
to the public pound, to be there received and confined 
by the keeper or his assistant, who shall pay such 
person twenty-five cents for each animal so delivered; 
and all animals so impounded shall be held until they 
shall be lawfully sold or redeemed. | 

Sec. 3. If the owner of any animal so impounded 
shall apply to the keeper for redemption thereof, and 
shall tender to the keeper one dollar for each animal, 
‘In addition to twenty-five cents per. day for feeding 
such animal (except pigs of less weight than forty 
pounds, for which half price shall be charged), then 
such animal shall be delivered to the owner thereof. 

Sec. 4. All impounded animals not redeemed by 
the owner thereof within ten days thereafter, shall be 
sold at public auction, at the pound, by the keeper, to 
¢he highest bidder, on not less than twenty-four hours 
notice of sale, which notice, containing a brief descrip-

No hog-sty or pen shall be placed within 
three feet of any lot owned by another person, without 
the consent of the owner or occupant, under a penalty 
of five dollars, and the further penalty of five dollars 
for every week the same shall remain in that situation, 
and every pen or sty shall be cleaned out at least 
once a week, under the penalty of two dollars.

SEcTION 1. The street commissioner shall by virtue 
of his office be one of the surveyors of the city of Ho- 
boken. 

Sec. 2. The street commissioner, before entering 
upon the duties of his office, shall execute a bond to 
the corporation with two good sureties, to be approved 
by the council and filed in the office of the city clerk, 
in the penal sum of one thousand dollars, conditioned 
for the faithful performance of the duties of his office. 


Sec. 3. The street commissioner shall ascertain 
and report to the appropriate committee of the coun- 
cil,from time to time,what improvements or repairs are 
necessary to any of thestreets, sidewalks, alleys,reser- 
voirs,sewers or wells and pumps in the city of Hoboken, 
and the best mode of making such repairs or improve- 
ments, and shall superintend the making of the same. 

Sec. 4. He shall, when required by the council, or 
any committee thereof, enquire into and report upon 
all applications to the council, in relation to opening, 
regulating, grading, filling, re-filling, curbing, gutter- 
ing, paving, re-paving and repairing streets and alleys, 
building and repairing wharves and piers, digging 
and building wells, constructing sewers, and shall, 
when required by the council or any committee there- 
of, report a survey and plan of the work and superin- 
tend the work for the same, when ordered to be done. 

Src... He shall direct the removal of any article 
or thing whatsoever which may encumber or obstruct 
any street, sidewalk, alley, wharf or pier in the city 
of Hoboken, under the penalty prescribed by ordi- 
nance.

Sec. 6. He shallattend to the location of build- 
ings on lots about to be built upon and report to the 
attorney to the corporation all encroachments on the 
streets, avenues or alleys in the city. 


He shall report to the council or the ap- 
‘propriate committee thereof, all assessments made 
against the corporation or awards for any proposed 
opening or widening of any street, avenue or alley, 
with the amount assessed in each case and the circum- 
stances connected therewith. 


He shall have a general superintendence 
and care of all streets, alleys and public grounds of 
this city, and it shall be his duty to see that the same 
are not improperly obstructed or encumbered; that the 
streets and alleys are kept in good repair; that the 
trees and lamps are not injured or destroyed, and that 
nuisances or anything of any offensive or unwholesome 
nature shall be removed from and not permitted 
‘therein.

Sec 10. It shall be the duty of the street commis- 
sioner to give the inhabitants sufficient notice desig- 
nating the regular days of sweeping, on which days 
all ashes, filth and rubbish may be placed in the 
street for removal. 


Src. 11. It shall be the duty of the street commis- 
sioner to take all necessary measures to ascertain 
every nuisance which may exist in the city and exam- 
ine or cause such nuisance to be examined and forth- 
with to be removed. 
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Sec. 12. The said street commissioner, by and 
with the consent and advice of the committee on 
streets, may direct by an order in writing, any nuis- 
ance or offensive or unwholesome matter or substance 
to be removed, corrected or abated within and _ before 
a certain time therein to be expressed, which shall be 
for not less than three days and not more than ten 
days, and he may aiso designate therein, if necessary, 
the manner of correcting, removing, abating or alter- 
ing the same, and the place to which the same shall 
be removed, a copy of which order shall be served 
personally upon the person in possession or some per- 
son of mature years in the occupation thereof, or in 
case of vacancy, by posting the same in some conspic- 
uous place on the premises, whose duty it shall be to 
. remove, correct or abate the same. , 


Src. 13. Any person refusing or neglecting to obey 
the said directions or order, as mentioned in last pre- 
-ceding section, at the expiration of the time mentioned 
in the said order, or neglecting or refusing to obey 
any or either of the directions of said order, shall for- 
feit and’pay for every such offense the sum of five 
‘dollars, the same to be sued for and recovered, for the 
use of the city, by the city attorney in their corporate 
name. 


Src. 14. In case of the neglect or refusal of any 
person to comply with the order so given as mentioned 
in the twelfth section, the said street commissioner, by 
and with the advice and consent of the committee on 
streets, may cause the nuisance or matter or substance 
. therein mentioned, to be forthwith removed or abated, 
and the person or persons whose duty it was to remove 
the same shall be chargeable severally and respec- 
tively with the expenses of such removal, in addition 
to the penalty before mentioned. 

Src. 15. The street commissioner shall and may, 
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upon the complaint of any person or persons, when he 
has reason to think that there may be any nuisance, 
from time to time enter into and upon any premises, 
between sunrise and sunset of any day and examine 
any building, cellar, lot of ground, alley, sink, vault, 
cesspool or privy, within the limits of this city, and if 
he finds in any building, cellar, lot of ground, alley or 
vault any nuisance or unwholesome matter or sub- 
stance, it shall be his duty to notify in writing the 
owner or occupant of said premises to remove or abate 
the same within twenty-four hours from the service of 
the notice; and if he finds that any sink, cesspool or 
privy requires to be emptied or cleaned, it shall be 
his duty to notify in writiag, the owner or occupant of 
said premises to have the same emptied and cleaned 
within five days from the service of the notice. In 
case of the neglect or refusal of any person to comply 
within the time specified with the order so given, the 
said street commissioner, by and with the advice and

Weighmaster. 
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AN ORDINANCE 
To provide for the appointment of a weighmaster, 
and to prescribe his duties. 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do 
ordain as follows: 


SecTIoN 1. There shall be appointed by the coun- 
cul, a competent person who shall be known as the 
weighmaster of the city of Hoboken, and shall hold 
his office until the first Monday in May next after his 
appointment. 

Src. 2. The said weighmaster, before entering 
upon the duties of his office, shall execute to the 
mayor and council of the city of Hoboken, a bond in 
the penal sum of five hundred dollars, with two suffi- 
cient sureties, conditioned for the faithful perform- 
ance of the duties of his office, and for the safe keep- 
ing of all weights, measures or instruments furnished 
him by the council for the use of his office, or prop- 
erty belonging to the said city, and for the due return 
of the same on the requisition of the council. 

Src. 3. It shall be the duty of the weighmaster, 
and he is hereby authorized and required, at least once 
in each and every year, and as much oftener as he shall 
think proper, to examine all weights, measures, scale 
beams, patent balances. steel yards and other instru- 
ments used in weighing and measuring any article 
intended to be purchased or sold in the city of Ho- 
boken. 

Src. 4. All persons using weights, measures, scale 
beams, patent balances, steel yards or any other in- 
strument in weighing or measuring any article in- 
‘tended to be purchased or sold in the city of Hobo- 
ken, shall cause the same to be sealed and marked by 
the weighmaster. All measures of extension on coun- 
ters or other fixtures, shall be marked by brass head- 
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ed nail or nails of such other material and of such 
size as may be plainly seen and distinguished. 

Src. 5. Any person, who shall, in weighing or 
measuring any article for purchase or sale within the 
city of Hoboken, use any weight, measure, scale beam, 
patent balance, steel yard or other instrument not 
sealed and marked as is required by the fourth sec- 
tion of this ordinance, shall forfeit and pay twenty- 
five dollars for every such offence. 


Sec. 6. All weights, measures, scale beams, patent 
balances and other instruments for weighing or meas- 
uring to be sealed and adjusted by the weighmaster 
in the city of Hoboken, shall be made conformable 
to the standard of weights and measures of this state; 
and shall be marked by him with the initials of his 
name and the year in which the same is sealed and 
marked. 


Src. 7. If any person shall use in the city of Ho- 
boken, in weighing or measuring, as aforesaid, any 
weight, measure, scale beam, patent balance, steel 
yard or other instrument, which shall not be conform- 
able to such standard, or shall use in weighing, as 
aforesaid, any scale -beam, patent balance, steel yards 
or other instruments, which shall be out of order or 
incorrect, or which shall not balance, he, she, or they 
shall forfeit and pay twenty-five dollars for every such 
offence. 

Sec. 8. No person shall refuse to exhibit any 
weights, measures, scale beams, patent balances, steel 
yards, or other instruments to the weighmaster for the 
purpose of being examined and inspected, as afore-— 
said, nor shall any persou in any way or manner ob. 
struct, hinder or molest the said weighmaster in the 
performance of his duties, under the penalty of twen- 
ty-five dollars for every such offence. 

Sec. 9. The weighmaster shall be entitled to re- 
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ceive and demand the following fees for inspecting 
and examining weights, measures, scale beams, patent 
balances, steel yards and other instruments for weigh- 
ing and measuring used in the city of Hoboken. 

For every weight of fourteen pounds or upwards— 
three cents. 

For every weight of a smaller denomination—one 
and a half cents. 

For every liquid measure—two cents. 

For every yard and dry measure—three cents. 

For every scale beam, patent balance, steel yard or 
other instrument for weighing—three cents. 


Suc. 10. All weights, measures, scale beams, pat- 
ent balances, steel yards and other instruments used 
for weighing and measuring shall be inspected and 
examined at the stores and places where the same 
may be used; but in case they or any of them shall 
be found not conformable to the standard of this 
State, they may be adjusted, sealed and marked by 
the said weighmaster at the store or place where the 
same may be used, or they shall be sent by the owner 
thereof at his expense, to the office of the weighmas- 
ter for the purpose of being adjusted, sealed and 
marked within three days after the owner thereof 
shall be required so to do, in writing, by the said 
weighmaster, under the penalty of ten dollars for 
every such neglect. 


Sec. 11. It shall not be lawful for the said weigh- 
master to make the aforesaid charges for inspecting 
and examining weights, measures, scale beams, patent 
balances, steel yards or other instruments used for 
weighing and measuring more than once in each year, 
unless they shall be found not conformable to the 
standard. 

Src. 12. The said weighmaster shall be entitled to 
demand and receive the following fees for sealing and 
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marking weights, measures, scale beams, patent bal- 
ances, steel yards and other instruments for weighing 
and measuring used in the city of Hoboken. 

For sealing and marking any scale beam, patent 
balance, steel yard or other instrument in the city of 
Hoboken, as follows: 

If the same be gauged to weigh one hundred pounds 
and under, twelve cents; and if from one hundred 
pounds to two hundred and fifty pounds inclusive, 
twenty-five cents. From two hundred and _ fifty 
pounds to five hundred pounds inclusive, fifty cents. 
From five hundred pounds to one thousand pounds 
inclusive, seventy-five cents. From one thousand 
pounds to fifteen hundred pounds inclusive, one dol- 
lar. From fifteen hundred pounds to two thousand 
pounds inclusive, one dollar and fifty cents, and over 
two thousand pounds, two dollars. 

For sealing and marking measures of extension on 
any counter or other fixture, for one yard, together 
with its sub-divisions so measured, sealed and marked, 
the sum of twenty-five cents; and for every additional 
yard with its sub-divisions so sealed and marked, the 
sum of twelve cents. ‘he owner of such counter or 
other fixture shall furnish the proper nails for mark- 
ing such measures. For sealing and marking all 
other measures of extension, at the rate of twelve 
cents per yard, but not to exceed fifty cents for any 
measure. For sealing and marking every weight, 
three cents. For sealing and marking liquid and dry 
measures: For every measure under one gallon, three 
cents. For one gallon and over, five cents each gal- 
lon. For sealing and marking every measure of half 
a bushel, ten cents; and for every measure of a 
smaller denomination, five cents; and for every meas- 
ure of one-half bushel or over, twenty-five cents. 


Sto. 138. The fees of the said weighmaster shall 
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be paid by the owner or person in possession of the 
weights, measures, scale beams, patent balances, steel 
yard or other instruments used for weighing and 
measuring at the time the same shall be inspected 
and examined or sealed and marked as aforesaid; ° 
and in default thereof, such owner or person shall 
forfeit and pay twenty-five dollars for such default. 

Sec. 14. The weighmaster shall have charge of 
all the standard beams, weights and measures belong- 
ing to the city, and shall carefully keep and preserve 
the same; and upon the expiration of his term of of- 
fice or his resignation thereof, or removal therefrom, 
deliver the same to his successor in office or to any 
person duly authorized by the council to take posses- 
sion thereof.

him.

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AN ORDINANCE 
Relating to dogs. 

The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 
dain as follows: 

Section 1. No dog, male or female, shall be suf- 
fered to go at large in the city of Hoboken without 
having upon its neck a collar with the name and resi- 
dence of the owner or possessor thereof distinctly 
marked in letters thereon, under the penalty of five 
dollars for each offense, to be paid by the owner or 
possessor as aforesaid, and it shali be lawful for any 
person to kill any such dog found running at large not 
having on its neck such collar with the name and resi- 
dence of such owner or possessor marked thereon, as 
aforesaid, or any dog which shall bite or attempt to 
bite any person or animal. 

Sec. 2. For every male dog owned or keptin the said 
city the owner or possessor thereof shall annually pay 
a tax of two dollars, and for every female dog a tax of 
four dollars, to be assessed and collected in the same 
manner that the annual taxes for said city are assessed 
and collected. 

Sec. 3. it shall be lawful for the mayor of said 
city at any time, when in his opinion the interest of 
the city or the public good requires the same, to issue 
his proclamation authorizing the indiscriminate de- 
struction of all dogs, both male and female, found 
running at large in the said city, (except) such as 
shall be properly muzzled with a wire muzzle about 
the nose (securely fastened), and such proclamation 
being published in one of the newspapers in said city 
for six days, shall be a sufficient justification to all 
persons who may destroy any such dog or dogs, male 
or female, found running at large, as aforesaid, 
during the time said proclamation shall remain in 
force. 
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Src. 4. All dogs, male or female, found running at 
large in the city of Hoboken, (except such as shall be 
properly muzzled with a wire muzzle about the snout 
(securely fastened), may be taken by any person or 
persons, and driven or carried to the public pound, in 
the said city, and it shall be the duty of the keeper 
thereof to enter it into a book, to be kept by him for 
that purpose, the names and places of abode of all 
persons who may bring any dog, as aforesaid, to said 
pound, and the time of bringing the same respective- 
ly, and the said keeper shall pay to the person bring- 
ing any such dog, as aforesaid, to any such pound, 
the sum of fifty cents for each dog so brought, and 
the owner or any person claiming such dog, shall pay 
to the keeper of such pound two dollars for every 
such dog so impounded before said keeper shall re. 
lease the same from such pound, and if no person 
shall claim any such dog so impounded and pay such 
amount within the space of forty-eight hours from the 
time of impounding the same, it shall be the duty of 
such keeper to kill such dog immediately thereafter, 
and remove and bury the same beyond the limits of 
the city, and for every such dog so removed or buried, 
as aforesaid, the said keeper shall be paid out of the 
city treasury the sum of fifty cents on the presenta- 
tion of a claim for such services and verified by the 
oath or affirmation of said keeper within six days af- 
ter its performance. 

Src. 5. Any person who shall hinder, prevent or 
attempt to hinder or prevent any of ihe provisions of 
this ordinance from being carried into effect, shall be 
subject to a fine of ten dollars. 

Src. 6. All ordinances and parts of ordinances, 
heretofore passed on the subject are hereby repealed.

refusal shall forfeit and pay the penalty of not ex- 
ceeding twenty dollars.

To an ordinance entitled “An ordinance respecting 
dogs,” approved June 2, 1859. 
The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 
dain as follows: 


Section 1. That whenever it shall be made to ap- 
pear to the satisfaction of the recorder, by complaint 
duly verified by any person, that any dog which has 
bitten any person, horse, cow or other beast of bur- 
den has taken refuge in, fled to or been taken to any 
house, outhouse, dwelling, building or premises of any 
kind in the city of Hoboken and that admission has 
been refused by the owner or any person in charge of 
said premises to any police officer for the purpose of 
receiving or taking the said dog into his custody, and 
that such person refuses to surrender the said dog to 
such officer,the said recorder shall issue a search war- 
rant,which shall be executed by any police officer of the 
city, or constable of the county, and which shall par- 
ticularly describe the place or places, buildings or 
dwellings to be searched, and the height, color and 
any other qualities or indications about the said dog 
to sufficiently identify it. 

Sec. 2. That it shall and may be lawful for the 
- officer or constable executing said warrant, with such 
aid as he may deem necessary, after demanding ad- 
mission to the premises directed in said warrant to be 
searched, and after demanding the immediate surren- 
der of the said dog alleged to be there from the per- 
son or persons on the said premises, to enter forcibly 
such building, house, outhouse, dwelling or other 
building or premises and make search for the said 
dog, and if the said dog be found on the said prem- 
ises, to take it therefrom into his possession for the 
purpose of killing or destroying the said dog, and it 
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shall and may be lawful for the said officer or consta- 
ble to immediately kill or destroy the said dog. 

Sec. 38. That any person who shall refuse admis- 
sion to any house, outhouse, building, structure or 
premises of any kind, to any police officer or consta- 
ble entrusted with the execution of any search war- 
rant, as aforesaid, or who shall refuse to surrender or 
deliver up to said officer or constable entrusted with 
the execution of any search warrant, as aforesaid, any 
dog which may be in or upon said premises, and 
which is described in said warrant, and for which ~ 
search shall be made by such officer or constable 
shall, upon duly verified complaint of such officer or 
constable before the recorder, be liable to a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars.

RELATING TO 


Board of Education. 
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AN ORDINANCE 


To establish a board of education and to define their 
duties.* 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 


dain as follows: 


Section 1. The board of trustees of common 
schools shall meet at the school building on the first 
Monday in May, at 8 o’clock in the evening, and shall 
proceed to organize by electing one of their members 
as president, another as clerk, and one as treasurer, 
and a majority of said members shall be competent to 
transact the business of said board. Said board 
shall meet for general business at least once in each 
month. 

Szc. 2. The said board of education shall have the 
general management and control of the public sehools 
now established and hereafter to be established in 
Hoboken, and of all the property therein contained 
or appertaining thereto, and shall have power, and it 
shall be their duty to make rules of order and by-laws 
for the government of the board, its members and 
committees and general regulations to secure proper 
economy and accountability in the school monies, to 
supervise, manage and govern the public schools in 
Hoboken, and from time to time to make all needful 
rules and regulations thereof, to direct the course of 
studies, provide in all things for the good government 
and management of said public schools, to purchase 
books, apparatus, stationery and other things neces- 
sary and expedient to enable the said public schools 
to be properly and successfully conducted, to keep 
the school building or buildings properly repaired 


* Under the provisions of the Charter of the city (Charter, p. 34,) the 
poll tax shall be devoted to school purposes only 
The question was affirmatively passed upon by the Supreme Court. 
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and furnished, and to fix the number and compensa- 
tion of teachers to be employed therein, and select 
and employ such teachers; but all supplies which 
shall be procured by said board, exceeding in amount 
one hundred dollars shall, be obtained by contract, 
proposals for which shall be advertised for in one or 
more of the public newspapers. 


Src. 3. The board of education may provide even- 
ing schools for those whose ages or avocations are 
such as to prevent their attending the day schools in 
such of the school houses or other buildings used for 
school purposes as they may from time to time deem 
expedient. 

Src. 4. It shall be the duty of the said Board of 
Education: 

1. To examine and inspect each of the schools at 
least twice in each year, and oftener, if necessary, and 
on or before the first day of April, to make and trans- 
mit to the council, a report, in writing, in which they 
shall set forth the condition of the several school 
buildings and whether any, and if any, what repairs, 
alterations or modifications of those buildings seem to 
them necessary. 

2. Whether they are kept clean and in good order. 

3. In what manner they are heated and ventilated, 
and how effectual the means used are in producing the 
result desired. 

4. The studies pursued. 

5. The punctuality of attendance of the scholars 
and teachers. 

6. The progress of the classes in their studies. 

7. The order, attention and general appearance of 
each school. 

8. The length of each morning and afternoon ses- 
sion, and the number and length of recesses allowed. 

9. The number of scholars who shall have been ad- 
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mitted and taught in each school and discharged 
therefrom during the preceding year, and the average 
number that have actually attended each school dur- 
ing said year. 

10. The number and qualifications of the teachers 
and such other matters as in their opinion are impor- 
tant to insure the discipline or extend the usefulness 
of the schools. 

Sec. 5. The treasurer of said board shall be required 
to enter into bonds in two or more sureties in the sum 
of two thousand dollars to the mayor and council be- 
fore entering upcn the duties of his office. 

Sec. 6. The said board shall examine and audit 
all claims for school purposes and salaries; and shall 
monthly present a claim for the aggregate amount of 
of the same to the council, who shall thereupon order. 
a warrant on the school fund for said amount to the 
order of the treasurer of the board of education, whose 
duty it shall be to pay the said claims and salaries in 
the manner directed by the board of education, and it 
shall be the duty of the board of education to make 
a quarterly statement in detail to the council of all 
monies expended by them during said quarter. 


Sec 7. The board of education, on or before the 
first day of March, in each year, shall make a particu- 
lar statement, in writing, to the council, of the amount 
of money that will be required during the fiscal year 
for school purposes and altering, repairing, furnishing 
or building school houses, and in no one year shall 
the monies expended or liabilities incurred for the 
school purposes or for building, altering or repairing 
or furnishing school houses, either by the board of 
education or the council exceed the amount authorized 
to be raised by tax in each year for those purposes. 

Srec.8. The said board of education shall observe 
and carry into full effect all ordinances adopted by 
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the mayor and council of Hoboken, and all resolutions 
respecting the matters provided for by this ordinance, 
which shall be passed by the council and be approved 
of by the mavor in the manner provided for in the 
city charter for the approval of ordinances by him. 

Sec. 9. No member of said board of education 
shall be interested directly or indirectly in any con- 
tract payments under which are to be made in whole 
or in part out of monies derived from any school fund 
orraised by taxation for the support of common schools. 

Sec 10. The said board of education shall not 
adopt or establish any rule or regulation by which 
any child or children residing in Hoboken, between 
the ages of five and seventeen years shall, except for 
misconduct, be prevented from attending the public 
schools in said city without any cost or expense what- 
ever. 

Sreo. 11. There shall be provided and kept in each 
school, by the principal teacher thereof, necessary 
blank books in which shall be entered by such teacher 
the names, residences and ages of the scholars attend- 
ing school and the number of days they shall have 
respectiv’ly attended, the absence of any or either of 
the teachers in such school. and the alleged cause 
thereof, and also the names of all persons visiting 
“such school, and the times of such visiting, which 
books shall at all times be kept open for the inspec- 
tion of any personor persons who may desire to in- 
spect the same. 

Sec. 12. All ordinances and parts of ordinances 
relating to public schools heretofore passed, be and 
they are hereby repealed.

The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken 
do ordain as follows: 


Section 1. That from and after the passage of 
this ordinance there shall exist in this city a paid fire 
department under the control and: regulation of a 
board of commissioners, who shall be known asxa 
board of fire commissioners, and who shall consist of 
five (5) persons to be appointed by the mayor, as pro- 
vided for in an act of the legislature entitled “An act 
to enable cities of the second (2) class in this state to 
disband volunteer organizations and to substitute a 
paid fire department.

Sec. 2. That the said board of fire commissioners 
shall have complete contro! and regulation of the said 
fire department, and the power and authority heretofore 
vested in the mayor and council and the board of offi- 
cers of the Hoboken fire department shall hereafter 
be vested in the said board of fire commissioners. 

Sec. 3. That the said board of fire commissioners 
shall have power to appoint all necessary officers and 
employees of the said fire department, and to fix their 
salaries and to provide proper rules and regulations 
for the government thereof, and for the securing of 
proper efficiency in the said fire department. 

‘Sec. 4. That ihe appropriations made and to be 
made by the tax commissioners for fire department 
purposes shall be paid out only by proper resolution 
of the council of the city of Hoboken after due requis- 
ition therefor by the said board of fire commissioners. 

Src. 5. That the ordinances, rules and regulations 
now governing the fire department in the said city of 
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Hoboken shall continue to apply to and govern the 
fire department provided for by this ordinance until 
otherwise changed by rules and regulations of the said 
board of fire commissioners. 

Sec. 6. That it shall be lawful for the said board 
of fire commissioners. whenever they deem it expe- 
dient, to sell the old fire apparatus and articles con- 
nected with the present hand engines and carriages,

- to pay over the proceeds of such sale or sales to the 
city treasurer to be appropriated by him to the fire 
department fund.

AN ORDINANCE 


‘For the better regulation of the Hoboken Fire De- 
partment.* 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 
dain as follows: 


SECTION 1. The Fire Department of Hoboken shall 
consist of one chief engineer, one assistant engineer, 
and as many firemen as are now or may hereafter be- 
come lawful members of the fire companies in said 
city. Noperson shall becomea member of the Fire De- 
partment who shall be over fifty-five years of age, or 
under the age of twenty-one years, nor unless a citi- 
zen of the United States. 

Src. 2. The chief and assistant engineers shall be 
elected by the firemen by ballot from among their 
number on the second Monday in May, between the 
hours of 8 ana 9 Pp. M., at such place as the council 
may direct; and the secretaries from each company 
shall act as inspectors; before receiving the ballots 
they shall select from the members of the Fire De- 
partment a clerk, and then proceed to take the votes 
of the department, and the persons receiving the 
greatest number of votes for each office shall be de- 
clared elected, and the inspectors shall send to the 
council, at its first meeting after said election, a certi- 
fied copy for their confirmation, and if such election 
shall be confirmed by the council the persons so elect- 
ed shall hold said offices until the next annual elec- 
tion, or the election and confirmation of their succes- 
sors. But if the persons so elected be not confirmed 
by the council, then a new election shall be held, as 
in case of a vacancy; and in case of a vacancy at any | 


* [he ordinances following apply to the paid Fire Department as far: 
as practicable. But the whole sutj-ct of Kire Department regulation is 
now under coutrol of the Board of Fire Commis ioners, 
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time previous to two months preceding an annual elec- 
tion, the council shall order a special election to .be 
held, which shall be conducted in like manner. 

Sec. 3. In order to promote harmony among the 
members of the fire department, and to establish uni- 
form rules and regulations in the several companies, 
and for the correct understanding and carrying out 
the provisions of this ordinance there shall be organ- 
ized a board of officers of the fire department, which 
shall consist of the chief engineer, assistant engineer, 
and the foreman and assistant of each company. The 
chief engineer shall be chairman. 

Sec. 4. The chief engineer shall, at the time of his 
election, be an acting fireman, who shall have served | 
at least two years in the Hoboken fire department, 
and the assistant engineer shall be qualified in like 
manner as the chief engineer. 

Sec. 5. The assistant engineer so elected and ap- 
pointed shall, at all times, assist the chief engineer in 
the performance of his duties, and obey and enforce 
his commands when on duty at a fire. He shall be 
appointed, styled, and known as ‘‘assistant engineer,” 
and in case of the absence of the chief engineer shall 
act as chief until the arrival of the chief engineer. 

Sec. 6. The chief engineer and a majority of the 
fire and water committee shall have power to sell for 
cash any old and condemned fire apparatus or imple- 
ments deposited at the public yard, and shall pay the 
money received therefor to the city treasurer. 

Sec 7. The chief engineer and assistant engineer 
shall be -w-officvo a member of each company, but shall 
not be entitled to a vote. ‘he chief engineer shall, in 
all cases of fire, have the sole control, to the exclusion 
of all other authority. It shall be his duty to direct 
the assistant engineer to arrange the several fire engines 
and other fire apparatus in the most advantageous 
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manner, and to cause them to be duly worked for the 
effectual extinguishment of fires. It shall also be the 
duty of chief engineer to examine, at least twice every 
year, into the condition and number of the fire engines 
and other fire apparatus, and fire apparatus houses, 
and to report the same to the council on the first 
-Wednesday in November and May in each year, ac- 
companied by a statement of the number of fires that 
have occurred during the preceding six months, and 
such particulars as he may deem proper, together with 
a record of the number of fires attended by him as 
chief, and also of the assistant engineer when acting 
as chief engineer in his absence. He shall also, be- 
tween the tenth and twentieth day of April in each 
year, present to the council the names of all the mem- 
‘bers of the Fire Department, and the respective com- 
panies to which they belong; and it shall be the duty 
of the clerk of the council, within twenty days after 
the said returns shall have been presented to and con- 
firmed by the council, to correct the register of the 
firemen in his office in accordance with said returns. 
It shall further be the duty of the chief engineer to 
present to the board of officers, at each of their stated 
meetings, such complaints against any firemen as may 
have been handed to him for presentation. 

Szo. 8. The chief engineer shall take charge and 
superintend the construction and repairing of fire en- 
gines, hose carts, hooks and ladders, hose and other 
machines and apparatus for the use of the Fire De- 
partment. - He shall inspect the fire engines, hose 
carts, hooks and ladders, hose and other machines, 
and apparatus for the use of the Fire Department in 
connection with the fire and water committee, and, 
with their concurrence, shall repair the same forth- 
with. He shall examine and certify to the council all 
accounts for work done under his supervision, and as 
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to the fulfillment or breach of any contract for work 
required to be done under his direction. No requisi- 
tion shall be drawn for any bills, accounts, or con- 
tracts for constructing or repairing fire engines, hose 
carts, hooks and ladders, hose or other machines and 
apparatus for the use of the Fire Department, unless 
certified by the chief engineer of the Fire Depart- 
ment, but warrants shall be drawn for the payment of 
requisitions made in accordance with the provisions 
of this section. 

Src. 9. The association organized by the members 
of the Fire Department for the relief of disabled fire- 
men and the families of deceased and disabled fire- 
men, and called ‘‘The Board of Trustees of the Hobo- 
ken Fire Department Fund,” is hereby recognized 
and approved; and the council shall, on or about the 
first day of December, annually make an appropria- 
tion of not less than one hundred dollars for the bene- 
fit of the funds of the association, to be paid out of 
the monies collected for the use of the Fire Depart- 
ment. 

Src. 10. The members of each company shall 
choose from their number a foreman, assistant fore- 
man, secretary, one trustee, and such other officers, 
not inconsistent with this ordinance, as their by-laws 
may require, to serve for one year, except the trustees, 
who shall be elected for the term of three years, or to 
fill a vacancy; and the said officers shall be chosen at 
a regular meeting of the company, or at a special 
meeting called for that purpose in writing. Within 
thirty days after the election of the foreman, assistant 
forman, secretary and trustee of any company, it shall 
be the duty of the secretary of said company to pre- 
sent a return of the names and residences of each and 
all of the persons so elected, to the chief engineer, 
whose duty it shall be to present the same to the 
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council at its next meeting thereafter; and it shall be 
the duty of the secretary of each company in the de- 
partment to furnish to the chief engineer, on or before 
the fifteenth day of April in each year, a correct list 
of all the members of their respective companies, on 
the tenth of the same month; the said return shall 
state the name and residence of each and every mem- 
ber of the company. 

Sec. 11. In going to or returning from a fire, the 
dragrope shall be the proper place for a fireman, ex- 
cept the officers in command, and it shall be their 
duty to prevent improper persons from taking hold of 
the rope. No person other than a member of the 
company, or exempt member of the fire department, 
known to at least two members of the company pres- 
ent, shall be allowed to manage or have control of the 
tongue or tiller of any apparatus in going to or re- 
turning from a fire, or alarm of fire. It shall be the 
duty of the officers and members of each company, 
when returning with their apparatus from a fire or 
alarm of fire to prevent any racing of their company 
with any other company, and to abstain from any 
conduct that may be likely to cause a breach of the 
peace or reflect discredit on the fire department. 

Src. 12. It shall be the duty of the officers of 
each company to see that the apparatus and imple- 
ments used by them, and the house in wu:ch they are 
deposited, are preserved from damage by neglect or 
otherwise, and report any repairs that may be neces- 
sary to the chief engineer. It shall also be the duty 
of all the members to see that good order is preserved 
in and about the houses occupied by their respective 
companies. 

Sxc. 18. Every officer or member of a company shall 
be held responsible for his actions while exercising 
command over any fire apparatus, and shzll be sub- 
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ject to trial and punishment, by complaint, in writing, 
before the board of officers, for any wilful neglect or 
violation of any of the duties incumbent upon him, 
under any or all of the provisions of this ordinance. 
And it shall be the duty of the officers and members 
of each company to report to the board of officers the 
name of every fireman found in a state of intoxication 
while wearing a fire cap bearing the frontispiece of 
the company to which he is attached. 

Src. 14. Each company may enact rules for its 
own government not inconsistent with the laws of the 
state or of the board of trustees or of the council; new 
members, with their age, occupation and residence 
shall be reported to the chief engineer, and by him to 
the council for approval and certificates. 

Src. 15. No fireman while under suspension for 
any violation of the provisions of this ordinance, shall 
be allowed to vote at any election held pursuant to 
the provisions of: this ordinance, and no person sus- 
pended or expelled from the fire department shall be 
allowed to take command or exercise ccntrol over any 
fire. apparatus while he remains under such sentence 
of suspension or expulsion. 

Src. 16. No fire apparatus shall be let out for hire 
or loaned without the permission of the chief engineer, 
_and the said permission shall state the special object 
for which the said apparatus is let or loaned, and the 
time during which it is to be used for the object so 
specified, but in no case shall any apparatus be taken 
from a company in active service for the purpose 
herein specified, without the permission of the said 
company. No engine, hose or hook and ladder house 
shall be used at any time for any other purpose other 
than that of housing the apparatus assigned to the 
company occupying such engine, hose or hook and lad- 
der house while in active service, without the permission 
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of a majority of the company and approval of the 
council. 

Sec. 17. It shall be the duty of each company on an 
alarm of fire being given, to proceed with all due dili- 
gence to the fire, or to the place from whence the said 
alarm originated, unless otherwise directed by an engi- 
neer, avoiding all lying in wait. or any departure from 
their usual route for the purpose of racing with any 
other company. No fire engine, hook and ladder or 
hose cart shall, in going to or returning from any fire, 
or at any other time, be run, driven, wheeled or placed 
on any walk of any paved street, except by the special 
order of the chief engineer, under the penalty of ten 
dollars for each offense, to be paid by any and every 
person aiding or assisting in violation of this section. 
No company shall remove their apparatus from any 
fire unless by permission of the chief or an assistant 
engineer. On such permission being granted the said 
company shall at once return their apparatus to its 
place of deposit, well washed and cleansed, and ready 
for immediate use. 

Src. 18. The fire and water committee of the council 
shall furnish each engine and hose company with a 
sufficient quantity of hose, and each company shall 
take one set with them to every fire. Hook and lad- 
der companies shall carry upon their trucks six lad- 
ders, one of which shall at least be thirty-eight feet 
long, and as many hooks, axes and other implements 
as may be deemed necessary by the chief engineer. 

Sec.19 It shall be the duty of the clerk of the 
council, on the order of the board, to furnish the dis- 
charge certificate required to be furnished to the fire- 
men, but in no case shall a certificate be granted until 
the party applying for the same shall have made an 
affidavit and filed the same with the city clerk, certi- 
fying that he has served the full time prescribed by 
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law, and that he knows of no charges existing against 
him in the company to which he has been attached. 
He shall also pay the chief engineer the sum of one 
dollar on the receipt of his certificate, said dollar to 
be appropriated and paid over to the treasurer of the 
Fire Department fund for the benefit of said fund. 
Src. 20. The board of officers shall appoint as 
many persons as they may deem necessary as bell 
ringers, to be approved of by the council, and they 
shall make such rules and regulations as they may 
deem requisite, for the proper performance of their 
duties, and any violation of the same shall be deemed 
sufficient cause for their removal. ! 
Src. 21. Each engine, hose and hook and Jadder 
man shall, if in any way practicable when on duty as 
such, wear the leathern cap as heretofore used, which 
cap Shall be painted black and shall bear a frontis- 
piece, painted and distinguished as hereinafter de- 
scribed. Each frontispiece shall bear the initials of 
the person wearing the same, and the name of the 
company to which he is attached. Hosemen having 
in addition thereto the word ‘‘Hose” above the number, 
and hook and ladder men having a hook and ladder 
crossing the number, all of the said frontispieces, with 
the exception of those worn by the foreman and assis- 
~ tant foreman of each company, shall have the charac- 
ters above described placed in light colors on a dark 
eround. ‘The foreman and assistant foreman of each 
company shall wear a frontispiece similar to that of 
the members, the characters being placed in dark 
colors on a light ground, and the word “Foreman” and 
“Assistant” respectively placed above the number of 
the company. Each of the engineers shall wear the 
leathern cap as heretofore used, painted white, with a 
gilded frontispiece, having a fire engine emblazoned 
thereon, together with the words “Chief Engineer” 
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or “Assistant Engineer,” as the case may be, and the 
initials of their names. 

Sec. 22. Itshall be the duty of the secretary of each 
company to return to the chief of police a statement of 
the names and residences of such members who desire 
to be called in case of fire, and the captains of police 
shall furnish the several policemen under their charge 
with the names and residences of such firemen resid. 
ing within the respective beats of such policeman, and 
it shall be the duty of the policeman to notify all such 
persons as reside on his beat of the occurrence of any 
fire. 

Szc. 23. No fire engine, hose or hook and ladder 
company shall leave the city with their apparatus for 
the purpose of going to a fire without the permission 
of the chief engineer, or assistant engineer when act- 
ing as chief. 

Sec 24. It shall be the duty of the city clerk to 
erase from the registry book of the fire department, 
the names of all parties who shall have resigned or 
been expelled after such resignation or expulsion has 
been acted upon by the council. 

Src. 25. Every newly elected member on being 
confirmed by the council shall be furnished by the 
city clerk with a certificate of membership through 
the chief engineer. 

Suc. 26. Any member of the fire department who 
shall violate any of the sections of this ordinance, or 
who shall knowingly or willingly consent to or assist 
in any violation of this ordinance, shall be liable to be 
fined, suspended or expe!led from the fire department 
by the board of officers, and approved by the council, 
and any company so found guilty of violating this or- 
dinance shall be suspended or disbanded, to be deter- 
mined by the council. 

Src. 27. Each member of the fire department shall 
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be furnished with a copy of this ordinance and the act 
incorporating the fire department fund by the chief 
engineer through the secretary of each company, and 
the council shall furnish the chief engineer with a. 
sufficient number of copies for that purpose. 

Sno. 28. Nothing contained in this ordinance shall 
deprive the council of the power to repeal or alter the 
same at any time they think proper.

keep her at all times clean and in working order ready 
for service and be in attendance with said engine at 
all fires in the city of Hoboken; that he shall reside 
within two blocks of the engine house; he shall hold 
himself ready for duty at all times both day and 
night, and shall not at any time either in the day or 
night time depart or go beyond the corporate limits 
of the city of Hoboken without the written consent of 
the chief engineer of the Hoboken fire department, or 
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In his absence te the Oar engineer of said de- 
partment, which written permits shall within one week 
after the date thereof be filed with the ‘secretary of 
engine company number one. — 

Src. 4. That it shall be the duty of said practical 
engineer to obey all orders given to him by-or through 
the foreman or acting foreman of said engine company 
number one, and in case of disobedience or veglect of 
duty on the part of said engineer the said foreman or 
acting foreman of said company shall make complaint 
against him to the chief engineer of the said fire de- 
partment, who shall have power forthwith to suspend 
said practical engineer, and for the time being to ap- 
point another practical engineer in his stead, and 
thereupon the chief engineer shall cause charges and 
specifications to be drawn up in writing against said 
engineer and send the same to the next regular meet-

That the number, kind and manner of 
erection of the external fire escapes, or means of exit 
in case of fire, which are required to be provided by 
all persons owning, leasing, or in auy manner having 
charge or control of any hotel, boarding house for the 
accommodation of the public, any public school or 
other building, factor,, manufactory, or workshop of 
any kind, in which guests, students, employees or op- 
erators, to the number of thirty or more, are accom- 
modated, or steadily or casually at work or congre- 
gate, by the provisions of an act of the legislature of 
the state of New Jersey, entitled ‘An act to provide 
for the better security of life and limb in cases of. 
fire in hotels and other buildings,” approved March 
17, 1882, shall be as follows: Each building shall be 
provided with one or more, at the option of the coun- 
cil, external fire escape of a kind and erected in man- 
ner according to the following: 


SPECIFICATIONS FOR THE CONSTRUCTION OF “OUTSIDE 
FIRE ESCAPES’’ FOR FACTORIES AND SIMILAR 
BUILDINGS, SCHOOL HOUSES, ETC. 


An outside fire escape to consist of iron balconies 
three feet wide, taking in one or more windows at 
every story, and connecting said balconies by iron 
stairs, and provided with an iron drop ladder to lead 
from the balcony at the first story to the ground, all 
to be constructed as follows: 
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BRACKETS: 


Brackets must not be less than $x} inch wrought 
iron, placed edgewise, or 1} inch angle iron, well 
braced and not more than three feet apart; and the 
braces to brackets must not be less than } inch 
square wrought iron, and must extend at least two- 
thirds of the width of the respective brackets or ba)- 
conies. In all cases the brackets must go through 
the wall and the end be turned down three inches, or 
in cases of houses already built, the ends must be se- 
cured by a wrought iron washer six inches in diame- 
ter, with screw end and nut to bracket. 


RAILINGS AND BALCONIES: 


Bottom rails must be 3x,z-inch, wrought iron, well 
leaded into the wall; the top rails of baleony must be 
eXg7nch wrought iron, and in all cases. must go 
through the walls or studding, and be secured by nuts 
and 4-inch washers; the filling in bars must not be 
less than $-inch round or square wrought iron, placed 
not more than six inches from centres, and well riv- 
eted to the top and bottom rails, the latter to be riv- 
eted or screwed to the ends of brackets. 

_ The height of baleony railings must not be less 

than two feet nine inches, and the ends of balconies 
Shall under no circumstances extend more than nine 
inches over or beyond the brackets. 

‘The openings for stairs in all balconies shall not 
be less tuan twenty inches wide by thirty-six inches 
long. 

The flooring of balconies must be of wrought iron 
]5xZ-inch slats, placed not over 1; inches apart, and 
secured and riveted to iron battens 1$x3-inches, not 


over three feet apait, or to NADEISS irons connected with 
the brackets. 
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STAIRS: 


The stairs in all cases must be eighteen inches or 
more wide, as the council may direct, and constructed 
of 4x4-inch wrought iron, sides or strings; steps may 
be of cast iron of the same width as strings, or 2-inch 
round wrought iron, double rungs, well riveted to the 
strings. 

The stairs must be secured to the iron brackets on 
top or bottom or be secured to extra cross-bars; all 
stairs must have }-inch wrought iron hand-rails, well 
secured and braced. 

Drop ladders from lower balconies shall not be less 
than fourteen inches wide, and shall be made of 
2x3-inch sides and 32-inch rungs of wrought iron, and 
in no case shall a drop ladder be over twelve feet in 
length. 


SCHOOLS: 


In all school buildings the outside fire escapes 
must be constructed as regular stairs, the balconies 
forming the landings; the stairs must be so con- 
structed that the rise of steps be not more than six 
inches, and the width of tread in proper proportion; 
the balconies must be accessible through doors 
opening out, rising sash windows reaching down to 
floors. 

Sec 2. That it shall be the duty of the street com- 
missioner of the city of Hoboken, whenever directed 
so to do by the mayor and council, to give notice in 
writing to the owner or lessees, or the person having 
charge or control of said building or buildings of the 
requirements of the said act of the legislature men- 
tioned and referred to in section 1 of this ordinance, 
and also of the requirements of this ordinance, and to 
set forth in said notice the number, kind and manner 
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in which said external fire escape or escapes is or are 
to be erected as required by this ordinance, and the 
penalty which any such owner, lessee, or person havy- 
ing charge or control of said building or buildings 
will ieur by refusal or neglect to comply with said 
law and this ordinance within pinety days after ser- 
vice of such notice. ,

‘That no person or persons shall fire or 
discharge any cannon, gun, pistol or fire-arms of any 
description, or fire, explode or set off any squib, cracker 
or other thing containing powder or other conbustibles 
or explosive material within the corporate limits of 
Hoboken, without the permission of the mayor, in 
writing, and subject to the restrictions and conditions 
contained in such written permission under the pen- 
alty of five dollars for each and every offense, but 
nothing contained in this section shall ba construed to 
extend to any military parade. exercise or review of 
the Hudson Brigade or any company thereof. 

Sec. 2 That no person or persons shall keep or 
maintain or cause to be kept or maintained within the 
corporate limits of Hoboken, any target or shooting 
erounds, where shooting or firing at a target or any 
other mark, shall be practiced without the like permis- 
sion, as mentioned in the last preceding section, under 
the penalty of fifty dollars for each and every such 
offense. 

That it shall be and hereby is made the 
special duties of all police officers of said city and all 
other persons charged with the keeping of the peace 
in said city, to cause the penalties in this ordinance 
to be enforced against all persons offending against its 
provisions.

Creating a Board of Health in the city of Hoboken. 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do 


orduin as follows: 


Suction |. That under and in virtue of Chapter 
LXVILII. of the laws of 1887, there shall be hereafter 
in the city of Hoboken a board to be known as the 
board of health in the city of Hoboken. 

Sec. 2. That said board shall consist of five mem- 
bers who shall be citizens and residents of the city of 
Hoboken, and who shall hold their offices for the 
period of four years respectively, excepting as herein- 
after provided, and said board shall be appointed by 
the mayor of said city. 

Sto. 5. The members of said board of health dur- 
ing the first four years of said board, shall. be ap- 
pointed as follows:—One of said members shall be ap- 
pointed for one year, and one for two. years, and one 
for three years and two for four years, to the end that 
the terms of not more than three members of said 
board shall expire in anv one year, and thereafter the 
terms of each of said members shall be for the period 
of four years respectively. 

Sec. 4. That the members of said board shall serve 
without compensation and shall appoint such subor- 
dinate officers and agents as they may deem necessary 
to carry into effect the purposes of their appointment, 
and said board shall have power to fix the compensa- 
tion of said officers and agents, and to make such rules 
and regulations and ordinances prescribing the duties 
of said officers and agents as the said board may deem 
necessary and expedient. 

Sec. 5. That said board shall have powe1 to pass, 
alter or amend ordinances, and to make rules and regu- 
lations in regard to the public health for the following 
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purposes:—but the said ordinance shall have three 
readings before final passage, and at least one week 
shall intervene between the second and third readings 
before final passage, and a notice stating the title of 
the ordivance and the date when it passed the second 
reading shall be published at least one week prior to 
its final passage in at least one newspaper published 
in the city. 

1. To aid the enforcement of the law as to the adul- 
teration of all kinds of food and drink, and to prevent 
the sale of any kind of meat or vegetable that is un- 
wholesome or unfit for food. 

2. To define and declare what shall constitute nuis- 
ances in lots, streets, docks, wharves, vessels and 
piers, and all private and public places. 

3. To prevent the spreading of dangerous, epidemic 
or contagious diseases, and to declare the same has 
become epidemic, and to maintain and enforce proper 
and sufficient quarantine whenever deemed necessary. 

4. To regulate, contro! and prohibit the keeping or 
slaughtering of all kinds of animals. 

5. To regulate, control and prohibit the accumula- 
tion of offal and all decaying or vegetable substances. 

6. To regulate and remove any offensive matter, or 
abate any nuisance in any highway, road, street, ave- 
nue, alley or other place, public or private, and to 
cause the removal of the same at the expense of the 
owner. 

7. To compel the return of all births, deaths and 
marriages by physicians, mid-wives, nurses, clergymen, 
magistrates and other persons professionally officiat- 
ing at such death, birth or marriage. ; 

8. 'l'o secure the sanitary condition of tenement 
houses, jails, prisons and all private and public build- 
ings. 

9. To regulate, control or prohibit the cleaning of 
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sewers, the dumping of garbage, the filling of sunken 
lots or marsh lands, and to provide for the filling up 
of such lots of land. 

10. T'o regulate and control the method of construct- 
ing the'location, the method and manner of emptying 
or cleaning and the frequency of cleaning cesspools 

11. To regulate and control the mode of connecting 
houses, draining and plumbing with outside sewers, 
cesspools or other receptacles. 

12. ‘To protect the water supply and prevent the 
pollution of any stream of water or well, the water of 
which is used for domestic purposes, and to order not 
to be used or closed any well the water of which is 
polluted or detrimental to the public health. 

13. To remove persons infected to a suitable place 
in case of contagious or infectious diseases, where, in 
the judgment of the board,- such removal is neces- 
sary and can be accomplished without undue risk to 
any person or persous diseased, and to disinfect the 
premises when deemed necessary. 

14. To regulate the burial and disinterment of hu- 
man bodies. 

Suc. 6. That the said board of health shall be or- 
ganized under the said act of the legislature of New 
Jersey, approved March 31, 1887, entitled “An act to 
establish in this state boards of health and bureau of 
vital statistics, and to define their respective powers 
and duties,” and.shall be invested with all the powers 
and subject to all the restrictions and limitations gov- 
erning their powers and cuties as are therein provided 
for the government and conduct of such boards. 

Sec. 7. ‘Nhat for the purpose of enforcing the pro- 
visions of this ordinance and the rules and by-laws of 
the board of health, the said board shall have power 
to request the assistance of the police department of 
the city, and to assign to such light sanitary duty as 
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may be agreeable to the board of police commission- 
ers, all police officers who may be competent to per. 
form the same; and it is hereby made the duty of all 
police officers subject to the direction of the board of 
police commissioners to strictly enforce the provisions 
of this ordinance and all by-laws and regulations made 
by the board of health for the sanitary improvement 
of the city. 

Suc. 8. That the second assistant city clerk shall 
be clerk of the said board, to serve without extra pay 
or compensation. 

Src. 9. And be it enacted, This ordinance take 
effect May 4, 1891. 

Sec. 10. That all ordinances and parts of ordi- 
nances inconsistent herewith be and they are hereby 
repealed.

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AN ORDINANCE 


To regulate, improve and lay out the burial ground of © 
the city of Hoboken.* 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Hobokin do or- 


dain as follows: 


Section 1 That tlhe committee ou public grounds 
and buildings shall procure the burial grounds of said 
city to be laid out into avenues and lots, and shall 
cause a map to be made of the same, which map shall 
be filed in the city clerk’s office. 

Sec. 2. That the said committee are hereby em. 
powered to lay out and improve the said cemetery; 
and it shall be their duty to cause the same to be en- 
closed by a good, substautial, neat enclosure, and at all 
times to keep such euclosure in good order and re- 
pair, and to keep and maintain the grounds in a clean- 
ly and neat condition. | 

Src. 3. That three acres of the said burial ground, 
free of all expenses, except the usual fee for opening 
graves and inspector’s permit, shall be reserved for 
the free burial of the inhabitants of said city, upon 
the granting of any permit as hereinafter provided; 
which portion of tue ground shall be selected by the 
said committee on public grounds and buildings. 

Src. 4. That the residue of the said burial ground 
may be disposed of by the said committee to any per- 
son or persons for burial purposes, with the uses and 
privileges of the several avenues and walks in said 
cemetery. That tbe said burial ground shall be dis- 
posed of in accordance with the plan filed in the city 
clerk’s office as aforesaid, and in accordance with the 
rules and regulations governing said cemetery. 


\7* The control of the Hoboken cemetery is now vested in ths trustees of 
the Hoboken cemetery. ‘The mayor aud chairman of tne council repre- 
sent the city on that board, but except for the purposes of financial ac- 
countings the power of the mayor and council over the cemetery ceased 
with the creation of the cemetery board. 
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Sec. 5. That any person or persons upon applica- 
tion to the said committee or superintendent, and 
upon his or their paying the prices hereinafter men- 
tioned, shall receive a deed from the city, declaring 
such person or persons to be entitled forever to the 
exclusive use of, the lot in such deed described for 
burial purposes, subject to such regulations as have 
been or may be established by the said council in re- 
lation to the same. 

Sec. 6. That the prices of the lots shall be as fol- 
lows: For lots of the size of eight feet wide by six- 
teen feet in length, the sum of eighteen dollars shall 
be charged; and for all lots of increxsed dimensions, the 
sum of fourteen cents per square foot will be charged. 
For ground for a single grave with opening and clos- 
ing the same, seven dollars. 

Src. 7. The council of the city of Hoboken shall 
appoint a competent person to be known as the city 
inspector, who shall be superintendent of the burial 
ground of the city of Hoboken, and shall hold his 
office during the pleasure of the council. 

Src. 8. No interment or removal of the corpse 
of any deceased person shall be made or permitted in 
the city burial ground without the written permission 
of the said city inspector, who shall receive a fee of 
fifty centy for each permit granted from every person 
or persons making application for the same. .Any 
person who shall violate any of the provisions of this 
section shall forfeit and pay twenty dollars for each 
and every offense, and shall stand committed to prison 
until said fine is paid. 

Src. 9. No permit shall be presented for the inter- 
ment of the corpse of any deceased person in said 
burial ground unless such person at the time of his or 
her decease shall have been an inhabitant of the city 
of Hoboken, except where dead bodies not recognized 
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are found within the limits of the city of Hoboken 
that are shown by the verdict of a coroner’s jury to 
have met their death by suicide, drowning, or through 
any violent cause, and unless the sexton, undertaker or 
other person applying for such permit shall present 
to the said city inspector a certificate signed by the 
attending or family physician or by a coroner, setting 
forth the name of the deceased person, with the age, 
size, residence, occupation, place of birth and cause of 
death of such person, and the length of time such per- 
son shall have been an inhabitant of the city of Ho- 
boken, as near as the same can be ascertained, which 
certificate shall in al} cases, be filed by the city in- 
spector in the office of the city clerk. 

Src. 10. It shall be the duty of the city inspector 
to designate in such permit the precise locality where 
such interment shall be made. He shall keep a regis- 
ter of the names of all deceased persons returned to 
him, with all the particulars contained in the certifi- 
cates presented and filed as aforesaid. He shall also 
state in what cases permits were granted and in what 
cases rejected, and the precise locality of each inter- 
ment. 

Seo. 11. The said city inspector shall have the 
entire charge of the said burial ground in conjunction 
with the committee on public grounds and buildings; 
and shall superintend all work required by the coun- 
cil to be done in preparing, regulating and ornament- 
ing the same, under the direction and supervision of 
the said committee. 

Src. 12. The holders of lots may ornament them 
with flowers and shrubbery and enclose the same with 
chains or railing of any material but wood, not ex- 
ceeding three and one-half feet in height, the gates of 
which shall open into the lots, but shall not remove 
any trees without express permission attested to by 
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the said committee, and shall do nothing to the injury 
of other lots in the cemetery. The said committee are 
empowered to remove or trim any trees which they 
may think obstruct or ma: the general effect and beauty 
of the scenery, or that may otherwise prove injurious 
or dangerous. 

Seo. 13. All graves and vaults shall be dug at 
least six inches within the lines of the several lots. 
No vault shall be constructed or mound raised more 
than eighteen inches above the surface of the ground, 
without the written permission of said committee; nor 
shall any monument, construction or scription offen- 
sive to decency or propriety be placed in any lot; and 
if so constructed or placed therein, the same may be 
removed by the said committee at the cust of the per- 
son so violating this rule. 

Sec. 14. All materials for constructing vaults, 
eraves or enclosures and rubbish consequent thereon 
shall be moved from the ground by the party con- 
structing the same within five days, and all vaults and 
eraves shall be dug by workmen in the employ of the 
city inspector. ‘The charge for digging the grave and 
for making up and sodding the same shall be two 
dollars, which must be paid to the city inspector at 
the time of receiving the permit for interment; and 
for every foot in depth over six feet there shall be 
an additional charge of twenty-five cents for each 
foot. 

Src. 15. No interment shall take place without a 

ermit from the city inspector, and for each and every 
body placed in the receiving vault a charge of seven 
dollars shall be made, and if such body be. removed 
for burial in lot or grave in said cemetery within 
thirty days, no charge shall be made for vault fees; if 
not removed within three months five dollars will be 
retained for use of vault, and if remaining in vault at 
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the expiration of six months, the whole amount will be 
retained, and the body removed to the public ground 
without further charge. 

Sec. 16. All persons are prohibited from picking 
any flowers, mutilating any tree or shrub, defacing or 
writing upon any monument, fence or building per- 
taining to the cemetery, or driving over any section of 
lots of said cemetery; and any person disturbing the 
quiet and good order becoming the place, or violating 
any of the foregoing rules, will be compelled instantlv 
to leave the premises, and thereafter excluded en- 
trance therein, and shall also be subject to the pay- 
ment of a penalty of twenty-five dollars for every such 
offense. 

Src. 17. All persons shall have free access into 
the cemetery, with or without a vehicle, observing the 
rules which are or may be adopted for the regulation 
of visitors; that no person shall be permitted to drive 
a vehicle into said cemetery at a faster rate than six 
miles an hour, under a penalty of five dollars for every 
such offense.

To prescribe the mode and manner for the removal of 
dead persons from the city of Hoboken, and to 
prevent the same without proper permit from the 
city inspector. 

The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 
dain us follows: 


Section 1. That no interment of any dead body of 
any human being shall be made in the city of Hobo- 
ken without a permit granted therefor by the city in- 
spector. nor otherwise than in accordance therewith, 
and no sexton or other person shall assist in, or assent 
to, or allow any such interment or aid, or assist about 
preparing any grave or place of deposit for any such 
body, for which such permit has not been given au- 
thorizing the same. 

And it shall be the duty of every person who shall 
receive any such permit, to preserve and to return the 
same to the city inspector, as his regulations may re- 
quire. | 

Sec. 2. ‘That no new. burying ground, cemetery, 
tomb or vault for dead bodies shall be established, 
nor shall the remains of any dead human body be 
placed in any existing burying ground, vault, tomb or 
cemetery in the city, nor any of said receptacles be 
opened, exposed or disturbed, except according to the 
terms of a permit therefor given by the city inspec- 
tor, and every body buried in anv such place, shall 
be buried to a depth of six feet below the surface of 
the ground and four feet below any closely adjacent 
street. 

Sto. 3. That every sexton and other person hay- 
ing charge of any burying ground, cemetery, tomb or 
vault in the city of Hoboken, shall, before twelve 
o clock on Monday of each week, make return to the 
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city inspector of the bodies and persons buried since 
their last return, and in such form, and specifying 
such particulars as the special regulations of the city 
inspector shall require. 

Sec. 4. That no captain, agent or person having 
charge of or attached to any ferry-boat, sailing or 
other vessel, nor any sexton, undertaker, cartman nor 
any person in charge of any car, stage or other vehi- 
cle or public or private conveyance, shall convey, or 
allow to be conveyed thereon, or by any means afore- 
said, from the city of Hoboken, the dead body of any 
human being, or any part thereof, without a permit. 
from the city inspector. And the proper coupon for 
that purpose attached to any such permit when issued 
shall be preserved and returned to the city inspector, 
as his regulations may require, by the proper officer 
or person on such boat or vessel, and by the proper 
person in charge of any train of cars or vehicle on 
which any such body may be carried from the city. 

Sec. 5. That no person shall retain, expose or al- 
low to be retained or exposed, the dead body of any 
human being to the peril of life or prejudice of the life 
or health of any person. 

Suc. 6. That every person who omits or refuses to 
comply with, or who resists any of the provisions of 
these rules will be hable to a fine of fifty dollars for 
each and every offense, to be recovered by an action 
before the city recorder. 

Sec. 7. That the city inspector shall receive the 
sum of fifty cents for each and every permit granted, 
to be paid by the person applying for such permit.

shall be approved by the mayor and council before 
going into effect. 

Sxc.2. That the said committee ‘shall from time to 
time, as new lamps may in their opinion be needed, 
report to the council such necessity, stating the num- 
ber of lamps needed and the places where, and upon 
the approval of the said report by the council and 
street commissioner, shall, under the direction of the 
said committee superintend the erection of and cause 
to be erected such lamps and lamp posts. 

Src. 3. That for the payment of the expenses in- 
curred in the purchase and erection of such lamps and 
lamp posts, a warrant signed by the mayor and coun- 
tersigned by the city clerk shall be drawn upon the 
treasurer upon the production to the mavor by the 
contractor of a certificate of a majority of the said 
committee, endorsed by the street commissioner, that 
the contract has been fully and satisfactorily per- 
formed.

To license and regulate auctioneers and common 
criers. | 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 


dain as follows: 


Section 1. The council of said city may at any 
time by resolution license any person as an auctioneer 
or common crier in the said city, and every license 
shall expire on the first Monday of June thereafter, 
Hivery person receiving such license shall pay there- 
for the sum of twenty five dollars, to be paid into the 
city treasury, besides one dollar to the city clerk for 
drawing such license. 

Sec. 2. Every person so licensed shall, «t the time 
of receiving such license, become bound by a bond 
with two good and sufficient sureties, to the mayor 
and council of said city, in the sum of one thousand 
dollars, conditioned for the due observance of all the 
ordinances of said city. relating to their said business, 
which may be in force at any time during the continu- 
ance of said license. 

Src. 3. All sales at public auction in the city of 
Hoboken shall be made by a licensed auctioneer and 
no other person than an auctioneer appointed and li- 
censed as aforesaid, his clerk or agent shall sell or 
attempt to sell by auction, within the limits of said 
city, under the penalty of twenty-five dollars for each 
and every offense. 

Src. 4. No auctioneer appointed and licensed as 
aforesaid, shall demand or receive a higher compensa- 
tion for his services than a commission of two and 
one-half per cent. upon the amount of sales made by 
him, his clerk or agent, unless by agreement previcusly 
made with the owner, consignee or agent of the goods | 
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under the penalty of fifty dollars for each and every 
offense. 

Sec. 5. No licensed auctioneer or other person 
shall sell or attempt to sell at public auction any 
goods, chattels or property of any description what- 
ever, in or upon any street, court-yard or sidewalk in 
said city, without the written permission of the mayor 
first had and obtained. under the penalty of fifty dol- 
lars for each and every offense. 

Sec. 6. Nothing contained in this ordinance shall 
be construed to apply to sales made at public auction 
under and by virtue of legal process. 

Src. 7. No person shall exercise the business or 
occupation of an auctioneer, or of a common crier, 
without first having obtained a license therefor from 
the council of saia city, under the penalty of twenty- 
five doglars for each and every offense.

T’o license and regulate carts in the city of Hoboken. 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken 
do ordain as follows: 


Szcrion 1. The mayor of the city of Hoboken, for 
the time being, shall from time to time issue license 
under his hand attested by the city clerk and the seal 
of the city to so many persons as he shall think prop- 
er, to keep carts for hire in said city, and have power 
to revoke all or any of said licenses. 

SEC. 2. No person who is not the owner of one or 
more good horses and sufficient cart or carts, and a 
resident of the city of Hoboken, shall be heensed as 
aforesaid. : 

Src. 3 - All liceuses to owners of carts shall expire 
on the first Monday in June next after the date there- 
of. 

Src. 4. If the owner of any cart who may have re- 
ceived a license shall sell or dispose of the same _ be- 
fore the expiration of such leense, such leensed own- 
er shall within ten days after such sale report the 
same to the city clerk, who shall be authorized with 
the consent of the mayor to transfer such license to 
the purchaser thereof, on the payment of twenty-five 
cents to the city clerk. Every owner of such cart who 
shall neglect to report any such sale to the clerk shall 
forfeit and pay the sum of five dollars. 

Src. 5. Every license shall state the number for 
which the same is granted, which number shall be 
painted in white figures: and black ground, and be 
placed on the outside of the right shaft of such cart. 

Src. 6. Every person who may be licensed as 
aforesaid shall pay to the mayor for each cart such 
person shall keep for hire the sum of three dollars 
for the use of the city, and one for the clerk, who 
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shall provide a book, to be known as “The Register 
of Carts,” in which it shall be his duty to record the 
name of the perscn licensed, the date of such license, 
the number of such cart, and when the license will ex- 
pire. 

Sec. 7. Every person who shall keep any cart for 
hire in said city without being licensed as aforesaid, 
shall be hable to the penalty of five dollars for every 
day such unlicensed cart shall be used, to be recovered 
in the name of the city with costs. 

Sec. 8. No cartman licensed as aforesaid shall de- 
mand or receive more than twenty-five cents for the 
cartage of any one load or part of a load in the city 
of Hoboken, under the penalty of five dollars for 
each offense, except for the cartage of household fur- 
niture.

Section 1. That any person or persons intending 
to run any express wagon or other conveyance for the 
conveyance of goods, chattels, effects, packages, money 
or property within the limits of said city by express, 
shall file with the clerk of said city a petition, in 
writing, setting forth the name or names and residence 
of the person or persons who are the owners thereof, 
the number of conveyances intended to ve used by 
such person or persons, the places between which 
such conveyances are intended to be run, and the 
street and number of the place where such person or 
persons shall hold their office 

Suc. 2. That in addition to said petition the said 
person or persons so intending to apply for such li- 
cense shall file with the said city clerk a bond to the 
mayor and council of Hoboken, with one or more sutf- 
ficient sureties, in the sum of one thousand’ dollars, 
conditioned for the due and proper delivery of all 
goods, chattels, money and property of every kind 
and description entrusted to his or their care to the 
person or persons entitled to receive the same, and 
all other lawful duties and requirements by law in- 
posed upon him or them as such expressman or ex- 
pressmen. 

Src. 8. That the said council upon being satisfied 
with the sufficiency of said bond and the surety or 
sureties therein mentioned, may thereupon order that 
a license be given to the person or persons so apply- 
ing for the same upon the payment of the fees and 
costs hereinafter mentioned.

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Sec. 4. That the said bond upon being approved 
by said council shall be filed by said city clerk in his 
office, and any person who shall suffer any loss by the 
carelessness, negligence or default of any such ex- 
pressman giving the same, may vring an action on the 
same for the recovery of any damage or loss which he 
may sustain by reason of any negligence or default as 
aforesaid. 

Sec. 5. That no person shall be’employed by any 
person so obtaining a license as aforesaid to drive any 
express wagon or other conveyance for the carrying of 
express matter who shall be under twenty-one years 
of age, and who shall not have obtained a license from 
said council for that purpose. 

Src. 6. The following fees and costs shall be 
charged to and paid by the person or persons apply- 
ing for such license under the provisions of this ordi- 
nace, to wit: To the said city for every wagon or 
other conveyance used for express purposes for each 
license for one year the sum of ten dollars; to the 
clerk for making out said license and filing the peti- 
tion and bond three dollars, for every heense granted 
to each driver; to the said city the sum of one dol- 
lar, and to the clerk for making out the same, one 
dollar. 

Sec. 7. That if any person or persons shall run or 
cause to be run within said city any express wagon or 
other conveyance for carrying express matter without 
having first obtained a license for that purpose, ac- 
cording to the provisions of this ordinance, shall be 
liable to pay a penalty of five dollars for each and 
every offense, and that if any person or persons shall 
drive any such wagon or other conveyance aforesaid 
without being possessed of the qualifications herein- 
before mentioned, or without having first duly ob- 
tained a license for that purpose, shall forfeit and pay 
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a penalty of three dollars for each and every offense, 
to be sued for in the name of said city. 

Sec. 8. If any person or persons shall run or cause 
to be run any wagon or other conveyance as aforesaid 
without having the name of the owner or owners or 
company or firm and number printed thereon, in legi- 
ble characters,in some conspicuous part thereof, shall 
forfeit and pay the sum of three dollars, to be sued for 
and recovered in the same manner as mentioned in the 
preceding section.

‘SEcTION 1. ‘hat section six of a certain ordinance 
entitled ‘‘An ordinance to regulate and direct the man- 
ner of licensing express wagons,” approved January 
27, A. D. 1857, be and the same is hereby repealed, 
and that the following be substituted in lieu thereof: 

The following fees and costs, and no others, shall 
be charged to and paid by the person or persons ap- 
plying for and obtaining each license, under the pro- 
vision of the said ordinance, to wit:

The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do 
erdain as follows: 


Section 1. The council may at any time, by reso- 
lution, license any person as a junk dealer, or to keep 
what are commonly called junk shops, for the pur- 
chase and sale of junk, old rope, old iron, brass, cop- 
per, tin, lead, rags, old bottles and slush; every person 
receiving such license shall pay to the city clerk there- 
for the sum of ten dollars, besides one dollar to the 
city clerk for drawing such license; provided, that no 
person shall receive such license unless he shall have 
the recommendation in writing of six reputable free- 
holders residing in the neighborhood where such junk 
shop is sought to be kept, stating that the applicant 
is a proper person to keep said junk shop. 

Sec. 2. No license sha)] entitle any person to 
keep any such junk shop at cr in any other place 
than that which is mentioned and specified in said 
license. | 

Sec. 5. Every person so licensed shall at the time 
of receiving said license become bound by a bond with 
two good and sufficient sureties to the mayor and coun- 
cil of said city in the sum of three hundred dollars con- 
ditioned for the due observance of all the ordinances 
of said city relating to junk shop keepers and junk 
dealers in force at any time during the continuance of 
said license. 

Sec. 4. No keeper of a junk shop or any junk 
dealer shall receive in the line of his or her business 
any article or thing by way of pledge or pawn, nor

shall he or she loan or advance any sum of money on 
the security of any such article or thing. 

Src. 5. Every keeper of a junk shop or junk deal- 
er shall provide and keep a book in which shall be 
fairly written at the time of every purchase a descrip- 
tion of the article or articles so purchased, the name 
and residence of the person from whom such purchase 
was made and the day of the purchase. 

Src. 6. Every such book shall at all times be open 
to the inspection of the mayor, councilmen or any 
policeman of the city of Hoboken, and each of them, 
or to any person who may be authorized in writing 
for that purpose by either of them, such person ex- 
hibiting to the person so licensed his authority afore- 
said. 

Src. 7. Every such license shall continue in force 
until the first Monday in June next succeeding the 
granting of said license. 

Src. 8. No keeper of a junk shop or junk dealer 
shall purchase cr receive in way of business, any 
goods, articles or things whatsoever, between the set- 
ting of the sun and the hour of seven o'clock in the 
morning. 

Sto. 9. If any goods, articles or thing shall be ad- 
vertised in any newspaper printed in the city of Ho- 
-boken as having been lost or stolen and if the said 
goods, article or thing or any such answering to the 
description of the goods, article or thing so advertised, 
or any part or portion thereof shall then be or there- 
after come into the possession of any junk dealer or 
keeper of a junk shop, he or she shall forthwith give 
information thereof in writing at the office of the re- 
corder of said city, and shall also state from whom the 
same was received. 

Sec. 10. Every keeper of a junk shop or junk deal- 
er who shali receive or be in possession of any goods, 
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article or thing which may have been lost or stolen or 
alleged or supposed to have been stolen shall forth- 
- with on demand to view the same present the same to 
the mayor or recorder or any of the councilmen or po- 
- licemen of said city. 

Src. 11. Every person so licensed as a junk dealer 
or to keep a junk shop shall be entitled to keep one 
cart, wagon or vehicle and one boat or other vessel 
for the purpose of collecting junk, old rope, old iron, 
brass, copper, tin. lead, rags, old bottles and slush in 
the city; provided however that if said person so 
licensed as aforesaid desires to keep more than one 
cart, wagon, vehicle, boat or vessel he shall first ap- 
ply to said council for said privilege, and shall pay 
the sum of ten dollars for each cart, wagon, vehicle, 
boat or vessel the said council may authorize him to 
use as aforesaid; and provided also that any person 
using any such cart, wagon, vehicle or boat, or other 
vessel, or causing the same to be used, shall cause to 
be painted on the outside of such cart, wagon or 
vehicle, boat or vessel, his name at length, the street 
and number of his place of business, the number of 
his license in plain letters and figures, put on with 
black letters on white ground, said letters and figures 
to be not less than two and one-half inches in length. 

Src. 12. No person or persons, except such as are 
regularly licensed for the purposes aforesaid accord- 
ing the provisions of this ordinance, or persons in the 
employ of such licensed person or persons shall draw 
or drive or procure to be drawn or driven or propelled, 
any cart, wagon or vehicle, boat or vessel for the pur- 
pose aforesaid. 

Src. 13. Every person receiving a license accord- 
jng to the provisions of this ordinance, who shall vio- 
late, neglect or refuse to comply with the foregoing 
provisions or éither of them shall for every such of- 
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fense forfeit and pay the sum of twenty dolJars. 

Sec. 14. If any person (except a licensed person 
as aforesaid , shall within the corporate limits of the 
city of Hoboken, purchase or sell junk, old rope, old 


iron, brass, copper, tin, lead, rags, old bottles, paper 


or slush, or draw or drive or procure to be drawn, 
driven or propelled any cart, wagon or other vehicle, 
boat or vessel, or keep a junk shop, or act as a junk 
dealer, or in any way violate any of the provisions of 
this ordinance, so far as the same may be applicable 
to such unlicensed person, he or she shall for each 
and every such offense forfeit and pay the sum of ten 
dollars.

AN ORDINANCE 
Concerning porters. 


Lhe Mayor and Coune'l of the City of Hoboken do 


ordain as follows: 


Section 1. That it shall not be lawful for any per- 
sop or persons to exercise the calling or employment 
of public porters within the limits of the city of Ho- 
boken, without first obtaining licenses therefor, as 
hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. That all and every person or persons exer- 
cising what is commonly called the employment of 
runners, and all and every person or persons who shall 
be discovered soliciting custom for hotels, boarding- 
houses, forwarding transportation lines, hackney 
coaches or carriages, shall be considered and. esteem- 
ed pubhe porters,within the meaning of this ordinance 
and dealt with accordingly. 

Src. 3. That the mayor of the city of Hoboken 
may on application to him and when he shall deem it 
for the public convenience so to do, license any per- 
son or persons, exercising or to exercise the calling or 
employment of public porters. in the manner and 
upon the terms provided for in ihis ordinance. 

Sec. 4. No license to exercise the calling or em- 
ployment of public porter or porters, shall be granted 
to any person or persons, unless such person or persons 
shall present to the mayor of the city of Hoboken, an 
application, in writing, verified by the oath of such 
applicant, made before the recorder of the said city, or 
some justice of the peace residing in said city, setting 
forth that such applicant is a citizen of the United 
States, and hus a family, and resides with his family, in 
said city of Hoboken, or. if not having a family, shall 
have resided himself therein, during the six months 
preceding the date of such application, which apph- 
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cation, so verified, shall be filed with the city clerk 
in his office, before the said license is sealed and de- 
livered. 

Src. 5. The price of a license to exercise the call- 
ing or employment of a public porter, shall be ten 
dollars, to be paid to the city treasurer, besides one 
dollar to be paid to the city clerk for drawing such 
license, which sum shall be paid on receiving such h- 
cense. 

Sec. 6. All Jicenses to exercise the calling or em- 
ployment of a public porter shall expire on the first 
day of June next after the date of granting the same. 

Sec. 7. All persons so licensed by virtue of this 
ordinance, shall, while actually following the calling 
or employment cf a publie porter, wear a badge or 
plate, denoting his right to act in the capacity afore- 
said, and no person or persons so lvensed as afore- 
said shall neglect or refuse to wear such a badge as 
aforesaid under the penalty of five dollars for each 
and every offense. 

Sec. 8. That if any person or persons (except a 
person licensed as hereinbefore provided) shall exer- 
cise the calling or employment of a public porter 
within the limits of the city of Hoboken, or upon any 
steamboat, ferryboat, vessel or other craft, or upon 
any dock or pier within the city of Hoboken afore- 
said, or upon any waters adjacent thereto, or over 
which the ordinances of said city extend,without such 
license as aforesaid, shall forfeit and pay the sum of 
twenty-five dollars and stand committed until the same 
be paid. 

Sec. 9. Any forfeiture or penalty arising under 
this ordinance sball be recovered by an action before 
the recorder as prescribed by the city charter, and the 
forfeiture so recovered shall be paid into the city 
treasury, and the prosecutor or compiainant shall be 
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admitted as a witness on the trial, and it shall be the 
duty of the mayor, recorder, corporation attorney and 
any of the councilmen, constables or policemen to 
commence an action in behalf of the city and in its 
corporate name against any person guilty of a viola- 
tion of any of the provisions of this ordinance. 

Sec. 10. That all ordinances and parts of ordinances 
conflicting or inconsistent with the provisions of this 
ordinance are hereby repealed.

The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 
dain as follows; 


SEecTIoN 1. The council of said city may at any 
time by resolution license any person as a pawnbroker 
or pawnshop keeper in the said city, and every such 
license shall expire on the first Monday of May there- 
after. Every person receiving such license shall pay 
therefor the sum of fifty dollars, to be paid into the 
city treasury, besides two dollars to the city clerk for 
drawing such license. | 

Src. 2. No person shall exercise the business or 
occupation of a pawnbroker or pawnshop keeper with- 
out first having obtained a license therefor from the 
council of said city under the penalty of twenty five 
dollars for each and every offense upon conviction 
thereof before the recorder of said city. 

Sec. 3.. The application of every person applying 
for a license as a pawnbroker shall be accompanied 
with a bond to be by such apphcant signed with two 
freehold sureties satisfactory to the mayor and 
council in the sum of two thousand dollars, each con- 
ditional for the faithful performance and observance 
of the requirements of this ordinance, and for the in- 
demnification of any person or persons suffering loss 
through the violation of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance.

pawned goods, and on sums exceeding twenty-five dol-

the deposit and redemption of all goods and pledges, 
the amount loaned thereon and the interest charged, 
and shall give to each pawner a proper descriptive 
ticket, and that the said record shall be continually 
open to police inspectors.

interest upon the loan thereon shall have been paid 
for the space of one year, such goods may then be 


sold by said pawnbroker, but notice of such sale shall - 


be given by advertisement in at least two newspapers, 
one of which said papers shall be published in Ger- 
man, printed and published in said city of Hoboken 
for at least two weeks prior to such sale, and said 
sale shall be at public vendue to the highest bidder, 
and in no other manner.

Srcrion 1. There shall be licensed, from time to 
time, by the mayor, so many persons, residents of said 
city, and recommended by at least six citizens there- 
of, as he shall deem expedient, for the purpose of fol- 
lowing the business of night scavengers; and such l- 
cense shall expire on the first Monday of June, next, 
after the date thereof, subject, nevertheless, to be re- 
voked at the pleasure of the mayor. 

Sec 2. Each and every person, so licensed as 

aforesaid, shall pay to the city clerk, for each license, 
the sum of five dollars, for the use of the city, and one 
dollar for drawing aud sealing the same; and the city 
clerk shall keep a record of such licenses, in a book to 
be provided for that purpose.

The contents of any sink privy or cesspool 
shall not be laid, cast, thrown or dumped in or upon 
any street. wharf or pier, or in any slip or dock (ex- 
cept at the regular dumping places), or in any lane, 
alley. lot or vacant place under the penalty of ten dol- 
lars for each offense. 

Sec. 9. Each scavenger shall rep: rt at the office 
of the street commissioner, before twelve o’clock in the 
day, the number and street where his carts were at 
work the previous night, and the dock at which the 
carts dumped; and such report shall state whether 
the sink has, or has not, been emptied to the bottom. 

Src. 10. Every cart-box shall have on both sides, 
the number of the liceuse painted in black figures, 
twelve inches in length, and at least thiee inches in 
breadth, upon a white ground of at least eighteen in- 
ches in width. ; 

Sec 11. Every box shall carry a lighted lamp, or 
lantern, excepting only very light moonlight nights, 
and the ld of each box shall be kept constantly shut, 
except when actually receiving the contents of tubs, 
and be fastened down tight, when the cart is in mo- 
tion. 

Sec. 12 No scavenger shall fill his box so full as. 
to overflow,*nor allow it to leak, or drive his horse at 
a gait faster than a walk. 

Sec. 13. With every cart or tub a pail shall be 
carried, of a capacity to contain three gallons, which 
shall be used only for the purpose of carrying water 
to wash off the sidewalks, alleyways, &e., upon which 
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any filth may have been accidentally spilt. No tub 
shall be used in carrying the contents of privies to 
the street without a tight cover to prevent the smell. 
Drivers are directed to avoid passing through the 
principal thoroughfares or streets, and to keep away 
from the public markets, ferry slips, &¢., as much as 
possible. 

Sec. 14. Whenever the street commissioner shall 
call the attention of the driver of any cart to its leak- 
ing, such cart shall not be again used until properly 
repaired. 

Sec. 15. If any loaded cart should break down, in 
or upon any street, avenue, alley. lane, wharf, dock 
or other place, it shall be the duty of the scavenger, 
and of the driver of such cart, to cause the same to 
be reported immediately, to the street commissioner, 
and to cause the removal of the nuisance forthwith. 

Sec. 16. The street commissioner shall have power 
to direct any scavenger or driver of any cart to re- 
move a nuisance immediately when caused by the 
breaking down of a cart. and a reasonable compen- 
sation shall be paid by the owner of the broken down 
cart to the owner of the cart used for the removal of 
the nuisance; and if any scavenger or the driver em- 
ployed by any scavenger, shall refuse or neglect to 
comply with the requirements and directions so given 
by the street commissioner, the scavenger owning the

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AN ORDINANCE 
To provide for heensing and regulating roller skating 
rinks in the city of Hoboken. 
The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken 
do ordain as follows: 


SECTION 1. The council of the city of Hoboken 
may by resolution duly approved by the mayor, license 


‘any person, association, company or firm to keep or 


maintain a roller skating rink in the city of Hoboken, 
upov payment of an annual license fee of fifty dollars, 
under the terms and conditions of this ordinance. 

‘Src. 2. Improper characters shall not be allowed 
in such roller skating rink, and it shall be the duty of 
the owner or owners or managers of such rink to pro- 
vide proper police supervision aud protection over 
and for the patrons of such rinks, at their own ex- 
pense, and subject to the supervision of the police 
commissioners of the city of Hoboken, who are auth- 
orized, on the application of the manger or managers 
to appoint special officers for such purpose, who shall 
be paid by the owners or managers of such rink. 

Sec. 8. No intoxicating liquors, wine or beer shall 
be sold in any such rink, or on the premises connected 
therewith, and no license shall be granted for sale of 
liquors, wine or beer on said premises. 

Src. 4. Every such rink shall close at eleven o’clock 
at night, or earlier, and remain closed until nine 
o’clock of the following day, provided such following 
day be not the first day of the week or Sunday, and 
no such rink shall be opened on the first day of the 
week commonly called Sunday. 

Sec. 5, From 9 a. m. to 5 p.m. said rinks may be 
opened for the accommodation of ladies, and children 
under fifteen years of age, but after 5 p.m. children 
under ten years of age shall not be allowed in any 
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such rink, unless accompanied by their parent or 
guardian, such guardian to be a proper person of legal 
age. 

Sec. 6. During children’s hours po male or female 
who may be intoxicated shall be permitted to enter 
such rink. 

Sec. 7. Any parent or guardian may give written 
notice to the owners or management of any such rink 
to the effect that admission shall be denied to any 
minor, child or ward of such parent or guardian, and 
thereupon it shall be the duty of such owners or man- 
agement to refuse admission to such minor child o 
ward. | 

Suc. 8. Every owner, manager, lessee or agent in 
charge cf any roller skating rink, failing to comply 
with the provisions of this ordinance shall for the first 
offense forfeit and pay a fine of ten dollars; for the 
second offense shall forfeit and pay a fine of twenty- 
five dollars, and for the third offense shall forfeit his, 
her or their license. 

Secs9. Every person, agent, lessee, owner or man- 
ager keeping or carrying on a roller skating rink with- 
out obtaining a license according to the provisions of 
this ordinance shall forfeit and pay a fine of twenty- 
five dollars for every such offense.

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‘AN ORDINANCE 


Respecting stage and omnibus drivers. 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do ore 
dain us follows: 


Section 1. All persons coming within and comply- 
ing with the provisions of this ordinance, may be li- 
censed to keep and drive accommodation coaches, om- 
nibus stages or hacks, if the mayor shall deem it for 
the public convenience. Such license shall be issued 
by the mayor on application to him, and shall specify 
in each case and for each coach, hack or stage, the 
name of the owner, the number of the stage, c ach or 
hack, and the route to be taken in going to and re- 
turning from such parts of the city for which it shall 
be heensed; and each and every license shall be is- 
sued under the corporate seal and attested by the city 
clerk. 

Src. 2. No person unless he be of the age of twen- 
ty-one years and upwards and shal! be known to bean 
actual resident of the city shall be licensed as afore- 
said, and he shall be the owner of one or more good 
horses and a sufficient accommodation coach, omni- 
bus, stage or back. 

Src. 3. All licenses granted by virtue of this ordi- 
nance shall expire on the first day of June next after 
the date thereof, and may be renewed by the mayor 
upon application. 

Src. 4. Separate licenses shall be taken out for 
every stage, coach or hack. 

Sec. 5. Every person licensed by virtue of the 
provisions of this ordinance, shall pay to the mayor 
for the use of the city, for every accommodation coach, 
omnibus, stage or hack, which such person shall drive 
or use, such sum.or sums as the council shall by resolu- 
tion from time to time direct, and shall also pay the sum 
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of one dollar to the city clerk for drawing such license, 

Sec. 6. The owner of any coach, stage or hack, 
driving without license, or using any other street or 
streets, than those assigned by license to it, shall in 
each or any and every case of such violation of this 
ordinance be subject and held to pay the penalty of 
ten dollars, to be recovered in the name and for the 
use of the city, with costs. 

Src. 7. No person shall keep or drive, for hire or 
wages in this city any accommodation coach, omnibus, 
stage or hack, by whatever name or title the same may 
be known or designated, without being licensed as 
aforesaid, under the penalty of twenty-five dollars and 
costs of suit for every such offense, to be recovered 
from the owner or driver thereof, severally and re- 
spectively. 

Src. 8. No person shall drive any such coach, 
stage or hack, unless he be twenty-one years of age 
and have obtained license from the mayor for such 
purpose, under the penalty of ten dollars and costs of 
suit for every such offense, to be recovered from the 
owner of such stage, coach or hack and from such 
driver, or either. 

Src. 9. The mayor is hereby authorized to issue 
licenses from time to time to drivers of such coaches, 
stages or hacks as often as may be necessary, and to 
suspend and revoke the same whenever he may deem 
it expedient. 

Src 10. It shall be the duty of the councilmen of 
each ward, when it may be necessary to fix a stand for 
the accomodation of coaches, stages or hacks, together 
with the mayor, to designate a place for the accomo- 
dation of said coaches, stages or hacks within their 
respective wards, and the place so fixed upon by a 
majority of them shall be the stand or place, until a 
change shall be made by the same authority. 
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Src. 11. If any stage, coach or hack shall stand 
for hire or employment in any other street or place, 
or for any longer time than is prescribed by or under 
this ordinance, the owner or driver thereof shall forfeit 
and pay for every such offense the sum of five dollars, 
to be sued for and recovered from the owner or driver 
thereof severally and respectively, with costs, in the 
name and for the use of the city. 

Sec. 12. No stage, coach or hack, whilst upon, at 
or near either of the said stands shall stand abreast or 
alongside of any other stage, coach, or hack or car- 
riage, under the penalty of five dollars for every such 
offense, to be sued for and recovered from the owner 
or driver thereof, severally and respectively, in the 
name and for the use of the city, with costs. 

Src. 13. The mayor of the city, with the assistance 
of the councilmen of each ward, respectively, shall 
have full power and authority to make such rules and 
regulations, and give such orders, respectively, the 
standing of accommodation stages, omnibus stages, or 
hacks, at and upon the stands designated and specified 
for such coaches, stages or hacks, as may be necessary 
to preserve order. : 

Src. 14. Every owner or driver of any such coach 
or hack. who shall neglect to obey any of the said 
rules, regulations or orders, shall forfeit and pay for 
every such offense the sum of five dollars, to be recov- 
ered, with costs, from the owner or driver of any such 
stage or coach, severally and respectively. 

Src. 15. No driver of any stage, coach or hack) 
while waiting for employment at their stand, shall 
leave such stage, coach or hack, under the penalty of 
five dollars for every such offense. to be recovered 
from the owner or driver thereof, severally and _ re- 
spectively, in the manner and for the use of the city, 
with costs. 
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Src. 16. Every stage, coach or hack shall be num- 
bered on each side near the centre thereof, and on the 
door behind, both on the inside and outside panel, 
with the license number thereof in plain distinct fig- 
ures four inches in length, painted on a ground of dis- 
tinct contrast color, an’ so placed as to be readily 
seen and known at all times, under the penalty of five 
dollars and costs of suit, for each and every day’s use 
of such stage, coach or hack not so numbered. 

Sec. 17. Every stage, coach or hack. when driving 
or used in the night, shall have fixed upon the inside 
of the front of the stage, coach or hack a sufficient 
lighted lam) or candle, under a like penalty, to be 
sued for and recovered as heretofore provided. 

Sec. 18. It shall be the duty, especially of all po- 
lice officers, marshals and of the councilmen to report 
all violations of this ordinauce to the attorney of the 
corporation.

No building materials cr other materi- 
als shall at any time be lodged or laid on any street, 
sidewalk, alleyway or other public place within said 
city, nor shall any street at any time be so occupied 
by any such material for more than one-third of the 
width thereof, or longer than one month, without the 
written consent of the street commissioner, and all 
such materials shall be carefully piled up in such 
manner as to leave the gutter clear, by fourteen inches 
in width, and the depth of the curbstone, under a 
penalty of five dollars. 

Sec. 2. No manure, dirt, filth or other substance 
of an offensive or unwholesome nature shall at any 
time be cast from any stable or other building into or 
upon any sidewalk, street, alleyway or other public 
place in said city, under the penalty of five dollars 
for each and every offense, and the cost of removing 
the same, together with the costs of prosecution, to be 
paid by the owner or occupant of any such stable or 
building, and the person casting the same severally 
and respectively each, to stand committed until the 
same is paid. 

Sec. 8. No vacant or other lots shall be allowed to 
contain stagnant water or other matter of any offensive 
or unwholesome nature or matter likely to become so; 


* The whole subject of nuisances is now entirely under the jurisdiction 
of the Board of:Health.. That Board has ordained a sanitary code which 
is designed to meet every subject within the category of a nuisance. 
The ordinance therefore on this subject can only be applicable where the 
Board of Health has failed to provide aay rule or regulation which a 
particular section of these ordinances is designed to meet. A nuisanceas 
judically defined in this state, is declared to be ‘‘Things which are detri- 
mental to the health, dangerous to life, or productive of serious incon— 
venience.”’ 
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and the owner and occupant thereof, severally and re- 
spectively, on receiving notice thereof by the street 
commissioner, according to law, shall remove or abate

who shall stand committed until such penalty be paid. 


Sec. 6. Every privy or cesspool, the contents of 
which shall be within eighteen inches from the sur- 
face of the ground, shall be cleaned out within three 
days after notice thereof by the street commissioner 
to the owner or occupant of the lot whereon such 
privy or cesspool stands, and for every neglect or re- 
fusal so to do, such occupant or owner shall be liable 
to a penalty of five dollars, together with the costs of 
prosecution and of cleaning the same.

3 Declaring nuisances. 
The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 


dain as follows: 


Section 1. That all sunken lots. and all parts or 
portions of lots which now are or which may here- 
after become covered with stagnant water, emitting 
obnoxious or unhealthy odors, all filth, stagnant 
water or other unwholsome or offensive matter or sub- 
stance in any lot or lots whatever, all sinks, cesspools, 
privies, filled to within eighteen inches of the surface; 
all the cellars or basements of any house or other 
building or erection containing stagnant water. all 
yards, rear portions of lots or other place or places 
where any offal, blood, animal matter, substance or 
thing emitting noxious or unhealthy odors, stenches 
or smells; all pig sties, hog pens, shall (after the space 
of five days, named in the notice, hereinafter describ- 
ed) be considered and are hereby declared to be a 
nuisance. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be the duty of the street com- 
missioner, under the direction of the committee on 
streets, to serve a notice in writing, upon the person 
or persons, or their agents or servants, having or suf- 
fering any of the annoyances in .the first section of 
this ordinance declared to be nuisances, requiring him, 
her or them to abate such nuisance within the space 
of five days from the day of the service thereof, under 
the penalty hereinafter prescribed. 

Sec. 3. That every person or persons, their agent or 
agents, servant or servants who shall neglect or refuse 
to obey the requirements of the street commissioner, 
as contained in the notice hereinbefore mentioned, be- 
fore the expiration of the time named in such notice 
for abating such nuisance, he, she or they so neglect- 
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ing or refusing shall for every such offense forfeit and 
pay the sum of ten dollars for every twenty-four hours 
that shall elapse during the time such neglect or re- 
fusal shall continue, (to be recovered before any jus- 
tice of the peace of said city), in the manner by law 
prescribed. 

Sec. 4. That all horses, cattle, swine, goats and 
geese and all quadrupeds, animals of every kind what- 
ever, except milch cows, between sunrise and sunset, 
found running at large in any street, alley, lane, by- 
way, thoroughfares or public grounds in the city shall 
be considered and are hereby declared to be public 
nuisances. |

the owner or occupant of the premises, from or out of 
which such substance or thing may be cast, thrown or 
laid.

Thatit shall be the duty of the street com- 
missioner forthwith after the abatement by him of the 
said nuisance on any ‘lot or lots as aforesaid to report 
in writing the name or names of the owner or owners 
of said lot or lots together with the number of the lot 
upon which the same existed and a detailed statement, 
under oath, of the expense of the abatement of such 
nuisance or nuisances to the committee on public 
health, which said statement shall be by the said com- 
mittee filed in the city clerk’s office, and shall be re-

The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken 
do ordain as follows: 


Sxorion 1. No building materials, or other mater- 
ials shall, at any time, be lodged or laid on any street, 
sidewalk, alleyway, or other public place, within said 
city, nor shall any street, at any time, be so occupied 
by any such material, for more than one-third of the 
width thereof, or longer than one montlt, without the 
written consent of the street commissioner, and all 
such materials shall be carefully piled up in such 
manner as to leave the gutter clear, by fourteen inches 
in width, and the depth of the curbstone, under a 
penalty of five dollars. 

Src. 2. No manure, dirt, filth or other substance of 
an offensive or unwholesome nature shall, at any time, 
be cast from any stable or other building, into or up- 
on any sidewalk, street, alleyway or other public place 
in said city, under the penalty of five dollars for each 
and every offense, and the cost of removing the same, 
together with the costs of prosecution, to be paid by 
the owner or occupant of any such stable or building, 
and the person casting the same severally and re- 
spectively each, to stand committed until the same is 
paid. 

Src. 3. No vacant. or other lots, shall be allowed 
to contain stagnant water, or other matter, of any of- 
fensive or unwholesome nature, or matter likely to be- 
come so; and the owner and occupant thereof, severally 
and respectively, on receiving notice thereof by the 
street commissioner, according to law, shall remove or 
abate the same according to said notice, or be liable 
to a penalty of five dollars, together with the costs of 
prosecution and of removing the same, each to stand 
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committed until the same is paid; and any person so 
casting any matter of an offensive or unwholesome na- 
ture, or matter likely to become so, shall be liable to 
a like penalty. 

Sec. 4. All dirt. ice, snow or other impediment 
falling or lodging in or upon any sidewalk or gutter 
shall, within twelve hours thereafter, be removed 
therefrom by the owner or occupant of the lot adjoin- 
ing the same (unless frozen so as to injure the flag- 
ging by such removal), under the penalty of two dol- 
lars, together with the costs of prosecution, and of 
removing the same for every twenty-four hours’ neglect 
or refusal so to do. 

No water or other matter shall, at any time, 
be cast or thrown from any window or door of any 
building in or upon any street, alley, sidewalk or other 
public place or lot of ground or other building, under 
the penalty of five dollars, together with the costs of 
prosecution and of removing the same, to be paid by 
the person so casting the same, who shall stand com- 
mitted until such penalty be paid.

and the council upon being satisfied of the truth of 
said report shall thereupon by resolution declare the 
existence of such nuisance and direct the street com- 
missioner to notify the owner or his agent to remove 
and abate the same forthwith, such notice to be in 
writing, and to specify the premises with clearness.

* The general government of the ‘‘Police,” is vested in the Board of 
Police Commissioners. 
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To suppress riots, disorderly and tumultuous assem- 
blies, vice and immorality and to provide for the 


punishment of offenders.

Srction 1. No person shall be engaged in any riot, 
disorderly or tumultuous assembly under the penalty 
of ten dollars for each and every offense. 

Src. 2. No person shall assault or in any way re- 
sist or incite others to resist any policeman or other 
officer of the law, engaged in endeavoring to quiet said 
riot or disperse said disorderly or tumultuous assem- 
bly, or arrest the parties engaged therein, under the 
penalty of twenty dollars for each and every offense. 

Src. 3. No person on the first day of the week, 
commonly called Sunday, shall play at foot ball, 
cricket, or engage in any other play, sport, pastime or 
diversion under the penalty of five dollars for each 
and every offense. 

Sec. 4. No person shall behave in a disorderly 
manner on the first day of the week, commonly called 
Sunday, under the penalty of ten dollars for each and 
every offense. 

Src. 5. No person shall become intoxicated or 
drunk by the excessive use of spirituous, vinous or 
other strong liquor, under the penalty of five dollars 
for each and every offense. 

Suc. 6. No person shall willfully and of purpose 
disquiet, interrupt or disturb any assembly of people 
met for religious worship, either by making a noise, 
or by rude and indecent behavior, or profane discourse, 
either within their place of worship or out of it, so 
near the same as to disturb the order and solemnity 
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of the meeting, under the penalty of twenty dollars 
for each and every offense.

To provide for the payment of pensions to members 
of the police force of the city of Hoboken, who 
may be retired by reasons of age, sickness or dis- 
ability. 


Whereas, By an act of the legislature of the state 
of New Jersey, entitled ‘“‘An act to authorize cities to 
provide for the pensioning of members of the police 
force, passed March 31st, 1885, it was made lawful 
for any city in this state, by general ordinance, to pro- 
vide for the payment of pensions to members of the 
police force on certain conditions; and 

Whereas, ‘'here are on the police force of this city 
policemen who have honorably served twenty years in 
said capacity, and are now incapacitated irom further 
service, or are likely to become so; now, therefore 


Lhe Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 


dain as follows: 


Secrion 1. That from and after the passing of this 
ordinance, each member of the police force of the city 
of Hoboken, who may be retired from active service 
by the board of police commissioners of said city by 
reason of incapacity or disability, brought on by age, 
and who shall have served honorably twenty years on 
said police force and shall have attained the age of 
sixty years, or who, although he may not have attain- 
ed said age, shall be retired by reason of disease con- 
tracted or injuries received while in active service on 
said police force which, in the judgment of the said 
board of police commissioners, render him unfit for 
further active service, shall be entitled to receive from 
the city of Hoboken as an annual pension during his 
natural life a sum equal to one-half of his annual sal- 
ary, Which pension shall also apply to the chief, aids 
and roundsmen, which money shall be paid to said 


o 
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retired member in equal monthly payments, and shall] 
be included in the requisition of the board of police 
commissioners every month, during the natural life of 
such retired member. 

Sec. 2. That whenever the board of police com- 
missioners shall certify to to the common council on 
or before the first Tuesday in April in each year, the 
name of every member of said police force who shall 
have been retired for any of the causes herein speci- 
fied, with the rank of said member, the date of his ad- 
mission as a regular officer on the police force, the 
date of his retirement and the amount of pension he 
may be entitled to receive in virtue herevf; a copy of 
said certificate shall be forwarded by the city clerk to 
the chairman of the board of tax commissioners of the 
city of Hoboken, at the first meeting of said board, and 
said pension or pensions, so certified, shall be included 
by said board of tax commissioners in the police ap- 
propriation of the tax levy of the ensuing fiscal year, 
for the support of the police department of this city. 

Sec. 3. That any such officer retired from active 
service, except those who have attained the age of 
sixty years, may be assigned to any light duty the 
police commissioners may see fit; such duty not to ex- 
ceed five hours a day. and for said light duty so per- 
formed they shall not be entitled to any extra com- 
pensation. 

Sec. 4. The permanent disability of any officer 
applying for retirement, except those who have served 
twenty years or are over sixty years of age, shall be 
certified to by three resident physicians of good 


- standing, one of whom shall be the city physician, 


who shall make careful examinations as to the condi- 
tion of the applicant so applying, and should they be 
of the opinion that such disability will not be per- 
manent, such applicant shall be compelled by order 
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of the police commissioners to undergo, from time to 
time, further examinations, when, if such examining 
physicians declare him fit and capable to do police 
duty, such pension shall cease to be paid. 

Sec. 5. And it shall be the duty « f the police com 
missioners to give all such persons, except those that 
have served as officers of the force, the preference of 
reinstatement in case of vacancies should they apply 
for the same, and if, in the opinion of the police com- 
missioners, their previous good record and deportment 
entitle them to the same.

The overseer of the poor shall have 
the exclusive care and charge of the poor in the city 
of Hoboken, and furnish relief to such as in his judg- 
ment are in circumstances to require it. 

He shall keep in a book to be provided for 
that purpose a record of the names of all applicants 
for relief, and those receiving relief, the amount given 
to each, and of all persons taken to the poorhouse or 
placed under the care of the city physician, which lst 
shall specify the age, sex, birth-place, residence and 
occupation of such person, and whether married or 
single, citizens or alieus, whether legally chargeable 
to the city, how long they have resided therein, the 
place from whence they came, and the time of their 
discharge or death. ! 

Sro. 3. He shall receive applications from persons 
seeking relief, and diligently and faithfully inquire 
into the circumstances and condition, and shell dis- 
tribute such sums.of money and such quantity of fuel 
or food to the out-door poor as their circumstances in 
his discretion require. 

Src. 4. No person shall be admitted into the poor- 
house without the written permission of the overseer 
of the poor, and if it shall appear that the applicant 
for admission is legally settled elsewhere, an entry 
thereof specifying the legal settlement of such per- 
sons shall be made in the register required by the 
second section of this ordinance. 

It shall be the duty of the overseer of the 
poor on receiving the report of the city physician of 
the sickness of any indigent person, to visit and in-

That at the end of each month the overseer 
of the poor shall make out and present to the council 
at their first regular meeting thereafter, a full and true 
account of all monies received and paid out by him 
during the month, and names of the persons relieved 
by him, and the amounts, whether in money or orders, 
severally bestowed upon them, and the balance, if any, 
remaining in his hands at the end of the month.

To authorize, license and permit the Hoboken and 
Weehawken Horse Railroad Company to lay 
tracks and run cars thereon in the City of Ho- 
boken.* 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 


dain as follows: 


SEcTIoN 1. That it shall and may be lawful, and h- 
cense and permission is hereby given 1o the Hoboken 
and Weehawken Horse Railroad Company and their suc- 
_cessors, to lay a double track of iron rails in the city of 
Hoboken, with proper turn-outs to connect with any 
other railroads or roads and to run rail cars thereon in 
the following streets, that is tosay: Commencing at or 
near the present ferry gates in Ferry street, and run- 
ning thence westerly along Ferry street to Washington 
street; thence northerly along Washington street and 
the future continuation thereof; prvvided, however, 
and this grant and authority being upon and with the 
following conditions and stipulations, to wit: That 
such double track shall be laid under the direction of 
the street commissioner and committee on streets and 
assessments, in or near the middle of said streest; that 


*In the year 1879, after the passage of this and the following ordinances 
concerning street railways, the Snpreme Court, on motion of the North 
Hudson County Railway Company. held, (1) That the city may pass ordin- 
ances requiring that horse railroad companies incorporated by the Leg- 
islature to make its tracks conform to grade; to keep the space between 
the rails in repair and to remove snow and the like, and such regulations 
as are reasonably necessary for the common use of the streets for a street 
railway and for other travel]. (2).. That the city bas no power to 
require a railroad company to pay a license fee as a tax fo revenue pur- 
poses, but that it has a right to exact a licen-e fee and compel the taking 
out of a license for the purposes cf regulation only. What the amount 
of that license should be is left to conjecture, but it is safe to assume 
that a reasonable fee for issuing licenses for street cars would he sus- 
tained as a legal exercise of the police power necessarily inherent in any 
municipal government. The exation of a fee of $15 and $25, specified

on said rails, nor any other motive power except horse 
power, Within the corporate limits of Hoboken; and 
further, that said rails or tracks shall not be used for 
any other purpose than the carrying of passengers, 
goods and merchandise. 
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Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the said company to 
provide and keep upon their horses attached to the 
cars, while in motion, suitable and proper bells to give 
warning of their approach, and that the cars shall not 
run at a greater speed than six miles an hour, and shall 
also provide and keep up proper lights and light up 
the same when the cars are run at night, and that in 
clearing ‘away or 1emoving the snow from said tracks, 
it shall be done in such a manner as not to interrupt 
the public travel upon the street, or to interfere with 
the rights and privileges of the occupants of property 
fronting on the street in which such tracks shail be 
laid, and thai no salt o: other melting substance shall 
be used for removing the snow. 

Sec. 3. That this grant is upon and with the fur-. 
ther conditions that the said Hoboken and Weehawken 
Horse Railroad Company shall run or cause to be run 
a car or cars for the carrying of passengers on such 
railroad every day each way on the arrival or depart- 
ure of every ferryboat, between the hours of six in the 
morning and ten at night, and that no car to be used 
on such railroad shall exceed twenty feet in length. 


Src. 4. That the said the Hoboken and Weehaw- 
ken Horse Railroad Company shall yearly and every 
year pay to the corporation of Hoboken aforesaid, the 
sum of fifteen dollars for every one-horse car, and 
twenty dollars for: every two-horse car which they 
shall run or cause to ve runon such tracks, as a license 
fee, and thereupon the said Railroad Company shall 
receive a proper license from the-mayor and council 
for each and every such car, for the period of one year 
accordingly. 

Sec. 5. That it shall not be lawful for the said the 
Hoboken and Weehawken Horse Railroad Company ° 
to charge, take or receive more than five cents fare 
for each passenger which they may carry on said rail- 
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road, between Eighth street and the Hoboken ferry 
gates, foot of Ferry street, and that said company 
shall sell to the citizens of Hoboken packages of 
twenty tickets at seventy-five cents each package. 

Src. 6. That itshall not be lawful for any person or 
persons to lay or deposit any building material or 
other substance in any of the streets through or along 
‘which said rails are hereby authorized to be laid 
within two feet of the track of such railroad, under a 
penalty of five dollars for each and every one hour 
that such building material or other substance, as 
aforesaid, are allowed to remain. Nor shall any offi- 
cer of the city grant permission, or permit, or allow 
any person or persons to lay or deposit any building 
material or other substance within the distance of two 
feet from such tracks, under the hke penalties. 

Src. 7. And be it further ordained that this grant 
is given and upon the further condition, that the said, 
The Hoboken and Weehawken Horse Railroad Com- 
pany shall, without delay, commence to lay tracks as 
in this ordinance, without any delay on their part, and 
that such tracks shall be laid and railroad cars run- 
ning thereon through the whole city, as aforesaid, on 
or before the first day. of October, 1860, and said cars 
shall continue to run on said tracks or rails every day 
thereafter, unless prevented by some lawful cause or 
impediment . 

Sec. 8. ‘hatin case the said railroad company 
shall neglect, or refuse to perform and observe any

penalty of ten dollars for each offense, to be forfeited 
and paid by the said railroad company or by the agent, 
conductor or driver, in whose charge such railroad car 
or other conveyance may be,severally and respectively. 

That in case the said mayor and council 
should, at any future time, grant to any other person 
or persons or company, a grant or privilege to run 
ears on the railroad tracks hereby authorized to be 
laid by the said, The Hoboken and Weehawken Horse 
Railroad Company, then it shall be specially incum- 
bent on the said, The Hoboken and Weehawken Horse 
Railroad Company to unite with such other person or 
persons, or company to whom such grant or permis- 
sion may be given, in making an agreement as to the 
terms and compensation to be paid to said Hoboken 
and Weehawken Horse Railroad Company for the

That whenever any permission shall 
hereafter be granted to any person or persons or cor- 
poration to lay railroad tracks and run rail cars there- 
on, in or over any street or highway within the city ; 
of Hoboken, such person or persons or corporations. 4 
shall be subject to the following licenses, condition 
and restriction that such track or tracks shall be laid 
under the direction of the street commissioner and 
committee on streets, that such rails shall be laid on 
the grades now established, and shall at all times con- 
form to such grades as shall hereafter be established 
by the council of said city; that every such person or 
persons or corporations shall keep in good repair 
under the like direction of the street commissioner 
and committee on streets and assessments, the space 
between the said rails, and two feet on each side of 
the outer rails; and that in the construction of any 
sewer or sewers, or repairing or laying any drain 
pipe, water pipes or gas pipes, or in repairing, alter- 
ing or grading of streets through which any such per- 
mission shall be given, the council reserve the use of 
such streets for the purpose of making any of the 
aforesaid improvements or repairs, and that no ex- 
pense attending the removal or replacing of the rails 
for the purpose of making such improvements or re- 
pairs shall be borne by the city or the owners of prop- 
erty along the line of any such street. 
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*Under the police power ‘‘to license and regulate” car companies, the 
council may impose such reasonable conditions as they may see fit, 
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Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the said person or 
persons or corporation, and also of every company 
which has heretofore laid rails through any of the 
_ Streets of said city for the purpose of running horse 
cars thereon, to provide and keep upon their horses, 
attached to the cars while in motion, suitable and 
proper bells to give warning of their approach, and 
the cars shall not run at a greater speed than six miles 
an hour, and shall also provide and keep up proper 
lights, and light the same when the cars are run at 
night, and that in clearing away or removing the snow 
or ice in and from said tracks, it shall be done in such 
a manner as not to interrupt the public travel upon 
the street, or to interfere with the rights and privileges 
of the occupants of property fronting on the street in 
which such track shall be laid, and that no salt or 
any other melting substance shall be used for remoy- 
ing the snow. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of said person or per- 
sons or corporation, and also of every company which 
has heretofore laid rails through any of the streets of 
said city for the purpose of running horse cars there- 
on, to run or cause to be run a car or cars for the car- 
rying of passengers on such railroads, every day each 
way, every half hour, from between the hours of six 
in the morning and ten at night. 

Src. 4. It shall be the duty of said person or per- 
sons or corporation, and also of every company which 
has heretofore laid rails through any of the streets of 
said city for the purpose of running horse cars there- 
on, to pay yearly and every year to the corporation 
~ of Hoboken aforesaid, the sum of fifteen dollars for 
every one-horse car, and twenty-five dollars for every 
two-horse car which they shall run or cause to be run 
on such track as a license fee; and thereupon the said 
person or persons, or railroad company shall receive a 
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proper license from the mayor and council for each 
and every such car for the period of one year, accord- 
ingly; said license shall take date from the first Mon- 
day in June of each year, and the city clerk shall be 
entitled to receive and demand the sum of one dollar 
for each license granted as aforesaid. 

Sec. 5. “hat the said person or persons, or ecr- 
poration shall not charge, take or receive more than 
five cents fare for each passenger they may carry with- 
in the limits of the city of Hoboken, and such person 
or persons, or corporation shall sell to citizens of Ho- 
boken packages of twenty-five tickets at seventy-five 
cents for each package. 

Src. 6. No railroad car or other cars used by any 
‘person or persons, or corporations, or railroad com- 
pany, on their said tracks shall encumber or obstruct 
any sidewalk or crosswalk, or any street in the city of 
Hoboken, for a longer period than is absolutely ne- 
cessary for the safe and expeditious discharge or ad- 
mittance of passengers only, under the penalty of ten 
dollars for each offense, to be forfeited and paid by 
the said person or persons, or corporation, or railroad 
company, or by the agent, conductor or driver in whose 
charge such railroad car or other conveyance may be, 
severally and respectively. 

Sec. 7. That the said person or persons, or corpo- 
ration, or railroad company shall at «ll times keep an 
office within the city of Hoboken for the purpose of 
transacting their business. 

Src. 8. No disturbance or disorderly conduct shall 
be allowed by the person or persons, corporation or 
railroad company owning any railroad car or other 
car, upon the same, while passing through any street 
of the city of Hoboken, under the penalty of ten dol- 
lars for each offense, to be forfeited and paid by such

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AN ORDINANCE 
Relating to sewers and drains. 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 
dain as follows: 


SecTIon 1. That all public sewers and drains 
within the city of Hoboken, and all connections made 
therewith shall be constructed, made and kept in 
repair, under the general supervision of the street 
commissioner and the committee of the council on 
sewers. 

Src. 2. That all openings into any sewer or drains 
for the purpose of making a connection therewith, 
from any dwelling, house, cellar, vault, yard or other 
premises, shall be made by persons licensed by the 
mayor and council, in writing, to perform such work. 

Src. 3. Every person who shall be licensed as pro- 
vided in the second section, shall, before receiving 
such license, execute a bond to the mayor and council 
of the city of Hoboken, in the sum of two hundred and 
fifty dollars, with one or more sufficient sureties to be 
approved by the said mayor and council, conditioned 
that he will faithfully, skilifully and carefully make 
the opening into any sewers and drains, in such man- 
ner as may from time to time be prescribed by ordi- 
nance or street commissioner, without injuring them; 
that he will leave no obstruction of, any description 
whatever, therein; that he will properly close up the 
sewer or drain around the opening made by him, and 
make no opening into the arch of any sewer or drain, 
that he will faithfully comply with this ordinance in 
relation to excavating the streets, to be responsible 
for any damages or injuries that may occur to per- 
sons, animals, property, by reason of any neglect or 
carelessness on his part connected with said work and 
indemnify the corporation against such damages and 
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costs, that he will properly refit and ram the earth in 
the excavation and restore the pavement taken up for 
excavating, and repave the same, should it settle or 
become out of order-within six months thereafter, or if 
he fail to do so within twenty-four hours after being 
notified thereof, that it may be repaved by the corpor- 
ation at his expense. 

Sec. 4. The manner of piercing or opening into 
any of the public sewers or drains, and the form, size 
and materials of which connections therewith shall be 
composed, shall be as follows: 

1. Every opening or aperture shall be of a circular 
form, and shall not be less than four inches in diame- 
ter, nor more than eight inches in diameter, and shall 
be composed of iron or cement drain pipe, and such 
pipe shall not vary in diameter for at least two feet 
from the outside of the arch of the sewer or drain. 

2. All openings into any sewer or drain shall be 
made at right angles with the line of the sewer, and 
shall not have more than three inches of ascent or 
grade for at least two feet from the outside of the arch. 

3. Every insertion shall be made even with the in- 
side surface of the sewer, and shall not project be- 
yond the inside surface nor be made above the head- 
ing course in the spring of the arch. 

_ 4 The street must be opened and the paving 
stones and earth deposited in a manner that will 

occasion the least inconvenience to the public, and 

provide for the passage of water along the gutters. 

5. The paving and flagging are to be restored to at 
least as good condition as previous to the excavation, 
and the paving must be done by a paver who under- 
stands his business, and in refilling the trench the same 
earth shall be replaced as was taken out, and in case of 
rock excavation, the trench shall be refilled with good — 
earth. 


———. .. 
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6. No street shall be opened, nor addition or alter- 
ation made about any public sewer, pipe or drain, 
without previous permission has been obtained from 
the committee on sewers. 

7. Every pipe or drain leading from any privy or 
vaul, where night soil is deposited, shall be made at 
least two feet above the bottom of such privy or vault. 

8. Every pipe or drain leading from any boarding 
house or other premises into any sewer, shall have at 
the opening into such sewer, or some other place 
therein, an iron grating of not more than one inch 
between the bars, so as to entirely prevent any solid 
substance trom being carried into any sewer. 

SEc. 5. No person shall be licensed as provided for 
in this ordinance, unless he shall be known to the 
mayor and council at the time, as a person regularly 
educated to the business of a mason or plumber, and 
in every way qualified to receive a license; any and 
every person so licensed shall be subject to the follow- 
ing qualifications, and shall observe the following rules 
and regulations: 

1. He must be a citizen of the United States, actu- 
ally residing in the city of Hoboken, at the time he 
applies for such license. 

2. Atthe time of receiving the Jicense the party’ 
shall file a bond in accordance with the provisions of 
this ordinance. 

3. Every mason or plumber receiving his license, 
shall have recorded in the city clerk’s office, his resi- 
dence, place of business, the name under which the 
business is transacted, and shall immediately notify 
the street commissioner of every change of either 
thereafter. Removal from the city shall operate asa 
forfeiture of license. 

4. Applications for permits must be made by the 
party employed to do the work, and must be made to 
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the street commissioner, and such application must 
state the location of the premises, name of the owner, 
size of the pipe and drain, number of buildings to be 
connected, and how occupied. 

5. No plumber or mason shall allow his name _ to 
be used by any other party, or either for the purpose 
of obtaining permits or doing any other work under 
his license. 

6. All permits shall be given by the street com- 
missioner and the committee on sewers. 

7. Any plumber or mason, who shall be guilty ofa 
violation of any of the preceeding regulations, or of this 
or any other of the ordinances of the corporation, will 
be immediately deprived of his license, or the same 
may be revoked at the pleasure of the council. 

Sxc. 6. The council, on application for that purpose 
may grant permission to persons to construct at their 
own expense, sewers or drains, or to lay pipes to con- 
nect with any sewers or drains built in any of the pub- 
lic streets or highways of the city, which they may 
deem proper and judicious, on being furnished by the 
applicants with the written consent of the owners of the 
property, through which or upon the street through 
which such sewer drain or pipes are to pass, as the 
‘ case may be, but such permission shall not be granted 
except upon the agreement, in writing, of the persons 
apllying therefor, that they shall comply with the 
ordinances of the city of Hoboken, in relation to ex- 
cavating the streets, that they will indemnify the cor- 
poration for any damages or costs to which they may 
be put by reason of injuries resulting from neglect or 
carelessness, in performing the work so permitted, that 
no claim be made by them or their successors in inter- 
est against the corporation if the work so permitted 
be taken up by authority of the council, nor exemption 
from assessment for building sewers and drains in the 
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vicinity of their property; provided, however, that 
nothing in this section contained shall be construed as 
to authorize or permit any person or persons to make 
any connection with any sewer from any house, build- 
ing or other premises (other than such houses, build- 
ings and premises) as are fronting on the line of the 
street where the sewer into which such connection is 
built and located, or buildings erected on the same lot 
directly fronting on such street. 

Sec. 7. No connection shall be made with any 
sewer or drain without the written permission of the 
street commissioner ana the committee on sewers, and 
if any connection, opening or aperture shall be made 
into any sewer or drain without such permission, or in 
a manner different from the mode prescribed for such 
opening as in the ordinance provided; the person or 
persons making the same, and the owner or occupant 
of the premises directing it to be made shall severally 
and respectively forfeit and pay the sum of fifty dol- 
lars for every such offense. 


Suc. 8. All permissions given by the street commis- 
Sioner and committee on sewers, to connect with sew- 
ers and drains, and all sewers, drains or pipes con- 
structed and laid by permission of the council, as pro- 
vided for in the sixth section of this ordinance, to con- 
nect with any sewers or drains in any of the streets or 
highways of the city, shall be upon the express condi- 
tion that the council of the city of Hoboken may, at 
any time, revoke and annul the same, and the persons 
making such connections or their successors in inter- 
est, shall have no right to demand or claim any dam- 
ages in consequence of such permission being revoked 
and annulled. 

Src. 9. Five dollars shall be paid to the street com- 
missioner, and by him to the city treasurer, for per- 
mission to connect with each dwelling, house, store, or 
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building, covering not more than twenty-five feet front- 
age, nor less than eighteen feet frontage, each hotel, 
boarding house or public building, covering more 
ground than twenty-five feet by fifty feet shall pay 
proportionally for such additional space of ground 
covered by each respectively: 

Manufactories, distilleries, breweries and the like, 
for permission to connect with any sewers or drains 
for the purpose of carrying off water or fluid that will 
not deposit sediment or obstructions shall pay such 
sums as shall be fixed and determined by the com- 
mittee on sewers, under the direction of the council; 
all payments for permits as aforesaid shall be made 
to the street commissioner, who shall pay the same to 
the city treasurer, taking his receipt for the same in 
a book provided for that purpose, prior to the delivery 
of the same to the person or persons making applica- 
tion. 

Src. 10. No owner or occupant of any dwelling, 
house, store or other building, or of any manufactory, 
brewery, distillery or the like, having permission to 
connect with any sewer or drain as aforesaid, shall 
permit any substance to flow into any sewer or drain, 
or receiving basin, which shall form a deposit that. 
tends tu fill said sewer, drain or receiving basin, un- 
der the penalty of thirty dollars for each offense. 

Src. 11. Nobutchevr’s offal or garbage, dead animals, 
vegetable matters, or obstructions of any kind what- 
ever, shall be placed, thrown or deposited, in any re- 
ceiving basin or sewer, and any person so offending 
or causing any such obstruction or substance to be 
placed, so as to be carried off into such receiving basin 
or sewer, and any person who shall injure, break or 
remove any portion of any receiving basin covering 
flag, manhole, vent or any part of any sewer or drain- 
or who shall obstruct the flow of water in any sewer 
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or drain or water course in the city of Hoboken, shall 
forfeit and pay twenty-five dollars for each and every 
offense. 

Src. 12. That the street commissioner, or such 
other person as may be empowered or authorized by 
the council, shall, and is hereby authorized and di- 
rected at all times during proper business hours, to — 
enter upon any and all premises and houses within 
the limits of Hoboken, for the purpose of examining 
into and ascertaining that the provisions of this or- 
dinance are strictiy complied with and not violated in 
any manner by any person or persons making any 
connections with any sewer or using such sewer in any 
way under this ordinance. 

Src. 13. The city treasurer shall keep an account 
open, known as the sewer cleaning and repairing fund, 
he shall place all moneys received for permits to the 
credit of said fund, and no menies shall be paid out of 
said fund, except it shall be for cleaning or repairing 
sewers. ;

ken, any steam, gas or noxious fluid or vapor which 
may be used in the manufacturing of any article or 
liquid, under the penalty of twenty-five dollars for 
every such offense.

Sro. 2. That whenever in the opinion of the com- 
mittee on sewers any noxious, unwholesome or dis- 
agreeable matter, fluid or thing is being discharged, 
emitted or ejected into any of the public sewers in the 
streets of the city of Hoboken, which may be detri- 
mental to the durability and proper condition of said 
Sewer, or injurious, detrimental to the property or the 
residents on the line of said sewer, the said street 
commissioner shall give to the party or parties, cor- 
poration or corporations causing the said matter, fluid 
or thing to be discharged as aforesaid, five days’ writ- 
ten notice to cease and abate the same, and if at the 
end of said period of five days the same be not abated 
and caused to cease, the party so offending shall, on 
the complaint of the street commissioner before the 
recorder or acting recorder, be liable to a fine of twen- 
ty-five dollars, and ten dollars per day for every day 
that the said nuisance shall remain unabated after the 
imposition of said fine.

To provide for the construction of receiving basins in 
the streets of the city of Hoboken.

That receiving basins to connect with 
any public or private drain or sewer in the city of 
Hoboken, may be built and constructed at such times 
and places as the council of said city may deem neces- 
sary and proper, and shall by resolution direct. 

Sec. 2. Thatall the damages, costs, charges and ex- 
penses of making, building and constructing any such 
receiving basin or basins, shall be assessed upon 
lands and property benefitted thereby, and shall be 
and remain a hen thereon, and the payment thereof 
enforced in the manner provided by the charter of 
said city. 

Sec. 8. That the building and constructing of such 
receiving basins shall be done under the direction of 
the committee on streets and assessments.

Relating to streets.” 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken 
do ordain as follows: 


SecTion 1. That the several streets and public 
alleys in the city of Hoboken, shall be known by the 
names mentioned and designated respectively, on the 
map of Hoboken, made by Charles Loss, and filed in 
the clerk’s office of the county of Bergen, except the 
street marked and named on said map, “Philadelphia 
Post Road,” which shall be hereafter known and 
called ‘‘Newark street,” and that the public alley, 
running between Washington and Hudson streets, 
shall be called ‘‘Court street;” that the most south- 
erly street now open and leading to the ferry and run- 
ning east and west shall ve known by the name of 
Ferry street. 

Suc. 2. That River street shall extend and run 
from Third street, on the south to Fourth street, and 
from Fifth street to the stone wall of Edwin A. Stev- 
ens, on the north, until further opened, by the owner 
or owners of the premises along the line thereof, for 
public use, and shall not be less than sixty feet wide. 
No court-yard on either side of said street shall ex- 
tend into the same beyond the distance of thirteen 
feet (13). 

Src. 38. That Hudson street shall extend and run 
from Ferry street, on the south to Seventh street, on 
the north as now laid out, and shall not be less than 


e 

*The power of the mayor and council over streets and sidewalks is next 
to that of the legislature, supreme. In granting the use of streets for 
corporation privileges, therefore, such as street cars, telegraph, tele- 
phone, electric light, etc., it has power to exact such conditions from the 
licensee as will enure not only to the interest of the city itself, but to the 
interest of the citizens. It cannot license a nuisance, nor can it by a 
license take from the citizen the right to damages to his business or 
property resulting from granting the privileges of the streets or side- 
walks for any extraordinary use, 
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eighty feet wide at any point, and that no court-yard 
on either side thereof shall extend into said street be- - 
yond the distance of eighteen feet (18). 

Suc. 4. That Washington street shall extend from 
Ferry street, on the south, to Seventh street, on the 
north as now laid out, and shall not be less than one 
hundred feet wide at any point, and that no court-yard 
on either side thereof shall extend into said street be- 
yond the distance of fifteen feet (15). 

Src. 5. That Ploomfield street and Garden street, 
shall each extend and run from Newark street. on the 
south to Seventh street on the north,,and shall each 
be not less than sixty-five feet wide at any point, and 
that no court-yard on either side of any of said two 
streets shall extend into the same beyond the distance 
of twelve feet in Bloomfield street, and eleven feet six 
inches in Garden street. 

Src. 6. That Meadow street shall extend and run 
from Newark street on the south to Fourth street, and 
from Fifth to Seventh street, and shall not be less 
than sixty-five feet wide at .any point, and that no 
court-yard on either side thereof shall extend into the 
same beyond the distance of eleven feet six inches. 


Src. 7. That Newark, First and Second streets 
shall each run and extend from Hudson street to the 
line ditch, which separates the lands of the Hoboken 
- Land and Improvement Company from the meadow, 
and that Third, Fourth, Fifth and Sixth streets shall 
each run and extend from River street to said ditch, 
and that Seventh street shall run and extend from 
Hudson street tosaid ditch; that each of the said streets 
mentioned in this section shall not be less at any 
point than fifty feet wide, and that no court-yard on 
either side of any said last mentioned streets shall 
extend into the same beyond a distance of six feet and 
six inches. 
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Sec. 8, That Ferry street shall extend and run as 
now established and laid out, until otherw.se extended 
and dedicated to public use, and shall not be less 
at any point, where now laid out and established than 
one hundred feet wide, and that no court-yard on 
either side thereof shall extend into said street beyond 
the distance of fifteen (15) feet. 

Sec. 9. That Court street shall run and extend 
from Newark street to Seventh street, and shal be not 
less at any poini than twenty feet wide, and that no 
part or portion thereof shall be used or apporpriated 
for courtyards, or any other purpose whatever, except 
for a public street or highway. . 

Sec. 10. That if any person or persons shall use or 
appropriate any part or portion of any of the said 
streets above mentioned for any court-yard beyond the 
limits in the foregoing sections mentioned, or shall 
put up or maintain any court-yard where none is al- 
lowed by this ordinance, or shall use or occupy any of 
said streets, for any purpose whatever, except as com- 
mon and puble streets and highways, every such per- 
son or persons shall be hable to a penalty of five dol- 
lars for every twenty-four hours he, she or they shall 
So use or occupy any such street or streets after no- 
tice, in writing, to remove, abate or restore. or put 
such street or streets in the same condition as the 
same was or were before such use or occupancy, 
as the case may be, shall be served on him, her or 
them, or posted up, where the act complained of exists 
or occurs, by the street commissioner. 


Sec. 11. That every court-yard fence which may 
hereafter be erected in or upon any public street shall 
be not more than five feet high, and shall be made of 
slats, rails or bars, not less than two and one-half inches 
apart, under the penalty of two dollars for every 
twenty-four hours that any person or persons shall 
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keep or maintain the same, and that it shall be lawful 
for the council, by resolution, to direct that any and all 
court-yard fences which may be erected at the time of 
the passage of this ordinance, and not in conformity 
with the foregoing provisions, be removed or made in 
conformity with the foregoing provisions; and if any 
person shall neglect or refuse to remove, or cause to 
be removed, or made in conformity with the above 
provisions, such fence within ten days after a copy of 
such resolution shall be served on him or her, he, she, 
or they, shall be liable to a penalty of two dollars for 
every twenty four hours such neglect or refusal shall 
continue. 

Sec. 12. That it shall and may be lawful for the 
council at any time to require by resolution any per- 
son or persons to grade or cause to be graded. any 
and all court-yards opposite his, her, or their prem- 
ises, to within the level of the sidewalk along the 
same (if such sidewalk be flagged); a copy of such 
resolution shall be served upon the person or persons 
whose duty it may be to grade the same, or left at his 
or her place of abode, or in case of non residence 
posted on the premises where such grading is required 
to be done. That it shall be the duty of the owner or 
occupant of such premises to cause such court-yard to 
be graded to within at least two feet of the line of 
the toaeik along the same, within such time as may 
be specified in such resolution, under the penalty of 
two dollars for every twenty-four hours’ neglect. 


Sno. 13. No court-yard shall be used for any pur- 
pose whatever, except for an open ornamental space; 
and if any person or persons shall use or occupy any 
court-yard on the space or spaces in this ordinance al- 
lowed in the several streets for that purpose, or shall 
put, place, keep or maintain any substance or thing 
whatever, in any court-yard or in any of the spaces al-

lowed for that purpose in this ordinance, except orna- 
mental trees, flowers or plants, every such person or 
persons shall be lable to a penalty of five dollars for 
every twenty-four hours he, she or they shall so put, 
place, keep or maintain such substance or thing in any 
court-yard or space aforesaid; provided, however, that 
nothing in this section contained shall be so construct- 
ed as to prevent or in any way interfere with the build- 
ing of any vaults or other erections under such court- 
yards or spaces atoresaid, as have been heretofore 
generally erected and allowed. 

Seo. 14. If any person or persons shall take up or 
remove any paving, curb, gutters or flagging or other 
matter fixed or laid in or on any of the public streets 
or highways or sidewalks in said city, without the con- 
sent of the street commissioner or the committee on - 
streets and assessments first had and obtained for 
that purpose, he, she or they shall be liable to a pen- 
alty of ten dollars for each and every such offense. 

Src. 15. If any person or persons shall carelessly 
or willfully break, injure or destroy any curb, gutter, 
flageing, bridgestone or any other matter set, laid or 
fixed in any of the public streets, lanes, alleys or pub- 
lic grounds in the said city, he she or they shall be 
liable to a penalty of ten dollars for each and every 
such offense. 

Src 16. If any person or persons shall break or 
injure any lamp or lamp-posts set, laid or placed or 
standing in any public street, lane or alley or public 
eround in said city, or shall cut, girdle or in any way 
injure any tree or trees, set, placed, standing or grow- 
ing in any public streets or public grounds in said city, 
he, she or they shall be liable to a penalty of ten dol- 
lars for each and every such offense. 

Sec. 17. That every person having or keeping any 
slide or scuttle-hole, or other aperture, or opening in 
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any public street or sidewalk in said city, shall keep 
the same properly coveredand securely fastened, and 
if any person or persons shall neglect or refuse to 
keep such slide or scuttle-hole or other aperture or 
opening tightly covered and securely fastened, he, she 
or they, shall be liable to a penalty of five dollars for _ 
every twenty-four hours he, she or they shall neglect 
or refuse to do so. 

Seo. 18. That if any person or persons shall put, 
place, lay, keep or maintain in any public street, lane, 
alley, sidewalk, pubhe ground or court-yard, or in any 
of the spaces in the foregoing sections of this ordi- 
nance allowed for court-yards any lime, sand, lumber, 
building materials, or any other substance, matter or 
thing whatsoever, without the consent of the street 
commissioners and a majority of the committee on 
streets and assessments for that purpose, first had and. 
obtained, every such person or persons shall be liable 
to a penalty of five dollars for every twenty-four hours. 
he, she or they shall keep or maintain, or suffer or 
permit to remain such hme, sand, lumber or other 
matter or thing aforesaid, in any of the streets or 
places aforesaid, and shall be further liable in addi- 
tion to said penalty to pay all costs and damages that 
may accrue, arise or come to any persou or persons 
by reason of any of the matters or things aforesaid; 
- provided however, that the street commissioner and a 
majority of the committee on streets and assessments 
shall in no case grant any such permission or license 
to any person or persons for a longer period than one 
month at one time, except in such cases where build- 
ings are being erected, the said street commissioner 
and the majority of the committee on streets and as- 
sessments shall exercise discretionary power, but shall 
not grant a permit for a longer period than four months 
at any one time; and provided further, that no such 
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permission as aforesaid shall in any case be granted, 
unless upon the express condition that the person ob- 
taining such permission shall keep the gutter along 
the sidewalk clean and unincumbered to the breadth 
of two feet, and that such materials shall not «ccupy 
more than one-third of the carriage-way in width, and 
be not more than ten feet in height, and not longer 
than the width of the premises in front, upon which 
such materials are intended to be used, and further, 
that the person accepting such permit, will be lable 
for all damages by reason of carelessness or accident 
on account «f such materials being so placed as afore- 
said. 

Sec. 19. That every person or persons having or 
owning any vacant lot or lots fronting or facing 
on any street or public grounds in said city, which 
is or shall be more than two feet lower than the grade 
of such street or public ground, or upon which any 
cellar, basement or other excavation is or shall be 
made of over two feet deep, shall fence or enclose the 
same with a proper and substantial fence or other en- 
closure at least three feet high, and every person or 
persons who shall neglect or refuse to put up, keep 
and maintain such fence or enclosure shall be liable 
to a penalty of three dollars for every twenty-four 
hours he, she or they shall so neglect or refuse, after 
notice, in writing, by the street commissioner, request- 
ing and requiring them to do so, has been served on 
him, her or them. 

Sec. 20. That there shall be allowed to each and 
every person or persons owning any lots or lot front- 
ing on any of said streets, a space of three feet as an 
area way for the purpose of an entrance into and out 
of his, her or their house or houses, anything in this 
ordinance contained to the contrary notwithstanding, 
which said three feet shall be measured from the line 
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of such house or houses fronting on any of said streets. 

Src.21. Thatthe several penalties mentioned inthe 
tenth, eleventh, twelfth, seventeenth, eighteenth see- 
tions of this ordinance may be sued for and enforced 
as well against the teunant or tenants, occupier or occu- 
piers of the premises where any of the offense therein 
mentioned shal! be committed, done or suffered as 
against the owner or owners thereof. 

Src. 22. That if any person or persons shall put, 
place, lay, keep or maintain any article or thing men- 
tioned in the eighteenth section of this ordinance, or 


any othe: substance, matter or thing whatever, in or 
on any public street, lane, alley or public square in 
said city. or in or on any court-yard, sidewalk or any 
of the spaces by this ordinance allowed for court- 
yards, without the consent of a majority of the com- 
mittee on streets and assessments and street commis- 
sioner first had and obtained as herein before men- 
tioned, it shall be the duty of the street commissioner 
forthwith to serve a notice, in writing, upon the per- 
son or persons, or their agents or servants, having, 
keeping or suffering or maintaining any of the said 
matters, things or substances aforesaid, all of which 
are hereby declared encumbrances on said streets, 
sidewalks or court-yards. requiring him, her or them 
to remove such incumbrance within the space of six 
days from the day of the service thereof, that if such 
person or persons shall neglect or refuse to remove 
such encumbrance within the time limited in said no- 
tice, it shall be the duty of the street commissioner, 
by and with the consent, in writing, of a majority of 
the committee on streets and approved by the mayor, 
to'take and remove such encumbrances to one of the 
public squares of said city, if the same should be of 
any value, but if of no value, then to take and remove 
the same to some proper place other than any of the 
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said public squares: that if such encumbrance be of 
any value as aforesaid. the said street commissioner 
shall advertise the said substance or thing so removed 
to such public square, by notices put up in five of the 
most public places in said city, at least five days be- 
fore such sale; that at the time mentioned in said 
notices, if such substance or thing be not previously 
claimed by the owner thereof, and all costs and 
charges of removal and advertising paid by him, in 
which case such substance or thing shall be delivered 
up and restored to him, or her or them, the said street 
commissiouer shall proceed to sell the same at public 
sale to the highest bidder, and out of the monies aris- 
ing from such sale, the said street commissioner shall 
first pay and satisfy all costs, charges and expenses 
of such removal, and the cost and charges of advertis- 
ing and selling the same. and the balance, if any, 
shall be paid into the city treasury, there to remain 
for the use of the owner or owners, or persons entitled 
to receive the same, if called for within six months; 
if not so called for then to be forfeited to the said 
city. 

Sec. 23. Thatin case the sum realized by such 
sale as is mentioned in the last preceding section, 
should be insufficient to pay all costs, charges and ex- 
penses of such removal, advertising and sale, or if the 
matter, substance or thing so removed, be of no value, 
then, and in either case, the party or parties, whose 
duty it was to remove.the said encumbrance, shall be 
liable to pay the difference or balance remaining un- 
satisfied by such sale, or the whole costs and charges, 
in case the encumbrance is of no value, in addition to 
any penalty or penalties mentioned and prescribed by 
this or any other ordinance of this city. 

Src. 24. That the notice mentioned in the twenty- 
second section of this ordinance, in case the parties 
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to be served therewith cannot be found, may be served 
by leaving the same at their residence, or if they have 
no residence in this city, or agent, or servant, thereby 
posting such notice up at or near where such encum- 
brance exists. 

Sec 25. ‘That every person or persons, owning or 
occupying any lot or lots of land fronting on any of the 
pubhe streets, in said city, shall at all times keep the 
sidewalk and gutters opposite his, her or their prem- 
ises swept, clean and clear the snow, ice and other im- 
pediments from the same, and if any person or per- 
sons shall neglect or refuse either to keep the side 
walks and gutters opposite his, her or their premises 
swept and clean or clear of the snow, ice aud other 
impediments from the same, as aforesaid. he, she or 
they shall be liable to a penalty of four dollars for 
every twenty-four hours that shall elapse during the 
time such neglect or refusal shall continue, and the 
occupant shall in all eases be liable to such penalty 
in the same manner as if he, she or they were the 
owner or owners of such premises. 


Src. 26. ‘that the council may at any time grant 
to any owner or owners of lots the privilege of pro- 
longing the time for grading or excavating any street 
or alley, if in their judgment it is deemed advisable, 
and if such privilege is granted, the provisions of this 
ordinance shall not be enforced for the time being, so 
far as such privilege has been granted and no further. 


Src. 27. All ordinances and parts of ordinances 
inconsistent with the provisions of this ordinance, are 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 28. That the provisio s of this ordinance 
shall extend to and bein force within all that part of 
said city known as the lamp, water and police dis- 
trict, and no further; and anything in the foregoing

Relating to numbering the streets. 
Lhe Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 
dain as follows; 


Section 1. That the council shall appoint a com- 
petent person, whose duty it shall be, under the di- 
rection and control of the committee on streets and 
assessments, to number the several houses and lots in 
the city in the following manner, viz.: In all streets 
running northerly, he shall commence at the southerly 
end of the street, making the southeasterly corner 
number one, the southwesterly corner number two, 
and thus proceed alternately through the streets; in 
all streets running westerly he shall commence at 
the easterly end of the streets, making the southwest- 
erly corner number one, the northeasterly corner num- 
ber two, and thus proceed alternately through the 
streets; he shall give each house a number, and each 
vacant lot for every twenty-five feet width or less, a 
number; he shall also prepare a book, in which shall 
be shown the number of division in each block, and 
the street number of the division, which book shall be 
delivered by him to the city clerk within thirty days 
after his appointment. He shall also, when required 
by resolution of the council, under the direction 
and control of the committee on streets and assess- 
ments. place on the corner of the various streets, a 
sign with the name of the street and the number of 
the house, to which it is attached. 

Src. 2. That the person appointed as above men- 
tioned, shall receive such compensation as shall be 
provided for by a resolution of the council passed at 
the time of his appointment. | 

Src. 3. That the names cf all parts of: streets 
known as places are hereby vacated, and the person 
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appointed as above mentioned shall pay no regard to 
them in numbering the said streets. 

Sec. 4. That whenever the council may require the 
same by resolution, it shall be the duty of the street 


commissioner to notify in writing the owner or occu- | 


pant of each house or lot, personally, of the number 
of such house or lot, as laid down in the book afore- 
said. 

Sec. 5. The owner or occupant of every house is 
hereby required within twenty days from the time of 
his receiving the notice from the street commissioner 
as aforesaid, to place and keep in some conspicuous 
place upon the front of his or her house. the number 
of the same, making each figure at least two inches 
long and one and one-half inches wide, and upon all 
houses hereafter built, the owners of the same _ shall 
place the number thereof, in the manner preseribed as | 
aforesaid, within twenty days from the time of 
such house being first occupied.

For every neglect to comply with the fore- 
going sections, the owner or occupant shall forfeit and

The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do

Srecrion 1. That the council of said city, may, by 
resolution, authorize the committee on streets, on 
the terms and in the manner herein specified, to grant 
permits for the construction of vaults in the streets of 
the city of Hoboken, provided, in their opinion, no in- 
jury will come to the public thereby. 

Src. 2. That applicants for permits must state the 
name of the owner of the premises in front of which 
the vault is proposed to be built, the purpose for 
which the vault is intended to be used, the number of 
. square feet to be occupied by the vault (including its 
walls), and the proposed length and width of the 
same, and at the time of making their appleation, 
deposit with the city treasurer the following sums, viz: 
If said vault is attached to a private dwelling, twenty 
cents for every square foot of space occupied by said 
vault. If said vault is attached to a shop or store, or 
is used for any business purpose, forty cents for every 
square foot of space as aforesaid. And when re- 
quired by said committee, said applicant shall execute 
a bond with sufficient sureties to save the city harm- 
less from all costs and damages arising from any ac- 
cident or injury to any person, or in any manner 
arising from, or connected with the building of said 
vault. 

Seo. 3. That no permit shall be granted for the 
construction of avy vault beyond the line of the side- 
walk or curbstone, unless the said mayor and council 
shall first, by resolution, specifically permit the same 
to be granted, and every permit shall particularly 
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state the situation, shape and size of said vault, and 
the purpose for which it is to be used. 

Suc. 4. That any person constructing a vault in 
said city, without first obtaining a permit therefor, or 
constructing said vault in a manner different from 
that specified in said permit, or shall occupy a greater 
space therefor than named in the permit, he shall for- 
feit and pay a penalty of fifty dollars therefor; and 
every person maintaining, using or occupying said 
vault, or any part thereof, where tue same shall have 
been constructed in violation of this ordinance, shall 
forfeit and pay the sum of fifty dollars for each and 
every day he so maintains, uses or occupies the same. 

Sec. 5. That before said vault shall be used by 
any person, the applicant shall file with the city clerk 
a certified measurement by one of the city surveyors 
of the ground occupied by said vault before the same 
is covéred, and including in said measurement the 
walls of said vault, and pay the city treasurer any 
further sum that may be necessary to pay for any 
number of square feet beyond those named in the ap- 
pleation. 

Src. 6. That during the time of constructing said 
vault, a lamp or lantern shall be kept burning by said 
applicant during the whole of every night, which shall 
be so placed as to cast its hght upon the opening, un- 
der a penalty of ten dollars for every night of failure 
so to do, and the owner or occupant of said premises 
shall both be hable to said penalty. 

Src. 7. That every vault must be completed and 
the ground closed over it within three weeks after it is 
commenced, under the penalty of five dollars for each 
day it may thereafter remain uninclosed, and the ap- 
plicant and owner of said vault shall both be liable 
thereto.

AN ORDINANCE 


Amending an ordinance entitled, “An ordinance, re- 


lating to streets,” approved June ninth, eighteen 


hundred and fifty-eight. 


The Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken do or- 
dain as follows: 


Secrion 1. That it shall be the duty of every 
owner of a lot or parcel of land, in the city of Hobo- 
ken, on any street now opened and used, where the 
sidewalks of the same have been or shall be flagged, 
and the streets curbed and guttered, to keep the said 
sidewalks, flagging, curbing and guttering in front of 
his, her or their lot or lots in good and sufficient re- 
pair, and graded according to the grade of the street 
on which said lot or lots are situate, and not allow 
the same to remain broken, uneven or out of grade. 

Src. 2. That it shall be the duty of the street com- 
missioner of the city of Hoboken, whenever the side- 
walks, flagging, curbing or guttering in front of any 
lot or lots in any of such street or streets, shall in his 
judgment, need repairing, to notify the owner or 
owners of the lot or lots in front of which the side- 
walk, flagging, curbing or guttering needs repairing, 
which notice shall specify the nature or kind of re. 
pairs required, and shall be served on the owner or 
owners of the lot or lots in front of which said repairs 
are required, personally; or if the owner or owners 
cannot be found in the city of Hoboken, by affixing, 
or putting up acopy of said notice in some conspicuous 
place on said premises 

Src. 3. That no owner or owners of any lot or lots 
in front of which said repairs are needed as aforesaid, 
shall neglect well and sufficiently to make the repairs 
in said notice specified for more than five days 
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after due service of the said notice mentioned in the pre- 
ceding section of this ordinance, under a penalty of 
four dollars for every twenty-four hours the same 
shall so remain unrepaired. 

Src. 4. That if the said owner or owners of any lot. 
cr lots in front of which such repairs are needed as 
aforesaid, shall neglect or refuse to make the same 
within ten days after due service of the notice, in the 
second section of this ordinance mentioned, that then 
the street commissioner shall make the necessary re- 
pairs required, and the costs and expenses thereof 
shall be paid by the said owner or owners aforesaid, 
in addition to the penalty prescribed in the third sec- 
tion of this ordinance, and the same shall be consid- 
ered as a part of the penalty for violating this ordin- 
ance. 

Sec. 5. Thatall ordinances and parts of ordinances 
inconsistent with this ordinance, are hereby repealed.

AN ORDINANCE 


To authorize the Mutual Benefit Gas Company of 
Hoboken, to lay conductors for conducting gas 
through the streets, lanes, alleys and squares of 
boken, and to prescribe the regulations under 
which the said corporation may lay said con- 
ductors. 


The Mayor and Council he the City of [loboken do or- 


dain as follows: 


SECTION |. That consent is hereby granted to the 
Mutual Benefit Gas Company of Hoboken to lay con- 
ductors for conducting gas through the screets, lanes, 
alleys and squares of Hoboken. 

Src. 2. That said company, in constructing their 
works and layiug their pipes, shall not in any manner 
interfere with, disturb or injure any of the water 
pipes, gas pipes, public or private sewers, now laid, 
or which may hereafter be laid in any of the streets, 
avenues, alleys, highways, lanes or squares in Hobo- 
boken; and said company shall leave all streets, ave. 
nues, alleys, highways, lanes or squares in which they 
shall lay their pipes, in as good condition and paved 
with the same material as before, and refill and re- 
pave whenever any trench may sink below the proper 
level because of the laying of their pipes, and that 
they shall keep the same in repair for one year after 
any opening made by them. 

Src. 3. That said company shall not open the nec- 
essary and convenient trenches through the streets, 
avenues, alleys, highways, lanes or squares in 
excess of two hundred feet in any one place at any 

one time, nor in any such manner as wholly to pre- 
vent public travel. 

Src. 4. That the exercise of all rights and priv- 
ileges hereby granted is on the condition that said com- 
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pany shall, before commencing to excavate in any of the 
streets, avenues, alleys, highways, lanes or squares, 
for the purpose of laying its pipes, execute and de- 
liver to the mayor and council of the city of Hoboken 
its bond, with good and sufficient sureties, approved 
as to form by the corporation attorney, and as tc suf- — 
ficiency by the council, and in the penal sum of ten 
thousand dollars, ($10,000), conditioned that said com- 
pany will indemnify and save harmless the city of 
Hoboken from all damages to the city in favor of any 
person or persons, corporation or corporations by 
reason of any injury or damages to such person or 
persons, corporation «r corporations, resulting from 
the opening of any street, avenue alley, highway, 
lane or square in said city of Hoboken, by said coin- 
pany, for the purpose of laying conductors therein. 

Src. 5. That the exercise of all rights and _ privil- 
eges hereby granted is on condition that said com- 
pany shall, before commencing to excavate in any of 
streets, avenues, alleys, highways, lanes or squares, 
for the purpose of laying its pipes, execute and de- 
liver to the mayor and council of the city of Hoboken 
its further bond with good and sufficient sureties, ap- 
proved as to form by the corporation attorney, and also 
sufficiency by the council, and in the penal sum of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000), conditioned that said com- 
pany will commence the erection of their works and 
the laying of pipes within one year from the date of 
the adoption of this ordinance, and that they will not 
sell the franchise to any other corporation or com- 
peting company, and that the works of said company 
be erected in the city of Hoboken.

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AGREEMENT 


Relating to Hackensack Water Company ‘“ Reorgan- 
ized.” 


This agreement, made this fifteenth day of Novem- 
ber, eighteen hundred and eighty-one, between The 
Hackensack Water Company “reorganized” of the 
first part, and the mayor and council of the city of 
Hoboken of the second part, witnesseth, That in con- 
sideration of the water rents hereinafter agreed to be 
paid and of the covenants hereinafter more fully set 
forth, the said parties do covenant and agree as fol- 
lows: 

First—The party of the first part shall furnish and 
supply to the party of the second part, during the 
term of fifteen years, commencing on the first day of 
November, 1882, a good and sufficient supply of pure 
and wholesome water for all purpo-es in the city of 
Hoboken, and for that purpose shall make one sixteen 
inch and one twelve inch connection from their reser- 
voir, each-to be joined to the main pipe of the said 
city of Hoboken, at the northerly line of said city. 

Second—The party of the second part shall main- 
tain all pipes and apparatus used in said city in good 
order, and prevent by all means in their power all 
loss or waste of water, and shall continue in’ force all 
such rules and regulations as are now in use by said 
city, with such penalties as shall prevent all misuse 
by consumers to the detriment of the party of the first 
part. 

Third—Careful surveys shall be made by the prop- 
er authorities of said city, of all buildings or other 
places in said city which shall be liable to pay water 
rents, and of the amounts due on each, of which surveys 
a copy shall be given before the first day of November, 
A. D. 1882, to the party of the first part; and semi-

annually thereafter all additional surveys shall be 
reported to the party of the first part, and the proper 
authorities of said city shall, on the first days of De- 
cember and June in each year, pay in advance to the 
party of the first part such water rents so ascertained, 
whether the same shall have been collected or re- 
ceived by saia authorities or not from the consumers 
of water in said city. 

Fourth—In all cases the party of the second part 
shall, on request of the party of the first part, have 
the water measured by the meters now in use, or by 
others of a similar pattern, to be approved by the 
party of the first part, and shall pay to the party of 
the first part, on the fifteenth days of November, I eb- 
ruary, May and August of each year the amounts 
which shall appear by such measurements to have be- 
come due for such metered water, for the quarters 
ending the first days of said months respectively. 


Fifth—The proper authorities of said city shell 
pay to the party of the first part for all of the water 
to be furnished under this contract the same prices 
as are now charged to the inhabitants of Jersey City, 
under the tariff adopted by the board of public works 
of Jersey City, April, 1881, with five per cent. reduc- 
tion from said rates. 

Sixth—The party of the first part shall at all times 
have access for examination to all places where water 
is used under this agreement, and to all books and 
papers relating to the same. 

Seventh—After the expiration of the term of fifteen 
years aforesaid, either party wishing to terminate the 
use of water under this agreement, shall give to the 
other party twelve months’ notice in writing under 
seal.

Relating to Hackensack Water Company, Reorganized. 

This agreement, made this fifteenth day of Novem- 
ber, eighteen hundred and eighty-one, between The 
Hackensack Water Company “‘re-organized,” of the 
first part, and the mayor and council of the city of 
Hoboken, of the second part, wituesses: 

That whereas, Ihe parties to this agreement have 
made a certain other agreement bearing even date 
herewith, fora supply of water to be furnished by the 
party of the first part, to the city of Hoboken; and, 
whereas, the party of the first part has filed with the 
waver commissioners of said city of Hoboken a memor- 
andum specification of the extensions proposed to be 
made by the said party of the first part, to enable 
them to deliver such supply of water, which memoran- 
dum bears date the 13th day of June, 1881. Now it 
is agreed that if the party of the first part shall not 
within thirty days after the execution of said other 
agreement, deposit in the hands of the Union Trust

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HACKENSACK Water Works EXTENSION, 
June 13, 1881. 


The works of the proposed extension will be in sub- 
stance as follows: 


First—An inlet conduit and caine basin in the 
east bank of the Hackensack river above River Edge. 

Second—An engine house by the side of the settling 
basin, containing two compound duplex pumping en- 
gines, each one of capacity to pump three millions of 
gallons per day to a height of one hundred and eighty 
feet, with full battery of boilers, and all equal to the 
best modern hydraulic practice. 

Third A line of water pipe of capacity -to deliver 
fifty per cent. more than the present consumption of

Fiith—A distributing pipe from the reservoir to be 
at least as large as the largest pipe now in use in the 
Hoboken water works, to connect to the present 
pipes in such manner and at such convenient place as 
shall be agreed upon between the contracting parties.

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AGREEMENT 
Relating to Hudson County Gas Light Company. 


This agreement made and entered into this first day 
of May, 1887, between the Hudson County Gas Light 
Company of the first part and the mayor and council 
of the city of Hoboken of the second part, 
and hereinafter, for the purpose of convenience 
designated respectively “The Gas Company,” the 
city “‘witnesseth that each of the said parties 
in consideration of the performance and _ fulfill- 
ment of the covenants, premises and agreements 
hereinafter made to it by the other of the said parties 
doth for itself and successors respectfully covenants 
and agree with the other of said parties in manner 
following to wit: 

1. In consideration of the immunities and’privil- 
eges hereby covenanted and assured to it by the city. 
the Gas Company agrees to extend its present works 
as follows, viz.: For the better security of a supply 


of gas to the city, it will erect a new holder so as al-- 


ways to have on hand an ample supply of gas, it will 
erect four new purifiers of capacity sufficient to thor- 
oughly purify 70.',000 cubie feet of gas per day, and 
will provide a second governor for the distribution of 
gas. 


2. The gas company agrees to furnish gas for ali — 


the public buildings of the city, which are now or 
hereafter may be occupied or used for city purposes 
at $1 per 1,000 cubic feet instead of at $2.25 as at pres- 
ent fixed. 

3. ‘The company, will supply gas to such street 
lamps as the council or committee on lamps and gas 
of the council may designate and direct to be burned 
nightly at the rate of $17.50 per year for each lamp. 

4. The term of this contract shall be for the period 
of ten years from the date thereof and shall be binding 
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on the parties hereto until the first day of May, eigh- 
teen hundred and ninety-seven. 


5. In consideration of the said expenditures for 
improvements as agreed upon (section 1) on the part 
of the gas company and of the concessions hereinbe- 
fore agreed upon in the price of gas to the city, 
the city hereby covenants to and with the gas com- 
pany that the city will not by resolution, ordinance 
or otherwise, grant to any other c: mpany or person or 
persons whatsoever, the right to lay mains or pipes 
for supplying gas within the limits of the city, unless 
said person or persons or company shall by good and 
sufficient security guarantee that they will erect gas _ 
works of the same capacity and taxable value as those 
of the Hudson County Gas Light Company, and also 
lay mains of the same capacity in all the streets 
where the Hudson Gas Light Company mains are now 
or hereafter may be laid. 

6. And if, at any time before the expiration of said 
period or term, the city should, by resolution, ordin- 
ance or otherwise, change this contract or annul it or 
give to any other gas company the privilege of laying 
pipes or constructing gas works in the city otherwise 
than above provided then the company shall receive 
for the gas supplied to the city for public buildings, 
the difference between one dollar, the price stated in 
this agreement and the price or rate at which gas 
shall have been supplied to private consumers during 
the period from the time that the said contract shall 
go into effect until it be so terminated or annuled by 
said mayor and council., 

7. Vhe gas company shall lay pipes of sufficient 
size at such places within the district not now reached 
or supplied by its pipes, as the common council may 
require, provided the gas company shall not be com- 
pelled to lay more than one mile of new or additional 
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pipe each year, and provided there are sufficient cus- 
tomers on the line of said proposed mains to py the 
interest on the cost of said mains as laid. 


8. The gas company shall furnish to the city for 
the purpose aforesaid, and to its private consumers 
within the said city, gas equal in quality and purity 
to the standard fixed by act of legislature, approved 
_ April 9, 1875, entitled “An act to provide for the in- 
spection of gas, and the inspection and selling of gas 
meters, and for the protection of consumers of illum 
inating gas in the city of Newark, Essex county. 


9: The gas company is, without charge, to light 
and extinguish the gas in the street lamps, to keep 
the said lamps well cleaned, to furnish the glass and 
burners for the same and renew them from time to 
time, when necessary, and keep them at all times in 
proper order. 

10. The city, from time to time, may increase the 
number of street lamps on the line of the mains of the 
said gas company, and the gas company shall supply 
such increased number at the rates and terms herein- 
before provided, and all lamp posts are to be fur- 
nished and set by the city, and set under the super- 
vision of the committee on lamps and gas and the gas 

company. 


11. The gas company shall have in the first in- 
stance, the right to regulate the specific times that the 
gas shall be kept burning in the street lamps, but the 
city shall have the right from time to time, by giving 
thirty days’ notice, to change the time fixed by the 
gas company, and to specify and direct between what 
hours the hights shall be kept burning; p:ovided that 
the total number of hours of burning shall not exceed 
3,050 hours during the year; and the city shall have 
the right to change the position of the posts and 
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lamps from time to time at its pleasure along the line 
of the mains of said company. 

12. The gas company may enter any public office 
or building for the purpose of inspecting and regulat- 
ing the use of gas. 

13. If alaw applicable to the Hudson County Gas 
Light Company, or a general law shall be enacted by 
the legislature of the State of New Jersey, fixing 
lower rates at which gas shall be sold, at any time 
during the continuance of this contract, then the 
prices fixed by such legislative act shall be those 
charged by the said gas company, otherwise this con 
tract shall remain unaltered and shall remain binding 
on the parties. 

14. Anditis further agreed that whenever any 
portion of the streets is taken up for the purpose of 
making connections or repairing, the same shall be 
replaced in a good and workmanlike manner and to 
the satisfaction of the committee on. streets and as- 
sessments and street commissioner, and if the same 
should not be replaced within three (8) days after the 
completion of the work by the company upon the 
same, the said work shall be done by the street com- 
missiouer at the expense of the company, and the cost 
of the same shall be deducted from any monies due 
or to become due to the company; and it is further 
agreed that all claims from the company for gas sup. 
plied shall be rendered to the city monthly. 

15. Itis understood and agreed that this agree- 
ment is made on this express condition, viz: That the 
tax commissioners of the city of Hoboken shall ap. 
propriate sufficient money each year for lighting the 
streets and public buildings, to enable the city to 
make the payments herein agreed upon, and to fulfill 
the provisions of this agreement, and that in no event 
shall the city be held liable for the amouut herein 
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agreed to be paid unless the said tax commissioners 
shall appropriate sufficient money each year to meet 
the provisions of this contract.

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Relating to Hoboken Land & Improvement Company. 


Memorandum of agreement made this 2ith day of 
August, 1889, between the Hoboken Land and Im- 
provement Company, a corporation of the State of 
New Jersey, party of the first part, and tne Mayor 
and Council of the city of Hoboken, a municipal cor- 
poration of the State of New Jersey, party of the sec- 
ond part. 

Whereas, An act ot the legislature of the State of 
New Jersey entitled ‘‘A further supplement to an act 
to ascertain the rights of such riparian owners to the 
lands lying under waters of the Bay of New York and 
elsewhere in the state,” was approved April ll, 1864, 
and supplement thereto, which supplement was ap- 
proved April 19, 1889; and 


Whereas, Hudson Square is a public square or 
park coming within the terms of said act, and 


Whereas, Said company owns the title to the fee of 
the soil embraced within such square or park, and 
agrees upon the considerations hereinafter named on 
the part of said city to give the assent to the grant 
authorized by said act under the terms and conditions 
therein stated, and 


Whereas, A public road or street is to be constructed 
on the river front of said Hudson square, and also 
across that portion of Fifth street to the northerly line 
thereof, at the expense of said company, as shown on 
sketch or map hereto annexed, and said company are 
also to receive grants from the riparian commissioners. 
in front of that part of Newark street, where they now 
have no grant, also grant for land under water in front 
of Fourth, Fifth Sixth and Fifteenth streets in said 
city of Hoboken. | 
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Now this agreement witnesseth: 


First—The Hoboken Land and Improvement Com 
pany agree as follows: 

1. That they will construct a river road or public 
street, as shown on the sketch hereto annexed, made 
by Charles B. Brush, civil engineer, with a roadway 
of forty (40) feet, paved with belgian blocks, and a 
sidewalk on the eastern side thereof,” fifteen (15) feet 
wide at the grade shown on the sketch hereto annexed, 
which river road or street is to be constructed at the 
place shown on said map, and over such portion of 
the extension of Fifth street as will make the access 
to that part of the land beyond ihe northerly line of 
Fifth street, which is marked on said map ‘Proposed 
access to the river road,” leaving the other portion of 
the extension of Fifth street, so as to hereafter permit 
the improvement of the same, so as to give the pro- 
posed access to Fifth street from the north as shown 
on said sketch or map. Construction of the road to 
commence immediately upon the grant being made to 
the company of the land in front, forming part of the 
extension of streets hereinbefore named. 

2. The company agrees to permit the city of Ho- 
boken to build, construct and maintain sewers to the 
Hudson river in any of the streets hereinbefore named, 
_for which the riparian commissioners miy give grants. 

3. The company also agrees that it will, upon re 
ceiving the grant for lands under water, on what 
would be the extension of the streets hereinbefore 
named, give the consent to the grant tothe city by the 
riparian commissioners of lands under water in front 
of Hndson square. bounded on the north by the south- 
erly line of Fifth street, on the south by the nort: erly 
line of Fourth street, on the west by the easterly line 
of Hudson street and on the gast by the Hudson river; 
the grant to be upon the terms and conditions set 
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forth in said act and subject to the terms thereof. 

4. ‘The company also agrees upon receiving the 
erant for lands under water on what would be the ex- 
tension of the streets hereinbefore named, not to erect 
any buildings or piers on said lands, but to keep them 
open as berths for vessels and otherwise. 


Second—The mayor and council of the city of Ho. 
boken agree: 


1. That they will withdraw their objection to the, 
appleation of the Hoboken Land and Improvement 
Company for grant of land under water in the exten- 
sion of Newark, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth and Fifteenth 
streets or any portion thereof not granted by the Ri- 
parian Commissioners to the Hoboken Land and Im- 
provement Company or other parties, and hereby con- 
sent to the issuing of said grants to said company. 


2: The mayor and council of the city of Hoboken 
hereby grant to the said company the right to build 
the said river road or street connecting | ourth street 
with the land north «f the northerly line of Fifth 
street, or the extension thereof marked on the sketch 
annexed hareto, “proposed access to River road,” and 
agree that the same shall be kept and maintained a 
public street or road forever. 

3. That the mayor and council of the city of Ho- 
boken agree that in constructing or maintaining sew- 
ers to the river through any of the streets hereinbe- 
fore named, for which granis may hereafter be granted 
by the riparian commissioners to the said company, 
that they will not interfere with the continued and 
public use of said streets further than will be neces- 
sary for the construction or maintenance and repair 
of such sewers.
